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THE CURRENCY BILL DEAD 


Was Killed by the House in an Unex- 
pected Manner. 


OONE ON A TEST VOTE “ON A RULE 


_ House Refused to Second Demand 


for Previous Question—No Help 
for Treasury from This 
Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Precisely what 
was expected by everybody, except Mr. 
Springer, happened in the House to-day. 
Not. exactly in the way it was looked for, 
but to the same end. Before the Commit- 
tee on Rules offered its. programme for 
bringing the Carlisle Currency till sub- 
stitute to a vote, it was considered possible 
that the rule would be carried by a-few 
votes, and that some of the members who 


would vote for the rule would then seize 
the opportunity to vote to kill the bill: by 
striking out its enacting clause. The House 
saved time by refusing the rule, thus dis- 
pensing with several roll calls and saving 
time for the consideration of appropriation 
bills. 

There was not much disappointment. The 
friends of the bill knew that it was weak 
in votes, Mr. Springer may not have so 
thought, but he is apt to be buoyant in his 
advocacy of anything that he takes up. 
The Speaker and Gen. Catchings were both 
apprehensive that the order would precipi- 
tate the defeat of the bill and _ per- 
haps ruin all chance for the suc- 
cess of any currency legislation the 
House might initiate. The Republicans 
hoped for a defeat to the Secretary, just 
because that would be a defeat of the Dem- 
ocratic Administration. When they come to 
think about what they are to do with the 
currency problem when they take it up 
in the Spring, they are not so comfortable. 
Mr. Bland, who was interested to-day cnly 
in the chances of a free-coinage bill, de- 
clares that he believes the Republicans in 
the House will have no difficulty in agreeing 
upon a bill, but that the Senate will prove 
to be troublesome. He says that any one 
can see that silver will control the Senate. 
The new Senators from Wyoming, Montana, 
and Idaho will be silver men without reser- 
vation or exception. If the Republicans try 
to get a bill through that is not very Dem- 
oeratic, they will run against the silver 
column, and they will find it immovable. 

Representative William L, Wilson regards 
the outcome in the House as decisive of the 
fate of currency legislation in the Fifty- 
third Congress. For about the same reason 
as that indicated in the dispatch to The 
New-York Times of yesterday, he says the 
President must call an extra session of the 
Fifty-fourth Congress, The course of the 
Democratic Senators in allowing themselves 
to be. prevented from passing any bill to 
which ‘the Republicans may object will pre- 
vent, he believes, the passage of his bill to 
remove the one-tenth of a cent differential 
duty. against bounty-paid sugars, the cause 


. of our:commercial trouble with Germany. 


“And as for the currency legislation,” 
said Mr. Wilson, ‘‘it does net.seem to me 
to be practical to pass any law to reform 
the currency. In fact, as I look at the situ- 
ation, I do not see how it is .possible to 
avoid an extra session of the next Con- 
gress. I have had no conversation with the 
President upon this subject. I do not know 
what his views may be. I do not assume 
to speak with any authority of him. But, 
speaking as I would if I were in the place 
of the President, I must say that I can 
see no way in which an extra session of the 
Fifty-fcurth Congress can be avoided. 

“I certainly, if I were the President of 
the United States, would not remain here 
for nine months and assume the reésponsibil- 
ity for the continued issue of bonds in 
order to maintain the Government. It 
seems to me that the proper Democratic 
policy is to enact some currency legislation 
in this Congress which will relieve the Goy- 
ernment from its embarrassment. But if 
that shall prove to be impossible, it seems 
to me that the only course for the President 
to pursue is to call the next Congress to- 
gether, and to inform it that he has ap- 
pealed in vain to the Fifty-third Congress 
for legislation which is necessary to save 
the Government from embarrassment, and 
that, having failed in that, he will ask the 
Fifty-fourth Congress to attempt to do the 
work which the Fifty-third Congress has 
failed to accomplish.”’ 

Mr. Aldrich, in entire ignorance of the 
ground of Germany’s retaliatory course, or 
in cool disregard of the facts, declares that 
the troubles of the Democrats arise from 
the repeal of the McKinley law and the ab- 
rogdtion of the reciprocal arrangements: So 
it is plain that he will soon be called upon, 
as a member of the Republican Party in 
the Senate, to offer not only a currency 
plan, but to propose some legislation in- 
tended to repair our commervial. fortunes. 
The Republican performances will ‘be ob- 
served by a critical and exacting people. It 
is a people, too, that has been inspired with 
great expectations of the Republicans. It 
remains to be seen whether the Republican 
show will fulfill the promise of the bill 
boards. 


A MOVEMENT IN THE SENATE. 


Extraordinary Meeting of Finance 
Committee This Afternoon. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The sentiment 
in the Senate in favor of a currency bill has 
proved to be sufficientiy Strong to bring 
about an extraordinary meeting of the Fi- 
nance Committee. Mr. Voorhees, Chairman 
of the committee, after a consultation. with 
dJeading Democrats of both --ouses, issued 


‘his cail this_atternoon for a meeting to be 


held at 2 o’clock to-morrow, A member of 
6 committee who does not care to have 
name mentioned in connection with the 
gubject, said to a correspondent of The 
New-York Times that the object of the 
meeting was to ascertain if possible what 
prospect there was of securing the passage 
in the present session of a currency bill. 
“The committee realizes the difficulties 
which lie in the path of successful finan- 
cial legislation,’ this Senator said, ‘‘ but 
it also knows that there is a growing senti- 
ment in favor of a bill which shall relieve 


-the present financial situation. So far as 


the Democratic members.of the committee 
are concerned, i am convinced that most of 
them would »de willing to support a bill 
which would improve the condition of the 
country. A great obstacle to successful 
action, in my view, is the attitude of the 
silver men on both sides of the chamber, 
most of whom declare that nothing short 
of unlimited coinage would. receive their 
support. We all know that it would be im- 
possible to enact a law reflecting the views 
of both sound-money men and‘the adyo- 
cates of free silver, and the question which 
will confront the majority in the Senate 
will be whether a compromise measure can 
receive the necessary number of votes. 
Personally, I am not very sanguine of suc- 
cess, for I know that the silver men be- 
‘lieve that the best way to bring about leg-

Mrs. John Balter Summoned to Court on 
Complaint of Principal Casey of 
Grammar School No. 83. 


Mrs. Balter, wife of John Balter, the sta- 
tioner and cigar dealer of 1,979 Third Ave- 
nue, was in the Harlem Police Court yes- 
terday afternoon on a summons issued at 
the instance of Principal James J. Casey 
of Grammar School No. 83, One Hundred 
and Tenth Street and Third Avenue. Mr. 
Casey has made numerous complaints 
against the cigarette vendors in the neigh- 
borhood of his school, alleging that they 
have sold their wares indiscriminately to 
the pupils. 

The cigar.store of which the Balters are 
the.owners is just around the corner from 
the school, and during the noon recess and 
after school, it is said, the boys have been 
allowed to spend their odd pennies there 
for cigarettes, getting two for a cent.

HE JOURNEYED FAR TO OBTAIN REVENGE 


Went from Denver to Norristown to 
Whip an Insurance Agent. 


NORRISTOWN, Penn., Jan. 9.—Samuel V. 
Wewell of Central City, Col., made an as- 
sault with brass knuckles on E. 8S. McPher- 
son, an insurance agent, this afternoon. 
McPherson formerly resided at Central 
City, and was befriended by Newell, who 
is a weil-known politician. The latter se- 
cured several letters from McPherson to 
Mrs. Newell, which angered him. 

Newell left Denver Saturday night with 
the intention of coming 2,200 miles to give 
McPherson a beating. In this he succeed- 
ed. On arriving in Philadelphia, he regis- 
tered at the Colonnade Hotel under an as- 
sumed name, and had his mustache dyed. 
He procured a wig to further disguise him- 
self. He arrived in Norristown this after- 
noon at 3 o’clock, and proceeded at once to 
McPherson’s, office. rig 

McPherson did not recognize Newell on 
account of the disguise and was taken by 
surprise. He was knocked down by a blow 
on the forehead with the knuckles, and was 
badly bruised. 1n the scuffle Newell lost 
his wig and his identity was revealed. 

Newell was taken into custody, but was 
not locked up. McPherson did not appear 
against him and he was discharged. New- 
ell showed several letters to the Chief of 
Police which had been ‘written by McPher- 
son to his wife, which disclosed their re- 
lations. Newell left for Philadelphia to 
take the 8:50 train for Pittsburg, where his 
wife is now visiting relatives. She was 
unaware of his visit here. 


TRIALS OF NAVAL CADETS 


The Superintendent Given Power to 
Order General Court-Martials. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The Superin- 
tendent of the Naval Academy has been 
given the power, hitherto confined to fleet 
commanders and to the Navy Department 
itself, to order general court-martials for 
the trial of cadets. The head of the Naval 
Academy has hitherto been able to make in- 
quiries into the misconduct of cadets only 
by: a summary court, limited in its penalties 
to one of eight sentences. The general court- 
martial, before which serious offenses are 
brought, has broader powers. 

The necessity of general courts at the will 
of the Superintendent may have been made 
apparent by the recent experience of the 
Secretary in the case of Cadet Dennett, de- 
clared at Annapolis by a board of officers 
as entitled to dismissal for ‘“‘ gouging,’’ the 
offense not being made out by any evidence 
taken or kept during the inquiry. The Su- 
perintendent, in his power to order general 
court-martials, has a right which is not ac- 
corded commandants of navy yards and 
stations. 


WAITING IN THE COLD TO SECURE HOMES 


A Lime of Land Seekers Anxious to 
Locate Claims on Government Land. 


MARQUETTE, Mich. Jan. 9.—Eight 
thousand acres of the forfeited Ontonagon 
and’ Brule lands will be thrown open to 
settlers to-morrow morning. 

A dozen men wrapped in fur coats and 
blankets are standing in line in front of 
the Government building. Some have boxes 
and lanterns, others have no heat except 
that supplied by their clothing. 

The first man took his place Monday at 
noon. The temperature is below zero, but the 
men will hold out, if possible, until to-mor- 
row morning. The late-comers will get as 
good land as the men who have exposed 
themselves to three days and nights of se- 
verely cold weather. 


FOUR FIREMEN INJURED BY AN EXPLOSION 


Several Business Houses and a Bank 
Burned at Union City, Penn. 


UNION CITY, Penn, Jan. 9.—Fire this 
afternoon destroyed the Cooper and Carroll 
blocks, Cooper’s Bank, Hays & Son’s hard- 
ware store, Lewis & Carroll’s clothing store, 
Smiley Brothers’ dr:’-goods store, and Can- 
field’s drug store. The total loss is about 
$40,000; insurance avout one-half. 

An explosion in Canfield’s drug store dur- 
ing the progress of the fire blew out a wall 
and seriously injured four firemen. Their 
names are Dan Conway, Norman Ander- 
son, William Raffold, and Chief Wager.

Evidence of Corruption in Brooklyn’s 
Public School Service. 


UNDER THE DEMOCRATIC MACHINE 


Commissionérs Ferris and Hubbs Said 
to Have Had a Monopoly of 
Patronage — An Investi- 
gation to be Made. 


It was learned yesterday in Brooklyn that 
evidence had been unearthed in the Board 
of Education tending to prove the existence 
under the recent Democratic machine or- 
ganization of an extensive system or cor- 
ruption in the purchase of places in the 
public school service. 

This corruption, it was said, covered not 
only wholesale jobbery in the situations of 
janitors and like subordinates, but pointed 
to the bargain and sale of some of the high- 
est places in the educational system. 

Members of the board who, from their 
situation, were most likely ‘to be in posses- 
sion of the facts, were reticent when ap- 
proached by reporters for The New-York 
Times. 

“Tf this investigation is pursued,” said 
a reform member of the board who would 
not allow his name to be used, “it will 
reveal a startling state of corruption. It 
will show where the Democratic machine 


got some of its campaign fund in the des- 
perate anti-Schieren campaign, and also in 
the campaign last Fall. 

‘*It will also lead up nearer to the central 
source of Democratic machine power than 
anything yet found, and will make it clear 
that, in the Fall of 1893, the Brooklyn pub- 
lic schools were systematically parceled 
out for plunder for the benefit of a few 
Democratic machine politicians.” 

It was stated on the authority of a mem- 
ber of the Law Committee of the board 
that that committee held a meeting at the 
close of the session of the board Tuesday 
afternoon, and decided to make an investi- 
gation of the circumstances surrounding the 
appointment of janitors in each of the 
schools where Commissioners William Fer- 
ris and Courtes T, Hubbs were on the local 
committees. : 

In connection with this a singular stor 
leaked out yesterday to the effect that 
Commissioners Hubbs and Ferris, who, with 
A. C, Aubery, composed the local committee 
of School No. 26, Gates Avenue, near Ralph 
Avenue, got Mr, Aubery into an upstairs 
room, in the Bushwick Democratic Club, 
soon after Mayor Schieren went into office, 
locked the door on him, treated him rough- 
ly, and would not let him go until he had 
signed a paper showing they had elected 
Joseph S. Burns principal of the school in 
question. 

Mr. Aubery was seen last night at his 
home, 534 Madison Street, Brooklyn. He 
said: 

‘I never brought the matter before the 
Board of Education, nor did I ever make 
the facts public. I related them privately, 
though, to J. Edward Swanstrom, the pres- 
ent President of the board. I.also told one 
of my personal friends. 

“The treatment of me by Commissioners 
Hubbs and Ferris was a despicable outrage. 

“James E. Ryan, Principal of Public 
School No. 26, died Saturday, Jan. 13, 1894. 
The next Saturday I received a letter from 
Messrs. Hubbs and Ferris, my associates on 
the local committee of School No. 26, notify- 
ing me there would be a special meeting of 
the committee that night at the Bushwick 
Democratic Club. 

‘*T went to the clubhouse and found Hubbs 
and Ferris in an upper room. The meet- 
ing of the committee was organized, and 
Hubbs. and Ferris at once proceeded to 
nominate and elect Joseph S. Burns Princi- 
pal of School No, 26 to succeed the late 
Principal Ryan. 

“T protested against Burns, and declared 
he was not the man for the place. I said 
I would make a minority report to the 
Board of Education against Burns. Hubbs 
and Ferris dared me to do it, and threat- 
ened if I did sé they would kill me polit- 
ically. They told me I’d.rue the day I ever 
made a minority report. 

“At the close of the meeting I put on 
my overcoat and started to leave the room. 
I was at the door, when Hubbs jumped 
from his seat, using vile language. Ferris 
at the same time jumped at me, grabbed 
me, dragged me into the room, and roughly 
shoved me over toward the corner. 

‘* Before I could get back to the door Fer- 
ris had run to it and locked it. He then 
planted himself against the door. They 
both made threats, and told me I could 
not leave the room until I had written out 
a copy of the minutes I had taken as Chair- 
man of the meeting and had signed the copy. 

“They kept me locked in the room until 
a late hour at night, and’ I was only re- 
leased after I had made and signed a copy 
of the minutes. That was what they were 
after, and when they got it they unlocked 
the door and I was allowed to depart. 


“T was to have taken my wife to the 
theatre that night, but, owing to my en- 
gagement to meet Hubbs and Ferris at the 
Bushwick Club, I arranged with her to go 
to the theatre alone, telling her I would 
meet her at the close of the performance. 
This I could not do because I was impris- 
oned in the room. When I got home I 
found my wife completely unnerved. She 
had been compelled to go home alone, and 
in the neighborhood of our house she was 
insulted by some ruffians.”’ 

Mr. Aubery was asked if he was ever al- 
lowed.the privilege of appointing a teacher 
in School No. 26. 

‘* Never,”’ he said. ‘‘ Although I was the 
Chairman of the local committee .of the 
school, I was never permitted to name a 
single teacher. A'l appointments were made 
by Commissioners Hubbs and Ferris. I 
asked several times to be allowed to make 
an appointment, but Hubbs or Ferris al- 
ways said: ‘Take turns. That’s thé rule.’ 
My turn never came. My experience on the 
local .committee of School 26 was similar 
in this respect to the experience of the mi- 
nority member on other local committees 
where Hubbs and Ferris composed the two- 
thirds majority.’”’ 

Mr. Aubery declared he had never been 
able to find out why he was not given the 
privilege of making any appointments in 
School 28. 

It is charged by members of the present 
Board of Education that during the Presi- 
dency of James B. Bouck, extending from 
July, 18938, to July, 1894, Commissioners 
Hubbs and Ferris had a practical monoply 
of a very large share of the patronage of 
the public schools. 

The two men are ‘brothers-in-law. Com- 
missioner Hubbs is a dealer in printing inks. 
Commissioner Ferris is a printer. Both 
were appointed under the Democratic ma- 
chine administration, and: ‘their appoint- 
ment was credited to a high machine 
source. Before -the present division of the 
wards, Messrs. Hubbs, Ferris, and George 
E.° Glendenning, Sealer of Weights’ and 


Measures, and the Democratic machine | 
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| ministration 


candidate for County Clerk, were fellow 
political leaders in the old Twenty-third 
ward. 

The records of the Board of Education 
show that Commissioners Hubbs and Fer- 
ris formed the controlling majority, un- 
der President Bouck, on the local commit- 
tees of seven schools, and were either one 
or the other, or both, on the local com- 
mittees of fifteen schools. They were, be- 
sides, on five important general committees, 
including the Committee on Supplies.

Joseph S. Burns, previous to his appoint- 
ment as principal of Public School 26, 
had served successively in Schools 71, 6, 
and 85, but not long in one school, for he 
seemed to enjoy an unusually strong pull 
with Messrs. Ferris and Hubbs, who trans- 
ferred him to better posts as rapidly as they 
could. 

Nor did he remain long in charge of 
School 26, but his retirement was not due 
to promotion. Shortly after his appointment 
Mr. Aubery learned that Burns had been 
arrested in Central Park on a serious 
charge, and hé demanded an investigation. 
Matters became so warm that Commis- 
sioners Ferrfs and Hubbs called upon 
Burns and informed him that the investiga- 
tion could not be prevented. 

“T’ll not be investigated,’’ said Burns, and 
he resigned. A few days later he departed 
for Scotland, and is supposed to be there 
yet. 

When Burns was arrested in Central Park 
he gave a fictitious name. He was ar- 
raigned in the Yorkville’ Police Court and 
fined. 

The Law Committee in its report on the 
case of Janitor Story exonerated both Com- 
missioners Ferris and Hubbs of any complic- 
ity in the $250 bribery. The committee, in 
a way, censured them, however, for per- 
mitting George E. Glendenning’s political 
association to take charge and administer 
the affairs of School 87, and for allowing a 
person to act as an employe of the Board 
of Education without an appointment.

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State Treasurer Allen Is Believed to 
be a Defaulter. 


MORE THAN $350,000 IS MISSING 
The State Is Practically Bankrupt— 
Allen Loaned the State’s Money 
and Could Get 
It Back.

PIERRE, S. D., Jan. 9.—State Treasurer 
W. W. Taylor, President of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Redfield, S. D., which failed 
to-day, is, it is feared, a defaulter. Under 
the statute Taylor should have turned over 
the cash to his successor. yesterday, but 
Saturday he telegraphed from New-York 
that he could not get Here before late last 


night. When the train arrived at 2 o’clock 
this morning he was not on board. 

Later developments show that the defal- 
cation of Treasurer Taylor has not been 
overestimated. There should have been 
$370,000 in the Treasury. All the funds in 
sight consists of about $15,000 in the Plerre 
banks. 

A draft of $35,000 was sent @aylor Dec. 
31, at New-York. Efforts have been made to 
stop this draft, but it is thought to be too 
late. The Chase National Bank of New- 
York, which holds the warrants, telegraphed 
to-day it had not been paid and that Taylor 
has not been seen there for several days. 

Advices from Aberdeen are to the effect 
that Taylor took little money with him, but 
lost it all through his friends whom he 
helped during the financial panic. When he 
wanted the money returned, his friends were 
not able to accommodate him. Among the 
persons to whom he loaned money are said 
to be several State officials, and if criminal 
prosecutions instituted there will be 
some sensational developments before the 
case is ended. 

Some time ago Taylor went to New-York 
for the purpose of raising funds to close 
his account with the State, but recent ad- 
vices are to the effect that he said he was 
unable to negotiate a loan, and he an- 
nounced his intention of never returning 
to Dakota. His friends he bitterly re- 
proached for not coming to his aid in time 
of need. His present whereabouts are 
unknown, but it is thought that he has 
gone to a foreign country. 

His bond of $325,000 is said to be good, 
but it will not cover the amount of the 
shortage as it appears at present. The 
Auditor has called upon the County Treas- 
urers for any funds that may be in their 
possession, and the Attorney General has 
commenced making preparations for real- 
izing upon Taylor’s bond. 

In his message yesterday Gov. Sheldon 
complimented the Treasurer for the ability 
and zeal which he had shown in the man- 
agement of his office, but in a special mes- 
sage to both houses to-day he requested 
that this be eliminated when the message 
is printed. 

It has been known for some time that 
Treasurer Taylor was hard pressed, He was 
caught in the Chemical National Bank fail- 
ure at Chicago for a large amount, and he 
lost $20,000 in the bank at Milbank during 
the panic. The First National Bank at Red- 
field, Taylor’s bank, closed its doors yester- 
day. It is in good condition, and it is 
thought will pay all its debts. The banks‘at 
Pierre, will not lose anything. 

State Examiner Myers said that last April 
he called on Taylor for a statement of his 
accounts. The statement gave the names 
of fifteen to twenty banks in which he had 
deposited money, and the Examiner re- 
ceived a verification from the banks as to 
the amounts held by them. If these state- 
ments were correct, Taylor was all right 
in April. In November Mr. Myers called 
for a similar report, but Taylor, after re- 
peated promises to make it, did not do so. 

Moreover, he has been out of the State 
since some time in November, and his pre- 
cise whereabouts are not known. This cir- 
cumstance causes great embarrassment to 
Taylor’s friends, who say he has taken poor 
counsel in not facing the music and making 
a clean statement of the whole matter. 
There ought now to be in the Treasury $50,- 
000, but no one except Taylor knows where 
the money is deposited, and consequently it 
is impossible to tell what the shortage is, if 
any. About the Ist of this month Taylor 
was to take up $190,000 of funding warrants. 
If these warrants were paid, the shortage 
will not be very large, otherwise it will be 
very heavy. 

Taylor’s relatives are wealthy and in- 
fluential. His father, William Taylor, is one 
of his bondsmen, the others being ex-Gov. 
Mellette, Speaker Howard of Redfield, and 
Robert McCoy of Aberdeen. 

William W. Taylor was born in Indiana in 
1854, and associated with his father in the 
wholesale coal business at Lafayette, that 
State. He came to Dakota in 1886 and es- 
tablished the First National Bank of Red- 
field, which he soon made one of the leading 
financial institutions of this region. He took 
an active part in politics from the first, was 
prominent in the strugg'e for Statehood, and 
was a delegate from Spink County to the 
first State convention, held in Huron in 1889. 
With the approval of the convention of 1890, 
held at Mitchell, he entered the race for 
State Treasurer and secured the nomination, 
after an exciting contest. He was re-elected 
for a second term, which he completed on 
the 1st of January last. 

If it is a large defalcation, as the bondsmen 
appear to believe, it will place the State in 
a very embarrassing position. The limit of 
indebtedness has been passed largely. No 
paper or bonds can be sold, and there is a 
deficiency in revenue. It is now impossible 
to make both ends meet.

He Succumbed to Heart Failure While 
Riding a Bicycle.

Dr. Stephen W. Roof, a well known phy- 
Ssician, living at 228 West Twenty-third 
Street, died suddenly yesterday afternoon, in 
the Ninth Regiment Armory building at 221 
West Twenty-sixth Street. 

Dr. Roof had an extensive practice dur- 
ing the last twenty-five years in the Ninth 
and Sixteenth Wards, and was a surgeon 
to the Veteran Corps of the Ninth Regi- 
ment. At the time of his death he was at- 
tending a business meeting of the corps. 

The primary cause of death is said to 
have been heart failure; but for the last 
two or three years he had suffered a great 
deal from asthmatic treubles. 

Drum Major and Armorer George W. Hill 
told a reporter that Dr. Roof was practicing 
riding a bicycle in the drill-room on the 
third floor, as he had been in the habit of 
doing each afternoon during the past two 
or three days. A friend,. another physi- 
cian, was with him. Suddenly Dr. Roof 
reeled and fell from his. machine. His 
friend and the drum major came to his 
assistance, and Dr. Conda of 244 ~.West 
Twenty-sixth Street was called in to help, 
but Dr. Roof died within fifteen minutes. 

Dr. Roof was born in New-York City 
fifty-one years age, and was graduated from 
the College of Physicians and Surgeons 
when he was twenty-four years old. He 
was identified with a number of medical 
and social organizations, prominent among 
which were The Academy of Medicine, 
County Medical Association, County Medi- 
cal Society, Physicians Mutual Aid Society, 
Society of Medical Jurisprudence, and the 
Player’s and Democratic Clubs. 

He was an art connoisseur of no small 
note, and his collections of oil paintings 
included many valuable works.

The Senator’s Man Beaten for Mayor 
of Philadelphia. 


CHARLES FRANKLIN WARWICK WINS 


Martin Disobeys Quay’s Orders and 
Nominates a Man of His Own 


Choice—Quay Very Angry. 
‘ 


THE NEW-YORK TIMES WARMLY PRAISED 


Friends of Good Government Agree 
that Its Efforts Were Potential in 
Shaping the Results Reached. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 9.—Matthew Stans 
ley Quay has again been knocked off the 
high pedestal which he has occupied as the 
“boss ’’ of Pennsylvania politics. With a 
blow that came swift and with a terrible 
directness he was felled to-day. Behind 
that blow were not only the decent ele- 
ments of Philadelphia citizens, but a com- 
bination of politicians, some of whom have 
been his ancient eneniies and some of whom 


have from 


learned unscrupulous 
Quay’s own teachings. 
There is among the better element of 
Philadelphia’s population to-night a feel- 
ing of deep satisfaction that Quay has been 
overthrown, and of thankfulness to the 
forces that have brought about this re- 
sult. Conspicuous among these forces, The 
New-York Times is everywhere recognized. 
In the convention and after the adjourn- 
ment the work of The New-York Times in 
bringing about the defeat of Penrose was 
freely commented upon, and by all the 


friends of good government warmly com- 
mended.

The failure to nominate Boies Penrose for 
Mayor has set the politicians and the citi- 
zens Who are not politicians, but who love 
honesty in Government, into such a frame 
of mind as has not been experienced since 
Quay’s man Delemater was defeated for 
Governor by Pattison in the campaign of 
1890. 

There is involved in thts blow at Quay a 
complete remodeling of the political lines of 
State politics. These lines, according to 
political experts, are likely to be very clear- 
ly defined at Harrisburg, where the Legis- 
lature is in session, within a short time. 
Behind Dave Martin, who had been a Phila- 
delphia boss, subject to Quay’s orders, it is 
believed here, stand Christopher L. Magee 
of Pittsburg and the newly-elected Governor,

be between Magee, Hastings, and Martin on 
the one side and the two Senators, Quay and 
Cameron, on the other. 

On all sides to-night there is a compari- 
son of the incidents of to-day with those 
of election day when Pattison was elected.

caused a sensation at the State Capitol. 


Talk of Running Pattison. 


One of the most interesting stories which 
are going to-night is that the ex-Governor 
who defeated Delamater—Mr. Pattison—will 
be nominated by the Democratic Party as 
its candidate against Mr. Warwick. It is 
said that Mr. Pattison, who has been talked 
of as a possibility during the past few days, 
is more disposed to-night to accept the 
nomination than he has been heretofore. 

The Citizens’ Committee of Ninety-five 
has determined to take no part against Mr 
Warwick. This, it is said, disposes of any 
talk of a coalition with Democrats and the 
selection of a non-partisan candidate, 

Republicans are asking if Martin will be 
able to usurp the powers as a boss which 
Quay has long held. The developments of 
the last twenty-four hours lead them to 
the conclusion that Martin proposes to try 
it. The air is full of stories of such a 
break in the Republican ranks as may re- 
sult disastrously for Martin’s candidate. 
There is talk that the notorious “ combine ”’ 
has broken; that Martin and Porter, two of 
the most powerful of the triumvirate, will 
make an effort to reorganize the oligarchy 
on lines which will make them more inde- 
pendent of Quay and subject only to the 
dictates of the corporation to which Quay 
alluded in his speech in the Senate and 
which is set down here as meaning either the 
Philadelphia Traction Company or the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company. As the ele- 
ment which would like to see decency in the 
City Government regards the situation, 
Martin would be as odious while serving 
this corporation for cash in his management 
of the party affairs as he would be while 
serving Quay in that capacity, with political 
power and influence as his compensation. 


Au Exciting Convention. 


The convention to-day was dramatic in its 
interest. The vote by which Martin nomi- 
nated Warwick was 684 for Warwick to 
233 for Penrose and 1 for ex-City Treas- 
urer McCreary. The vote for Warwick was 
the aggregate strength of Martin and Por- 
ter, while the Penrose following was sup- 
posed to be that which Magistrate Durham 
could control. The attitude of these fac- 
tions toward each other was one of bitter- 
ness, and the feeling was carried so far 
that the Penrose men would not brook a 
motion to make the nomination of War- 
wick unanimous, but when it appeared that 
they had been defeated, they began to leave 
the convention halL Whatever may have 
passed between Quay and Martin during 
the last two days cannot be accurately 
known, but the Republicans here see good 
evidence that Martin had fully determined 
on his course on Tuesday, and that Quay 
knew that his order issued some weeks ago, 
“that Penrose and nobody else” should 
be nominated, was to be disobeyed. The 
attack of Quay on Martin on the floor of 
the Senate must have been made at about 
the very hour that Martin was nominating 
Warwick in Musical Fund Hall. 

The result of the day’s doings has been 
in a sense satisYactory to the thousands of

Had ‘hi 
nation been braught about by Martin with- 
out Mr. Quay’s arraignment of Martin as 
the cmploye of a corporatidn, if would have 
been much more eutisfactory.

a Mayor with a stiff backbone will be 
needed if the city is not to be surrendered 
absolutely to the Philadelphia Traction 
Company. 


The Committee Meets. 


The Citizens’ Committee of Ninety-five got 
together soon after the results of the con- 
vention were known. Inasmuch as the chief 
object for which it had been organized, 
namely, the defeat of Penrose, had been ac- 
complished, the question drose as to its 
future course. Many members of the com- 
mittee had signified that arwick would 
be agreeable to them, and s0 it was felt the 
committee couid not take any hand in the 
Mayoralty contest. It was, however, deter- 
mined to continue the committee to make 
@ fight against the gang of corruptionists 
who are seeking to control the Councils. 
Many of the men nominated to-day are 
among the cheapest tools of the corpora- 
tions.

Dave Martin is roundly denounced by the 
followers of Penrose, who say he played 
a double game all the way up to the con- 
vention. Had he not professed to be in 
favor of Penrose, they say, and had Quay 
known six days ago that Martin would 
throw his strength against Penrose, Quay 
could have controlled enough delegates to 
have beaten Martin out of his boots to- 
day, for it is only because of Quay that 
Martin exists as a boss at all. 


QUAY ATTACKS MARTIN. 


Charges Him with Being the Paid 
Agent of a Great Corporation. 
WASHINGTON, Jan, 9.—Senator Quay is 
spoken of in Washington to-night as the 
beaten boss who has “played the baby 
act.” It was to have been expected that 
the defeat of Penrose, his candidate for 
Mayor of Philadelphia, would enrage Quay, 
but it is doubtful if his best friends be- 
lieved that he would carry his resentment 
against ‘‘Dave’”’ Martin, his Philadelphia 
henchman, who to-day refused to do his 
bidding, to the point of assailing him pub- 
licly from his place in the Senate Chamber. 
This Quay has done, and in a manner 
which leaves no room for doubt that he was 
carried away by his anger. It constitutes 
a confession on the part of the Senator 
that he realizes fully the extent of the polit- 

ical misfortune which has overtaken him. 

The readers of The New-York Times have 
been kept thoroughly informed by its Phil- 
adelphia dispatches of the uprising 
in the Quaker City against Quay 
and. the man whom he intended to 
have nominated for Mayor of the city. 
Particular attention has been paid to the 
matter_in Washington, for Mr. Quay spends 
much Of his time here, and his associates 
were naturally anxious to know whether 
his rule in Philadelphia was likely to be 
broken, In the last few days the impression 
had become general that. public opinion was 
likely to prove too strong for him and his 
political representative, but those who were 
favored with his views on the subject of 
the approaching contest were told that they 
would have absolutely no difficulty in bring- 
ing about the nomination of Penrose. 

When Mr. Quay entered the Senate Cham- 
ber this afternoon he gave no evidence of 
the fire that was raging within him, al- 
though it is now known that he had full 
knowledge that ‘‘ Dave’’ Martin had defied. 
him. The Senate had transacted but very 
little business when Mr. Cockrell reported 
the Urgent Deficiency bill and gave notice 
that to-morrow he should call it up. Mr. 
Quay arose in his place while Mr. Cockrell 
was giving this notice, and askéd him if 
any amendments had been made by the 
Appropriations Committee to that portion 
of the bill relating to the income tax. Mr. 
Cockrell replied in the negative. 

“Then,” said Mr. Quay, whose voice was 
unusually clear, ‘‘ if the Senator will permit 
me, I desire to direct to his attention a 
matter which ought to be included in an 
amendment to that section of the bill. 
Would it not be well, instead of smothering 
the names and salaries of employes in the 
reports made by corporations under the in- 
come tax law, to compel a publication in 
such form that the list of the names and 
employes shall be accessible to the pub- 
lic?” 

Mr. Cockrell gazed wonderingly at the 
Pennsylvania Senator, and everybody in the 
chamber who heard him gave him the clos- 
est attention. Mr. Quay walked out in front 
of his desk and continued: 


A circumstance which happened within 
the last thirty-six hours has directed my at- 
tention to the probable importance of some- 
thing of the kind. It panweried that a gen- 
tleman who is very hi in political posi- 
tion in the City of Philadelphia, no less a 
personage than a Republican National Com- 
mitteéman, ih conversation with a distin- 
guished member of the other branch of the 
National Legislature, a judiciary officer of 
the City of Philadelphia and one of the 
leading,» probably the leading, member of 
the Pennsylvania State Senate, in giving 
as @ reason why he could not preserve 
plighted faith and could not do what ought 
to be done in regard to an. important nom- 
ination made there, stated that he was 
under a salary and had been der a 
heavy salary from a great corporation for 
the last three years, a salary large enough 
to maintain his family, and he was com- 
— to do what the corporation wished 

im to do and not what he himself desired 
or felt that he ought to do: The amend- 
ment I suggest is pertinent me in this 
respect, that men in such a pos tion. with 
high power for good or evil, ought not to 
be permitted to masquerade as. acting in the 
interest of the public afk in the interest of 
any party when in reality they are servin 
these great corporate bodies. They ough 
to go about and meet their fellows fairly 
and openly, with the dollar-mark of the 
corporation upon their foreheads, 

Long before Mr. Quay had concluded this 
remarkable outburst those in the chamber 
who were aware of the situation in Philadel- 
phia, reached the conclusion that Penrose 
had been defeated, and that ‘‘ Dave’ Mar- 
tin was the man aimed at in Quay’s fiery 
remarks. 

Senator Cameron, who sat near his col- 
league, gazed at him in absolute amaze- 
ment, and more+than one ‘Senator on the 
Republican side wore contemptuous looks 
when his diatribe came to an end. 

Mr. Cockrell, of coprse, made no reply to 
Quay. He knew that the Pennsylvania Sen- 
ator was an inveterate foe of the Income 
Tax provision, and that he had laid plans 
for defeating, if possible, the appropriation 
for collecting the tax, and although he was 
not informed concerning Mr. Quay’s Phil- 
adelphia fight, he knew that Quay’s re- 
marks were inténded simply to bring into 
disrepute some one who had failed to do his 
political bidding. 

Mr. Quay remained in the Senate Chamber 
some time after his extraordinary perform- 
ance in lugging Philadelphia politics into 
the United States Senate proceedings, but 
refused to make any statement to newspa- 
per men calculated to throw additional 


light on his remarks. It was not until late 


phia bosses had fitvtcattied, and that 
“ Dave’”’ Martin hea refused, through pru- 
dential reasons, to nominate for Mayor 
the candidates of the ‘‘ combine.”” Even then 
Mr. Quay refused to be interviewed, con- 
tenting himself with making this statement 
to newspaper men who asked for his views 
of the action of the Philadelphia Republi- 
can Convention: 

“While I do not admire or approve of 
the way in which the nomination of Mr. 
Warwick was brought about, { regard his 
nomination a8 a strong one, and have no 
doubt of his election.’’ 

Mr. Quay was requested to talk about the 
relations sustained by ‘‘Dave’’ Martin to 
the Philadelphia Traction Company, and 
why it was that Penrose was not nom- 
inated, but hé steadfastly refused to discuss 
these or any other questions bearing upon 
the defeat of Penrose or his extraordinary 
attack upon Martin. The “ distinguished 
member of the other branch of the National 
Legislaturé”’ referred to by Mr. Quay was 
Harry H. Bingham, who to-day nominated 
Penrosé. The “ judicial officer of the City 
of Philadélphia ’ is Police Magistrate Dur- 
ham, and the “leading member of the 
State Sénaté” is Senator Boles Penrose. 
These men bave worked hand in hand with 
Quay in all"his schemes to control the City 
Government of Philadelphia and aré un- 
doubtedly as warm under the collar just 
now as Mr. Quay is himself. 

Pennsylvania Republicans now in Wash- 
ington, who have long waited for somé 
sign that Quay’s political power is waning, 
are emphatic to-night in their expressions 
of joy, and somé of them say they belleve 
that this is but the beginning of a movement 
which will end with Quay’s defeat in 1899, 
when his term as Senator will expire. 

“The reason why Dave Martin refused to 
nominate Penrose was because he realized 
that Penrose would be beaten by fully 80,- 
000 majority.’”’ said a well-known Pennsyl- 
vania Republican to a correspondent of The 
New-York Times. ‘‘ Quay got his first ink- 
ling last night of the way things were 
going, and when he went to the Senate 
chamber this mornig he knew beyond all 
doubt that his man was doomed. The 
knowledge that Martin had dared to oppose 
him caused Mr. Quay to lose his balance, 
and to make a spectacle of himself before 
the country. He is a good man who 
kn'ows how to take his medicine. By his 
utterances to-day in the Senate chamber 
Quay has shown that he is hard hit, and I 
predict that from this time forward his 
power as a boss in Pennsylvania politics 
will not amount to anything.” 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 9.—Mr. Martin 
was sick in bed this evening, suffering 
from overwork. He was not inclined to 
make any reply to Mr. Quay’s charges. He 
refused to answer any questions as to 
whether he was under a salary from a eor- 
poration, but he did say: ‘‘ The nomination 
of Mr. Warwick was not the work of any 
corporation. No corporation ever mentioned 
Mr. Warwick’s name to me, and I favored 
his nomination because I believed that it 
was for the best interests of the party to 
do so. The followers of Mr. Penrose are 
all loyal Republicans, and, although they 
may feel a little sore over their chief’s de- 
feat, they will turn in and work for the 
nominee,”’ 

When asked if he and Mr. Quay had had 
a quarrel, Mr. Martin said that they: had 
not, and that the last time that he had met 
Mr. Quay they were good friends.

President Barnett’s Address to 
Commission Merchants. 


THE NATIONAL LEAGUE'S CONVENTION 


A Bright View of the Situation Taken 
-Gain Since the Tariff Bill 
Was Passed—Many Inter- 
esting Addresses, 


The third annual convention of the Na- 
tional League of Commission Merchants of 
the United States began yesterday morning 
at the Metropolitan Hotel. About 100 dele- 
gates were present from all parts of the 
country. They filled the corridors of the 
old hotel until 10 o’clock, when the session 
began in Parlor B, on the first floor. 

Among those present were Walter Snydér, 
William Henderson, William §S. Gavan, 
George Ww. Bond, and S. B. Medairy, from 
Baltimore; H. BH. Kleinfelter, Harry Law- 
head, Leonard S. Smith, Peter J. Reitz, and 
Jonas Levy, from Cincinnati; W. C. Lennox, 
Fred Brennisen, Jr., Marvin Mackey, J. J. 
White, and George Hornung, from Buffalo; 
Adelbert Mead, Charles A. Keyes, F. H.

The officers of the league are: President— 
George W. Barnett; Vice President—Walter 
Snyder; Secretary—A. Warren Patch; Treas- 
urer—John Leverence. 

The session was opened with prayer by 
the Rev. William Hamilton of Brooklyn. 

The first business to come before the 
meeting was the appointment of a Commit- 
tee on Credentials. This was composes of 
S. S. Dorman, H. H. Beane, Henry G. 
Streight, and Levi Longfellow. The read- 
ing of the minutes of the last convention 
was dispensed with, on motion of Telegate 
Snow of Boston, 

Tfie address of welcome was delivered by 
Joseph E. Carson. He said that it was a 
pleasant duty to extend a welcome to this 
city to so many representative business 
men from all sections of the country. Many 
had journeyed long distances, and it indi- 


cated their fidelity to the, trust imposed 
upon them. He concluded by saying that 


he hoped their visit to New-York on this 
occasion would send them back home 
freighted with pleasant reminiscences. 

The report of the Executive Committee, 
showing the success of the league, was 
then read. This was followed by the ad- 
dress of President George W. Barnett of 
Chicago. 

“It was a wise selection,” he said, “ we 
made at our last session, when the ‘Im- 
perial City by the Sea’ was chosen as the 
place of meeting this year, and under favor- 
able circumstances we meet and greet each 
other with the cordiality of old-time friends. 

‘Here at the great seaport of the Na- 
tion, the principal focus of the foreign 
traffic of the continent, as business men we 
can feel at home, and the hearty greeting 
given assures us that: great New-York 
knows how to welcome her guests, and we 
can transact the business of the league 
amid surroundings the most favorable. The 
existing conditions of the business world 
are well known to you, and I join with you 
in rejoicing at the change that has come 
since last we mmiét. The great depression 
felt a year ago, grew with the year; the 
forebodings of the most gloomy were real- 
ized; the stoppage of works and énforced 
idleness of workers became greater, till 
they culminated in the great strike of 
July. To-day, we all agree the worst fs 
past. If the financial problems were settle 
we should know where we are, and what 
we may expect in the line of legislation by 
Congress. That is all that is necessary to 
remove the last obstruction to progress 
toward prosperity.” 

Mr. Barnett sp@ke at Somé length of the 
recovery from’ the depression since the 
passage of the Tariff bill. In conclusion, he 
said: 

“The growth of the league thé last year 
is most gratifying. One yéar ago there 
were nine branch leagues, with 125 mem- 
bers. To-day there are fifteen branch 
leagues, with 158 members. This member- 
ship represents over $7,000,000 in cap- 
ital invested in the business and at risk 
for commercial pugposes and security for 
the payment of accounts. 

“The average rating in the commercial 
agencies of the membérship is over $40,000, 
ranging from $16,000 in the smaller cities 
to $60,000 in Chicago and $80,000 in Boston. 
These figures give the best idea of the finan- 
cial strength of the membership.” 

Isaac Tuck, editor ef The Fruit Journal 
of this city, spoke briefly on the progress 
of the league. Then followed an interesting 
address on ‘‘ Transportation,” by William 
8. Gavan of Baltimore. He urged the mer- 
chants to go after the railroads that will 
not take proper care of perishable goods in 
transit. 

An address on “‘ Admission’ was made by 
G. TA Mead of Boston. Then came the 
reports of the Secretaries of fhe tranch 
leagues in Baltimore, Boston, Buffalo, Chi- 
cago, Cincinnati, Cleveland, Louisville, New- 
York, Omaha, Philadelphia, and St. Louis. 

An especially interesting address on 
“ Trade,” by Marvin V. Mackey of Buffalo, 
followed. The address on “ Credits,” by H. 
C. Kleinfelter, was also attentively listened 
to by the delegates. 

“What a Member Should Do to Increase 
His Own Business or His Influence in the 
National League,’’ was the sabject of a 
paper by B. Mahler of Cleveland. 

“The Objects of the League and Their 
Accomplishment,” was the theme of Dele- 
gate E. H. Bowen of Louisville, and the 
‘* Extension of Membership and How Best 
to Accomplish It,’’ was the subject cf D. M. 
Wygant of New-York. 

After the report of the Transportation 
Committee had been read, the topics of 
“ Advertising” and ‘Soliciting’ were 
treated by Henry G. Streight of Omaha and 
8. 8. Darmon of Philadelphia respectively. 
Mr. Darmon read a paper by C. G. Justice, 
who was unable to be present. Among the 
other speakers were D. O. Wiley of Detroit 
and Levi Longfellow of Minneapolis. 

The convention was adjourned, after a 
short evening session, until 9:30 o’clock this 
morning. It is likely that the session will 
last two days more. There will be a ban- 
quet to the delegates to-night at the Metrio- 
politan.

The Spanish Ministry, After That, Was 


Able to See the Cuba and 
Puerto Rico Question ina 


New Light. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Although the 
State Department is not assured yet that 
the Madrid Government will adopt ‘ae or- 
der reported yesterday as likely to be made 
with reference to the’ restoration of the 
minimum tariff rates on certain articles to 
be imported into Cuba and Puerto Rico from 
the United States, the expectation is that 
the order itself, telegraphed from Madrid, 
will corroborate the news received yester- 
day. From the time the reciprocity arrange- 
ment under the McKinley act was abrogated 
by the new tariff law, and the prospect was 
imminent of the loss of advantages to 
American trade, the State Department has 
been urging upon the Spanish Government 
the obligation of that country, under treaty, 
to afford to the United States the trade ad- 
vantages given to the most favored nation. 
The necessity for urging this language upon 
the attention of the Spanish Government 
was the knowledge that the United States 
was not favored equally with other nations. 
As a matter of fact, there was reason to 
believe that there was very plain discrimi- 
nation in favor of Great Britain, in the 
exemption of Canadian products from the 
highest rates. 

It was discovered that on Canadian flour, 
for instance, the duty imposed in Cuba was 
75 cents a barrel less than was imposed 
upon American flour. As our breadstuffs 
were taken in large quantities under the 
reciprocity arrangement, and the cessation 
of that arrangement allowed the Cubans to 
advance their rates, the extension of favyor- 
able rates to Canada tended to divert the 
flour exportations from the United States to 
Canada. Minister Taylor was directed to 
keep the Spanish Ministry constantly in 
mind of the importance of according the re- 
quests of the United States. It is impos- 
sible in‘ diplomacy to attribute motives, but 
plain men would have declared that the 
tardiness of the Spanish Government indi- 
cated ‘spleen or contempt for the United 
States, and that there was manifest indiffer- 
ence to concede*our requests. 

While Canada is prepared to sell a great 
deal of flour to Cuba and Puerto’ Rico, Can- 
ada is not so large a consumer of sugar as 
the United States. If the ability to pur- 
chase sugar in those Spanish possessions 
were cut off, some inconvenience would be 
caused to American refiners, but much 
more serious trouble would be felt by the 
planters and producers of sugar in losing 
the market for about 75 per cent. of their 
sugar. After Mr. Taylor had jogged the 
elbows of the Spanish Ministers unavail- 
ingly for weeks, he was instructed to ask 
their attention to a statute of the United 
States, to wit: 

Sec. 5. That whenever the President shall 
be satisfied that unjust discriminations are 
made by or under the authority of any for- 
eign State against the -importation to or 
sale in such foreign State of any product of 
the United States,,he may direct that such 
products of such foreign State so discrim- 
inating against any product of the United 
States, as he may deem proper, shall be 
excluded from importation to the United 
States; and in such case he shall make proc- 
lamation of his direction in the premises, 
and therein name the time when such dis- 
crimination against importation Shall také 
effect, and after such date the importation 
of the articles named in such praclamation 
shall be unlawful. The President may at 
any time revoke, modify, terminate, or re- 


new any such direction as, in his opinion, 
the public interest may require. 


This section is ome of a general act, 
passed in 1890, and intended to apply to the 
inspection ,and exportation of meat. It is, 
fortunately for the Administration, of gen- 
eral application as to this paragraph, and 
it can be converted into Spanish that may 
be understood. The understanding’ of it at 
Madrid may have suggested to the Ministry 
that the loss to Cuba and Puerto Rico of 
their large sugar trade with the United 
States, simply because Spain would not deal 
with the United States as if it was a fa- 
vored nation, would not be wise. The isl- 
ands are not too easily kept in peaceable 
submission. The Spanish Government, that 
loads the people with taxes -to pay the ex- 
penses of a Court in which the islands have 
small interest, squeezes the islands as tight- 
ly as possible, and also 4s economically. A 
revolution cannot be put down economically. 
Two revolutions, on account of the loss Of 
trade with the United States, would be awk- 
ward and expensive, and there would be no 
prophet who could tell how they would turn 
out, 

There were other statutes in reserve that 
could have been quoted by Minister Tay- 
lor to arrest the attention of the Spanish 
Ministry. It is possible that he quoted 
them, but it is reasonably certain that 
he invited the most careful reading of the 
statute quoted. The performance of the 
Spanish Government smacked altogether too 
much of a desire to cut us off from pur- 
chasers in Cuba and Puerto Rico, while 
we were to continue to be buyers in those 
islands. It is understood that in all the 
negotiations on this subject the United 
States Government has communicated di- 
rectly through the United States Minister 
at Madrid. In that way many of the de- 
lays that some diplomatic officers vainly 
imagine are necessary to the correct trans- 
action of business have been avoided, and 
straightforward business conversation has 
led to an early understanding. There have 
been suggestions that this same statute 
be appealed to to bring about a settlement of 
the controversy with Germany and other 
European countries that are finding pre- 
texts to shut out American meat prod- 
ucts. In the ¢ase of Germany, however, 
it is admitted by the State Department 
that by legislation this country has broken 
a treaty agreement with Germany, and 
that before it shall undertake to constrain 
Germany to resume former trade relations, 
it should try to live up to its treaty ob- 
ligations. The cases of Spain and Germany 
are not considered a parallel.

our opiniens.’’ Mr. Allison added that it did 
not seem likely to him thet a currency bill 
would be passed in the present session. 

The silver Senators still declare that 
nothing short of e proposition to coin silver 
without limit will meet with their indorse- 
ment, and they do not deny the assertion 
that if the occassion should arise they would 
resort to Nlibustering to prevent the passage 
of a bill. Senator Dubois this afternoon said 
to a correspondent of The New-York Times 
that the so-called Gorman compromise meas- 
ure, which has already been outlined in 
these dispatches, did not commend itself to 
the silver men and they would not support 
it. “ The situation,’”’ he said, ‘‘ while not to 
our liking, is yet exactly what we predicted 
it would be. In the last speech on the sil- 
ver question I made in the Senate I predict- 
ed that the Government would go on issuing 
bonds and greatly increase its financial em- 
barrassment. All thet the silver men have 
predicted nas come to pass. and they feel 
now that they can afford to rest in full 
confidence that before long the country will 
realize that they were better informed than 
the men who were responsible for the pres- 
ent currency system. It would be folly for 
the advocates of silver to accept any com- 
promise offered by the Administration lack- 
ing full. recognition of their demands, for 
such a law could be easily repealed, just 
as the silver-purchase clause of the Sher- 
man law was repealed, and then where 
would the silver men be? 

‘So far as the question of an extra ses- 
sion is concerned, it seems to me that the 
President can gain nothing by calling such 
a session, for the silver men will undoubted- 
ly have a clear majority of ten or twelve in 
the next Senate and will be in position to 
pass a bill in line with their views. Pos- 
sibly Mr. Cleveland may not have consid- 
ered the make-up of the next Senate in 
connection with the extra session idea, but 
I am pretty well assured that when he 
Jooks over the ground he will see that no 
particular advantage is likely to accrue to 
him or his plan of currency reform through 
calling an extra session.”’ 

The action to-day cf the House in refus- 
ing to order the previous question on the 
Carlisle Currency bill naturally had a de- 
pressing effect in the Senate. Mr. Carlisle 
Was at the Capitol in consultation with 
Mr. Crisp and leading Democrats of the 
House, and subsequently Mr. Voorhees is- 
sued his call for a meeting of the Finance 
Committee. Several Democratic Senators 
who were questioned by a correspondent of 
The New-York Times said that, while the 
outlook was not very bright, they were 
convinced that an effort would be made to 
construct a bill of a sort to rally support 
on both sides of the chamber, and push it 
to a vote. These men admitted that sub- 
stantial concessions would have to be made 
to the silver men, but none of them vent- 
ured to say to what extent such conces- 
sions would have to be carried, although 
none of them doubted that the silver men 
would be contented with much less than 
unlimited coinage. 

Mr. Hill still clings to the idea that a bill 
will be advanced in the Senate, and ap- 
parently is confident that it will pass. In 
the Democratic cloakroom to-day there 
Were several conferences, and it was made 
plain that many of the Eastern Democrats 
believe that the session should not be per- 
mitted to come to an end without action 
on @ currency bill. Mr. Gorman still re- 
fuses to talk for publication, but it is known 
that his compromise plan, defeated in 1893, 
when the silver repeal question was under 
consideration, still has attractions for him, 
and he feels quite confident that, with 
modifications such as were outlined in these 
dispatches this morning, it would attract 
strong support. Mr. Gorman’s proposition 
has been laid before the Democrats in an 
informal way, and he is waiting to see 
how they take it. Inasmuch as the silver 
Senators have all declared their opposition 
to it it does not seem to be taken very 
seriously, although many Senators who do 
not accept all of its propositions would vote 
for it rather than permit an entire failure 
of financial legislation. 

Much interest attaches to the coming 
meeting of the Finance Committee, as it 
is believed that enough pressure will be 
brought to bear on the Democratic mem- 
bers to induce them to approve a bill. There 
was a rumor in circulation that Mr. Faulk- 
ner, Chairman of the Democratic Congres- 
sional Committee, had called a meeting of 
the organization to take some action with 
relation to a financial measure.

PROCEEDINGS IN THE’ HOUSE. 


The Whole Matter Settled by a Single 
Call of the Roll. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The story of the 
death of the currency bill is easily told. 

Early in the morning Mr. Outhwaite re 
ported a resolution from the Committee on 
Rules to govern the further consideration 
of the bill. It provided (1) for the substitu- 
tion of the amended bill proposed by Mr. 
Springer, Dec. 20, for the pending hill; (2) 
that it should be considered under the five- 
minute rule, unless disposed of, until 4.30 
o’clock Friday, and (3) that immediately af- 
ter the expiration of the morning hour 
on Saturday, the vote on pending amend- 
ments and the passage of the bill should 
be taken. - 

Mr. Dingley, (Rep., Maine,) suggested 
to Mr. Outhwaite that a modification be 
made in the rule so as to permit the House, 
first to consider Sections 9 and 10 of the 
bill relating to State banks, for if they 
were not to be rehabilitated, the House 
might change the details contained in the 
earlier sections. This suggestion was re- 
enforced by Mr. Walker, (Rep., Mass.,)-who 
said it was made in the interests of ex- 
pediting business. 

Mr. Ouhwaite said the gentlemen assumed 
that the time was to be wasted; if it was 
not wasted the sections named would be 
reached before the order expired. 

Inquiry was made by Mr. Beltzhoover 
(Dem., Penn.,) as to the status of the amend- 
ment he proposed to offer, authorizing the 
sale of $500,000,000 of bonds, and by Mr. 
Bland as to the substitution of which he 
had given notice, providing for the free 
coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1. 

They were informed by Mr. Outhwaite 
that the resolution did not favor nor dis- 
criminate against any amendment or sub- 
stitute; they would all stand on their merits 
and be subject to the rules of the House. 

Mr. Bland wanted Mr. Outhwaite to agree, 
before he would agree to the rule, that he 
should have an opportunity to offer his 
free-coinage amendment, and have it voted 
upon. Mr. Outhwuite declined to enter into 
any arrangement respecting the Bland sub- 
stitute or any other amendment. 

In response to a question by Mr. Reed 
(Rep., Me.,) Mr. Outhwaite said that the 
Object of the resolution was to bring to a 
@onclusion within a reasonable time the 
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consideration of the Currency bill, which 
had been before the Hveuse now for nearly 
two weeks, already a sufficient period of 
time, considering that the Congress was 
now in the short session. The great ap- 
propriation bills remained to be acted upon, 
only one, and that the smallest, having 
yet passed the Senate, and the Committee 
on Rules was being daily besieged by the 
friends of the Nicaragua Canal bill, the 
Pacific Railroad Refunding bill, and other 
vastly important measures for time for 
their consideration. The rule granted am- 
ple time for the consideration of the bill 
under the five-minute rule. 

Mr. Reed said that the situation seemed 
to him to be an unfortunate one, in that 
probably nothing would save the bill, and 
the House was discussing the best method 
of getting rid of it. That would prevent the 
House from passing any remedial legislation 
whatever. The resolution before the House, 
Mr. Reed said, tended further to complicate 
the question and made any righteous con- 
clusion impossible. The suggestion of his 
colleague (Mr. Dingley) that the State bank 
sections be first considered and then the 
matters of detail, struck him as a good one, 
The Republicans, he said, were not re- 
sponsible for the situation, and he did not 
know that they should interfere in the 
matter at all; it was a question upon which 
he had gerious doubts whether anything 
should be done on that side of the House. 
But he would suggest to the gentleman 
from Ohio, (Mr. Outhwaite,) before bringing 
the resolution to a vote of the House, that he 
consent to a modification of its terms so as 
to permit a discussion first upon the most 
important part of the bill. 

Mr, Outhwaite demanded the previous 
qwestion on the passage of the resolution. 

The vote upon Mr. Outhwaite’s demand 
was: Yeas, 92; nays, 101. A vote by yeas 
and nays was demanded by Mr. Outhwaite 
and was taken, resulting: Yeas, 124; nays, 
130. The result of the vote, which was re- 
garded as being the practical defeat of the 
bill, was received in silence.

WALL STREET IS SATISFIED. 


Financial Men of New-York Did Not 
Like the Carlisle Scheme. 


News of the collapse of the Currency bill 
came as a relief to the financial district. 
This feeling took tangible form in the bond 
market. Government 5s, which chiefly had 
been affected by the Treasury and allied 
plans, advanced from 116% to 117. Bankers 
had been opposed to the plans on which 
Congress was at work, on grounds taken 
by The New-York Times. They were quite 
complacent over the failure. 

Henry W. Cannon, President of the Chase 
National Bank, expressed the general opin- 
ion heard among bankers. He said: 

“IT am pleased to learn that the Cur- 


to be passed. VThe solution of the present 
financial situation wiil not be found In an 
attempt to transfer #espousibitity for the 
maintenance of gold pay:nents from the 
Treasury of the United States to the banks, 
Undoubtedly, our currency system could be 
much simplified, but our circulating me- 
dium should not be subjected to any sud- 
den change which might disturb business 
confidence. 

“If bank notes are to replace the Gov- 
ernment issues of paper money, every pre- 
caution should be taken to continue to 
maintain all our money on a gold basis and 
interchangeable, and legislation to this ena 
should be most carefully considered. 

‘In my opinion the Secretary of the 
Treasury should be authorized to borrow 
money on short time, if desired, in order to 
meet any revenue deficiency, and he should 
also be empowered to issue bonds payable 
in gold, in order to borrow money in the 
markets of the world, if necessary, to main- 
tain gold payments, pending such changes 
in the currency system as may be deemed 
advisable. 

‘“‘In my opinion, this whole subject should 
be submitted to a commission, with instruc- 
tions to make a full report thereon to Con- 
gress.”’ 


THE TROLLEY MEN MAY STRIKE 


Made Angry by the Discharge of a Master 
Workman—Officials, However, Say 
Their Talk Is Merely Bluff. 


There is talk of a trolley tie-up in Brook- 
lyn. The railroad men say that in all 
likelihooc' a strike will be ordered before 
Sunday. The railroad officials say this is 
merely a bluff. They do not think a strike 
is even contemplated. 

The Executive Board of District Assem- 
bly, No. 75, Knights of Labor, met yester- 
day, at Mugge’s Hall, in Bridge Street. The 
troubles of the railroad men were taken up. 


One of the board subsequently said that 
three-quarters of the Executive Committee 
were in favor of a strike. 

There were seventy-five delegates at the 
meeting, and they were not at all pleased 
with the results of the conferences with 
President Daniel F. Lewis of the Brooklyn 
Heights Railroad Company, and President 
Norton of the Atlantic Avenue Road. 

The men demanded $2.25 a day, the trip- 
pers to remain according to the agreement 
in 1894, and the companies to comply with 
the ten-hour law regulating labor on surface 
railroads. 

While the men were discussing the ad- 
visability of striking, they received word 
that Master Workman Groge of the Fulton 
Avenue line had been discharged for run- 
ning his car at reckless speed, and that 
Motorman Henry Finnegan of the same 
line had also been discharged because he 
had collided with the car in front ‘of him. 

Then the men became angry and the hot- 
headed ones wanted to declare a strike then 
and there. But the cooler ones prevailed 
and the strike was not ordered. 

Master Workman Groge said that his dis- 
charge had not been caused by his alleged 
recklessness, but by personal spite. 

Manager Bogardus said that Groge was 
an old offender, and had been cautioned 
time and again about the reckless way in 
which he handled his ear. That he was a 
Master Workman was no reason why he 
should not be discharged. 

The men have finished their conferences 
with President Lewis and President Norton 
and this morning a committee will be ap- 
pointed to wait upon the officials of the 
Jay and Smith Street line. The result will 
be reported this evening. A 

Martin Conley, Chairman of the Executive 
Board, said last night: 

“The men are anxious to strike. and I 
believe they will be given an opportunity 
unless the companies grant their demands, 
We have either to win now, or we might 
just as well give up our work, for if we are 
beaten or do not accomplish anything this 
year the men will lose faith.’’ 

The men, however, say they have plenty 
of money and can stand out some time. 

It is said that should ‘the trolley men 
strike the Brooklyn elevated employes 
would also go out. 


STOLE THE REY. DR. GREER’S BRIC-A-BRAC 


A Thief Found a Plausible Excuse for 
Getting into the House.

The House Passes Diplomatic and 


Postai Appropriations. 


THE NEW-YORK OFFICE DISCUSSED 


Attempt to Cut Out Chicago Fasv 


Mail Trains—Something About 
a National Postage Move- 


ment, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—After the disposi- 
ition of the Currency bill to-day the House 
took up the consideration of the Diplomatic 
and Consular Appropriation bill in Com- 
mittee of the Whole, Mr. McMillin (Dem., 
Tenn.,) in the chair. ° 

Mr. McCreary (Dem., Ky.,) stated that 


the provisions of the bill as reported con- 
tained a total appropriation oi $1,562,116, 
which is $1,800 less than the appropriation 
for the current year. The changes from the 
present law are as follows: 

Omitting the appropriation on account of 
the intercontinental railway survey; John 
Bassett Moore, $3,000 for editing and 
publishing the diplomatic correspondence 
of the American Revolution; increas- 
ing the salaries of the Consuis_ at 
Cape Town and _ Venice from $1,500 
an $1,000 to $2,000 and $1,500, re- 
spectively; discontinuing the commercial 
agency at Boma, Congo Free State; increas- 
ing the salary of one of the thirteen Con- 
sular clerks from $1,000 to $1,200; reducing 
from $36,000 to $28,000 the appropriation 
for the Bureau of American Republics. 

Mr. McCreary had read a letter from Sec- 
retary Gresham suggesting, in view of the 
recent disturbances in Armenia, the ap- 
pointment of Consuls at Erzeroum and 
Harpoot for the protection of the American 
missionaries in that country. On motion of 
Mr. McCreary, the Consulate at Erzeroum 
was provided for, and on motion of Mr. 
Hitt that at Harpoot. 


With the addition of these Consulates, 


the total amount carried in the bill was 
$1,565,118. The bill was reported to the 
House and, as amended, passed. 

On motion of Mr. Henderson, (Dem., N. 
C.,) the House, then in Committee of the 
Whole, Mr. Hatch (Dem., Mo.,) in the chair, 
proceeded to consider the Post Office Ap- 
propriation bill. 

The bill recommended an appropriation of 
$89,442,952.86, or $1,616,330.78 less than the 
estimate. The appropriation for the cur- 
rent fiscal year amounted to $87,236,599.55. 
The estimated postal revenue for the fiscal 
year 1896 will be $86,907,407, an increase of 
8 per cent. To meet whatever deficiency 
might occur in the several appropriations 
made by. the bill, a sum equal to such de- 
ficiency of the revenues of the Post Office 
Department was appropriated from the 
Treasury. 

Before the bill was read by sections and 
opened for amendment, the matter of the 
recent changes in the New-York Post 
Office was brought up by Mr. Quigg, (Kep., 
N. Y.) He said an expert commission had 
been at work in that office with the net 
result that 500 clerks had had their sal- 
aries raised, 200 reduced, and several score 
had been dismissed, and he asserted that 
the clerks reduced were old employes of 
whose capability there was no doubt. 

A colloquy followed between Grosvenor, 
(Rep., Ohio,) and Dockery, (Dem., Mo.,) re- 
specting the assertion by Quigg that these 
changes were partisan in their effect. Gros- 
venor asked Dockery if it were possible 
that such violations of the civil service 
law could occur in the City of New-York 
under the very eyes of the distinzuished 
member of the Civil Service Commission 
from that State without exciting an indig- 
nant protest from him. 


Mr. Dockery—It seems very rngrotesy 

Mr. Grosvenor—Then, is it not inferential- 
ly true that there exists no good ground 
for complaint? 

Mr. Dockery—Undoubtedly. [lLaughter.] 


Mr. Perkins, (Rep., Iowa,) had read a let- 
ter from the publisher of an Omaha paper 
protesting against the establishment and 
maintenance of the fast mail trains from 
Chicago west for the benefit of the morning 
newspapers of that city. The newspapers 
of Chicago, Rosewater said, had already 
restricted papers published in the Missouri 
Valley to their local fields, and he urged 
associate action by Congressmen north 
and west of Chicago, and in Missouri, to 
prevent ‘the continuance of the practice. 
Mr. Perkins said that inasmuch as the Mis- 
souri River newspaper publications were 
dependent upon their own efforts, aided 
by the regular train service of the railroads, 
to circulate their publications, the Chicago 
newspaper men should be required to de- 
pend upon the same means and not to have 
the Government revenues expended in their 
sole behalf. 

Mr. Hopkins, (Rep., Ill.,) said it was not 
true that trains were expedited for the 
sole benefit of the Chicago newspaper; 
they simply took advantage of a condition 
of affairs which they found in existence. 

Mr. Quigg (Rep., N. Y.,) offered the fol- 
lowing amendment: 


Provided that associations organized to 
secure improvements in the condition of the 
ublic roads and highways consisting of not 
ess than 1,000 members and maintaining a 
publication published at least once a month 
in the interest of said association shall be 
entitled to distribute such publication 
through the Post Office at second-class 
rates, 


He explained that this was intended to 
secure transmission through the mails of 
the organ of the League of American 
Wheelmen, which had been denied by the 
Postmaster General, he said, despite the 
declaration of Congress in the last Post 
Office Appropriation bill of its interpreta- 
tion of the law regarding this class of pub- 
lications, on the sole ground that the or- 
ganization was not founded on the “ Lodge 
principle,“”’ because its subordinate ‘branches 
were designated as ‘“‘ Divisions.” 

Mr. Dockery (Dem., Mo.,) made the point

to the rules, in that it changed existing 
law and gncreased expenditures. After con- 
siderable debate the point of order was sus- 
tained against the amendment. 

Mr. Cannon (Rep., Ill.,) moved to increase 
by $1,000,000 the appropriation for inland 
transportation by railroad routes to $27,- 
500,000, the amount which the Postmaster 
General said in his estimates was the least 
sum with which he could economically con- 
duct that part of the business. Lost. 

Mr. Pickler (Rep., S. D.,) moved to amend 
by a proviso that no railway postal clerk 
should be compeiled to live at a terminus 
of the route upon which he was employed. 
A regulation to this effect had been pro- 
mulgated by the Postmaster General, and 
Mr. Pickler said it ought not to be en- 
forced. The amendment was ruled out on 
the point of order that it was new legis- 
lation. ’ 

Mr. Caruth (Dem., Ky.,) called attention 
to the national postage movement, having 
for its object the securing of legislation to 
reduce the rate of letter postage from 2 
cents to 1 cent an ounce. He said that it 
Was a scheme which, if successful, would 
result in putting millions of dollars 
in the pockets of the managers. The 
plan, he said, to secure contribu- 
tions through State organizations from 
large patrons of the _ postal service 
of half the amount annually saved by the 
proposed change. The receipts from letter 
postage last year, Mr. Caruth said, were 
about $45,000,000, so that even if 10 per cent. 
of the Post Office patrohs contributed, the 
managers would reap a reward of over 
$2,250,000. 

The bill was agreed to in committee with- 
out change, reported to the House, and 
passed. 

The conference report upon the Military 
Academy Appropriation bill was agreed to, 


FOR FREE SITTINGS IN CHURCH 


PROVISIONS MADE IN THE WILL OF 
MRS. ELIZABETH UNDERHILL, 


Funds Left to Her Nephews to Found 
a Church—Mrs. Babbitt’s Will Dis- 
posing of Nearly $2,000,000, 


Mrs. Elizabeth Underhill, the well-known 
philanthropist and aunt of the Rev. Elbert 
Floyd-Jones, Jr., who died recently, always 
felt that there was a field in this city for 
a Protestant Episcopal church in which the 
sittings should be absolutely free. She made 
provision in her will for the establishment 
of such a church by setting aside $75,000. 

The document was filed yesterday in the 
Surrogate’s Court, and the part relating to 
the church gives to her nephew, the Rev. 
Elbert Floyd-Jones, Jr.; Edward P. Floyd- 
Jones, and Arthur Floyd-Jones the sum of 
$75,000 absolutely, adding: 

“This devise and bequest to my said 
nephews is made absolutely because I am 
informed that a devise or bequest in trust 
for a corporation not in being is of doubtful 
validity, and I hereby request my said 
nephews, and I leave to their honor and 
good faith to use said $75,000 and all the 
income thereof in establishing and founding 
a free church and congregation in the City 
of New-York for the worship of God ac- 
cording to the rites, doctrine, and discipline 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America, the seats in said 
church to remain free forever.’ 

If this bequest is objected to and held 
invalid, then the $75,000 is given to her 
nephew, Elbert Floyd-Jones, Jr., absolutely. 

Mrs. Underhill left an estate consisting of 
$300,000 worth of real estate and $100,000 of 
personal property. The residue, after pro- 
viding for the free church, is left in trust 
for the benefit of Thomas M. Wigham, the 
testatrix’s brother; his son, Reginald E. 
Wigham, and her nephews, Edward P.

WILL OF MRS. REBECCA BABBITT 


Disposition of an Estate Valued at 
$1,847,000—Bequests to Relatives. 


The will of Mrs. Rebecca Babbitt, widow 
of the late Benjamin T. Babbitt, the mill- 
jonaire soap«manufacturer, was filed yes- 
terday in the Surrogate’s office. 

Mrs. Babbitt died on Dec. 19 of last year 
at her residence, 35 West Thirty-fourth 
Street. 

The will disposes of an estate valued at 
$1,847,000, of which $1,750,000 is personal 
property and $97,000 real estate. Attached 
to the will are two codicils, executed Sept. 
11 and Sept. 17, 1891. 

Edward F. Gibbon of this city and Ed- 
ward H. Burton of Englewood, N. J., are 
named as executors. 

Mrs. Babbitt leaves in trust with the 
executors, for the benefit of her grand- 
children, Elizabeth A. Hyde, Benjamin F. 
B. Hyde, Frederick E. Hyde, Jr., Ida J. 
Hyde, and Mabel L. Hyde, children of her 
deceased daughter, Ida T. Hyde, $100,000 
each. They are to receive the income of the 
fund after they arrive at the age of twenty- 
one, and if they live to be forty, the 
principal of each trust is to be turned over 
to each grandchild. 

To her daughter Lillia Mrs. Babbitt leaves 
the house in Thirty-fourth Street, with all the 
furniture, pictures, and portraits, or in lieu 
of this, $75,000. The daughter is to select 
within three months after her mother’s 
death which of these two provisions she will 
accept. In case she accepts the $75,000, 
the house is to be sold and the proceeds be- 
come part of the residuary estate. The 
daughter is to have all her mother’s books, 
and is to distribute such as she may net 
want among the grandchildren. A trust fund 
of $100,000 is created for the daughters bene- 
fit. She to receive the income during her life, 
and upon her death the principal is to go to 
her children. 

A trust fund of $15,000 is created for the 
benefit of Frank Stacy of Philadelphia, the 
income to be paid to him in the judgment of 
Executor Gibbon. Another trust fund of 
$17,500 is established for Elisha McDuffee 
of Santa Cruz, Cal., and one of $30,000 for 
Clarissa McDuffee of New-York. The Farm- 
ers’ Loan and Trust Company is the trustee 
of these trusts. 

The remainder of the estate goes to the 
daughter. At her death it is to be divided 
into five equal parts, and is to pass to the 
five grandchildren. .

Mr. Gerry Has a Bill Which, He Is 
Sure, Will Become a Law. 


DR. A. F. CURRIER’S STRONG ARGUMENT 


Lashes, He Said, Could Not Degrade 
the Mousters Who Struck Wo- 
men— Other Physicians of 

the Same Mind. 


A biil will shortly be introduced in the 
Legislature to provide for corporal punish- 
ment for wife beaters and other brutes con- 
victed of felonies. 

This information came out last night at 
a meeting of the Section on Public Health 
at the Academy of Medicine, in West For- 
ty-third Street. 

Dr. Andrew F, Currier read a paper on 
the subject of ‘‘ Corporal Punishment for 
Certain Forms of Crime,’ which was dis- 
cussed by Elbridge T. Gerry, Dr. BD. H. 
Grandin, and the Rev. Dr. B. F. Da Costa. 
Dr. J. West Roosevelt presided. 

Dr. Currier first reviewed briefly the his- 
tory of corporal punishment. Reforms were 
brought about a hundred years ago, he said, 


by the guillotine, but to-day we used the 
ballot. He read a number of extracts from 
The New-York Times of recent dates to 
show that wife beating was prevalent. He 
referred especially to the case of Mrs. 
Mary Latzen, who was struck in the face 
by her husband in the presence of Justice 
Voorhis, and to that of Sailor Petersen, who 
murdered his wife and children. 

The doctor also told of many cases in his 
owh professional experience of women who 
had been beaten by their husbands or other 
male members of their family. 

The punishment to-day for such crimes, 
he contended, was wholly inadequate. The 
only effective punishment was that which 
gave physical pain. Imprisonment had no 
terrors for such human brutes. He denied 
that flogging under such circumstances was 
either degrading or barbarous. Corporal 
punishment could not degrade wife-beaters. 

They could not be made worse by a flog- 
ging, but they might be made better, and 
they would serve as an example to other 
vicious characters. 

Dr. Currier believed that the flogging 
should be administered in private with only 
the inflictor of the blows and a competent 
physician present. He said the whipping 
post had served its purpose well in Dela- 
ware. 

‘*A man who strikes a woman should be 
thrashed,”’ said the doctor in conclusion. 

In introducing Mr. Gerry, Dr. Roosevelt 
gave his own views on the subject, practi- 
cally agreeing with what Dr. Currier had 
said. 

Mr. Gerry said that at the recent con- 
vention of the Society for the Prevention 
of Gruelty to Children, in this city, he had 
been authorized to draw up a bill, to be in- 
troduced during the present session of the 
Legislature, providing for the corporal pun- 
ishments of wife-beaters and monsters of an 
even worse type. 

““This bill provides,” he said, “‘ that for 
all felonies in which physical injury is in- 
flicted the court may have, in its discre- 
tion, the power to add corporal punishment, 
not to exceed forty strokes of the lash, in- 
flicted on the bare back by a warden or a 
keeper; in the presence of a competent 
physician and with none others present.” 

Mr. Gerry read the statistics of brutal 
crimes collected by his society since 1890 
where children were involved to show how 
inadequate was the punishment provided 
by law. Such brutes, he said, feared only 
physical pain, and that was the only proper 
way they could be dealt with. 

The Rev. Dr. Da Costa spoke very briefly, 
but was of the opinion that the whipping 
post was a necessity for wife-beaters and 
a certain other class of criminals. 

Dr. E. A. Grandin and others spoke in the 
same strain. 

Mr.Gerry said after the meeting that he 
felt quite confident that his corporal punish- 
ment bill would be passed at the present 
session of the Legislature and be signed 
by the Governor. 


Target Practice Suspended. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Target practice 
in the army is to be suspended for a time. 
The work will be hereafter confined to 
recruits, those to whom a knowledge of 
the rifle and the carbine is essential. The 
order issued to-day by Secretary Lamont 
suspending this practice was made neces- 
sary by, the failure of the fund for target 
practice and the steady dwindling away 
of the surplus appropriation until there is 
secant money left for an emergency. It 
takes time to provide the service with am- 
munition, and it was deemed advisable 
rather to retain the powder now on hand 
than to further exhaust the ammunition 
by a continuance of the target practice. 


Grip Makes Father Walsh Violent. 


The Rev. Father Edward H. Walsh, pas- 
tor of the Reformed Catholic Church, Cum- 
berland Street, Brooklyn, who lives at 313 
State Street, is a patient in the Cumberland 
Street Hospital, suffering from a violent 
attack of grip. 

He escaped from his bed yesterday, and it 
took several physicians and nurses to get 
him back. It has been necessary to put on 
his hands “ mits”*of heavy leather. They 
are fastened to a leather belt around his 
waist. 

He was born in Ireland forty years ago, 
and is large and powerful. He was _ for- 
merly an ordained priest.

DEAD IN A ROOM FIVE WEEKS 


NONE KNEW IT UNTIL 
CALLED 


AN AGENT 
WITH A GAS BILL. 


Then It Was Found that Mrs. Ida 
Blohm, a Cook, Had Killed Herself 
by Inhaling Gas Through a Tube. 


A middle-aged woman, on the last day of 
November, rented three rear rooms on the 
top floor of 645 East Thirteenth Street. She 
told Emil Zimmerman, the agent, that her 
name was Meyer. The only furniture she 
brought to the house was a table, a lounge, 
and a small stove. The new tenant told 
Zimmerman she was going away for a while 
to attend a sick woman, at the same time 
mentioning that she was a professional 
nurse, 

After her interview with the agent, no one 
in- the house remembers seeing her. Her 
rent was not due until the middle of this 
month, as she was allowed two weeks free. 
Consequently the agent had no necessity 
for calling upon the Meyer woman until 
about 10 o’clock yesterday, when the bill 
for her gas was left with him. It is the 
custom of the gas collector to leave the 
bills of all the tenants with the agent. 

Zimmerman was greatly surprised when 
he noticed that the amount charged to Mrs. 
Meyer was $3.62, as she had not been seen 
around, and he supposed that she had been 
away with the sick woman. 

Then he remembered that a tenant on the 
top floor had been complaining for three 
weeks about a strong odor of gas. He 
thought there must be something wrong 
with the gas in Mrs. Meyer’s apartment. 
So he went up to investigate. He found the 
door locked. 

Entering the adjoining apartment, he 
crawled out on the fire escape and looked 
through the window. He almcst fell from 
the fire escape in fright as he saw the occu- 
pant of the room lying dead on the lounge 
in the sitting room. The lounge was within 
a foot of the window. 

Zimmerman called two policemen, who 
wert with him to the top floor. As they 
opened the window a flow of gas poured out, 
It was some minutes before they were able 
to enter the room. It was then found that 
the woman had committed suicide by inhal- 
ing gas. 

A rubber hose was stretched from a burn- 
er of the chandelier to her mouth, where it 
was held secure by the dead woman’s 
clenched teeth. The body was in a fright- 
ful state of decomposition. 

On the mantelpiece were found tow letters. 
One was addressed to ‘‘ Mrs. E. Leuchter, 238 
East Fourth Street, City.” It was sealed and 
stamped. The other letter was addressed 
“Lena Baumhafa, Henptfordenfeld, de Au- 
gustfehn, Grossherzogthum Gldenburg.” This 
letter was stamped, but not sealed. A note 
that lay on top of the letters read: 

“Do not mail these letters until I am 
dead.”’ 

The letters and note were written in Ger- 
man. Mrs. Leuchter, a dressmaker, lives 
at the address given. She went to the 
house and identified the dead woman. She 
says her name was Mrs. Ida Blohm, who 
formerly boarded with her, but left her 
house Nov. 29, 

Mrs. Leuchter said that the woman had 
lived with her for five months, and until a 
few days before she went away worked as 
a cook in the Cooper Union Hotel, Third 
Avenue and St. Mark’s Place. Mrs. Blohm 
had told her once that her husband wags 
dead, and that she had a son twelve years 
old living in Germany. The dressmaker, 
however, believes that the woman’s hus- 
band is living. She can give no reason for 
the woman’s suicide. The letter will not be 


delivered to her until after the Coroner 
has taken possession of It. 

According to Mrs. Leuchter, the woman 
was about forty years old. She left her 
position in the hotel on: account of ‘some 
trouble with another domestic. When leav- 
ing the dressmaker she said she was going 
to Astoria. 

The agent, Zimmerman, and the tenants 
of the house where the woman killed her- 
self are satisfied that she had been dead 
since the second or third day of December.

A DEMOCKATIC PROGRAMME. 

Mr. Springer’s substitute for the Car- 
lisle Currency bill was disposed of yes- 
terday by the refusal of the House’ to 
agree to a rule to bring the bill to a vote. 
Precious time Has been wasted over this 
ill-judged measure, but the way is at 
last clear. The Democrats of the House 
should’ now diligently apply themselves 
to the carrying out of a legislative pro- 
gramme based on these four fundamental 
propositions: 

1. Authorize the Secretary of the 
Treasury to sell bonds for gold to be used 
in redeeming the legal tenders. 

2. Authorize the President to appoint 
a commission to prepare and report nec- 
essary amendments to the National Bank 
act. 

8. Reduce the expenditures of the Gov- 
ernment for the coming fiscal year to 
the lowest point a due regard for the 
public interests will permit. 

4. Increase immediately the rewenues of 
the Government by equitable taxation 
sufficient in amount to make current re- 
ceipts meet current expenditures, and at 
the earliest possible day put a surplus 
into the Treasury to be used. in retiring 
greenbacks and Treasury notes. 

The revision of the banking and cur- 
rency laws is not urgent. It is more de- 
sirable that the work should be done well 
than that it should be done at once. The 
relief of the Treasury is a matter of ex- 
treme urgency. From the point of view 
of the legislator it is immaterial whether 
the unsatisfactory condition of the Treas- 
ury is caused by a deficiency of revenue 
or by the withdrawal of gold in exchange 
for legal tenders. The remedy we pre- 
scribe will cure the malady, whatever its 
cause. 

At the bottom of all profitable discus- 
sion of our national finances lies the fact 
that the legal tenders are a debt. To 
pay the debt is a sound business opera- 
tion. To pay it out of surplus revenues 
is best. As we have at present no sur- 
plus revenues, we ought to use our credit 
to procure thé ready money to pay the 
debt—that is, to take up an obligation 
that is giving us trouble with another 
obligation that will give us no trouble 
whatever if we make the usual provision 
for meeting it at maturity. 

In Congressman Sperry’s bill author- 
izing the sale of 3 per cent. ten-thirty 
gold bonds the House has before ita sim- 
ple and effective measure of :-Treasury 
relief. By an additional section which 
he has appended to the bill Mr. Sperry 
meets the objection of those who fear 
contraction of the currency by providing 
for the issue of national bank circulation 
up to par on the new bonds or on bonds 
already deposited. It is not probable 
that any inconvenience would arise from 
the retirement of legal tenders under the 
operation of the bill. In present trade 
conditions a little contraction of the re- 
dundant and idle currency would do no 
harm. When trade revives and money 
rates advance, bankers would . find it 
more profitable to employ their legal 
tenders in loans and discounts than in 
the purchase of 3 per cent. bonds, It is 
probable that the retirement and re- 
demption process would be slow and al- 
together salutary. 

Leading Democrats at Washington al- 
most despair of any financial legislation 
at this session. That the credit of the 
Nation is in some measure at stake and 
the credit of the Democratic Party alto- 
gether at stake seems to have no awak- 
ening and uniting effect. Plainly it 
would be impossible to put through a 
comprehensive bill dealing with the 
Treasury and the banks. But if there is 
any patriotism, any sense of loyalty to 
party remaining among the Democrats 
in Congress, some leader can surely be 
found to rally them for such a pro- 
gramme as we have indicated. 

It is curative in all its features, meets 
the needs of the Treasury and of the 
cpuntry, and for the Democratic national 
legislators affords an opportunity for an 
honorable exit from a stage upon which 
they have done themselves too little 
honor. 


A CHANCE FOR MR. BYRNES.

Let Dr. Parkhurst’s society and 
everybody else who is'concerned see what 
happens now that the Superintendent is 
free to enforce the laws; and let Mr. 
Byrnes show us what he can do. 

EPS AE 
PENROSE SET ASIDE. 

The effacement of Penrose moves The 
Times to joy in the same measure that it 
stings Quay to rage. We have borne a 
hand in the cudgeling of the rogues in 
Philadelphia and in the attempt to break 
their grasp on the City Government be- 
cause the rogues were stout and bold 
and’ because the good citizens of the 
‘Quaker City seemed to stand in need of 
assistance. At any rate, dhe appeal for 
help came to us from prominent sources, 
and’ it is gratifying to feel that the set- 
ting. aside of Penrose was in some meas- 
ure due to The Times, which has been 
pretty widely circulated in Philadelphia 
since this fight began. 

‘Penrose disappears, Quay confronts 
treason in his own political household, 
and may be overthrown altogether, the 
combine that but yesterday swaggering- 
ly dictated the policies of the Republic- 
ans of Philadelphia and ruled the city is 
split in two. The Committee of Ninety- 
five and the reform uprising have done 
that much, and have compelled the nom- 
ination of’ a respectable man as the Re- 
publican candidate for Mayor. That is a 
g00d deal to accomplish in a week’s cam- 
paign. 

But Martin remains. It was “Dave”

The character and the personal force 
of Mr. Warwick now become factors of 
great importance.

The sturdi- 
ness of his backbone, it appears, is yet to 
be demonstrated. He has been for much 
of his life an office holder, more or less 
in touch with the men who were re- 
buked yesterday, though not of them. 
We have had such Mayors in New-York, 
and they have not been reforming or sat- 
isfactory Mayors. The Committee of 
Ninety-five have confidence enough in 
Mr. Warwick to refrain from opposing 
him. They will accept and support him— 
some of them probably with misgivings. 

The election of Mr. Warwick as Mayor 
of Philadelphia might or might not put 
an end to jobbery and corruption. The 
ring is powerful and intrenched. Unless 
he proves to be unshackled, pushing, and 
tremendously energetic, the old crooked 
business will go on throughout his term. 

If the Democrats were to nominate 
Robert E. Pattison and make him Mayor 
he would make an end of the ring. That 
is the only sure way. The Republican 
State of Pennsylvania has twice made 
Pattison Governor to. free itself from 
Cameron and Quay. There will be need 
of a man of his expérience and his power 
in Philadelphia to hunt out and punish 
the tools of the ring. The Councils will 
reek with corruption, as in the past. 
That is already evident. If Republican 
Philadelphia should turn to a Democrat 
for her redemption, as New-York turned 
to a Republican in November, the anal- 
ogy would be striking and of great 
promise,

THE AQUEDUCT COMMISSION. 

The President of the Aqueduct Com- 
mission has submitted to his fellow-Com- 
missioners a report which may be re- 
garded as virtually a report of the com- 
mission to the public. It-is the first 
made since Jan. 1, 1887, and covers the 
work done during the eight years, with 
a résumé of what preceded that period. 


Although these matters have been made 


familiar to the public from time to time, 


_a@ consecutive statement of them is of 


spécial interest just now. 

The present commission, as constituted 
by the act of 1888, has done its work in 
a creditable manner, correcting the faults. 
of its predecessors, and it has seen the 
completion of. the great aqueduct and the 
settlement of the controversies’ growirg 
out of its’ construction. Since that was 
accomplished, it has had charge of the 
creation of adequate storage and dis- 
tributing reservoirs, which is still going 
on. . Two' of: the smaller darns’ and’ reser- 
voirs are’ nearly completed; the new Cro- 
ton ddim, the largest structure of the 
kind ever undertaken, is under contract, 
and steps have been taken for the acqui- 
sition of the property required for the 
distributing réser'voir at Jerome Park. 
_, The teport, shows that there is. much 


- important work yet to be done before our

nterest involved, and there seems to be 
no reason why it should’ be disturbed 
until its work is done. The members 
have commanded the confidence of the 
public by their efficiency and integrity 
and their faithful attention to duty, and 
the record presented in this report is one 
to be proud of.

HAWAII ASKS A FAVOR. 
There seems to be no reason why our 
Government should stand in the way of 
a cable station on one of the uninhabit- 
ed islands of the Hawaiian group, if the 
Government of that country desires to 


-have it there, even though the enterprise 


is British. On the contrary, it would be 
a distinct advantage to us to have cable 
communication with the Hawaiian Isl- 
ands established without any expense or 
sacrifice’ on our part. Neither our Gov- 
ernment nor our capitalists have suffi- 
cient interest in the matter to establish 
the communication, but Great Britain 
has a large interest in having a line laid 
from Canada to Australia, and a connec- 
tion with Hawaii is eminently desirable 
if that ig to be done. 

It is quite accidental that we.are in a 
position to hinder this enterprise, for the 
clause in the reciprocity treaty which 
bound the Hawaiian Government not to 
make any concession to any other 
‘power, State, or Government,” for the 
use of any harbor or territory, did not 
contemplate the prohibition of cable 
communication, such as is proposed. It 
does prevent the lease eveh of a’ barren 
and uninhabited islet for use as a cable 
station, under the authority of any for- 
eign Government. Aside from the fact 
that it would be greatly to our advan- 
tage, as the experience of the last two 
years has amply proved, to have this 
cable laid, the clause in the treaty op- 
erates as a restraint upon the sovereign- 
ty of Hawaii in the matter which we 
should be quite ready to remove. The 
Government at Honolulu desires to be 
free to make the proposed lease, and the 
request comes from it, and not from the 
British representatives. 

The correspondence relating to this 
matter, which was submitted to Congress 
yesterday, was accompanied by an inter- 
esting explanation from Minister Willis 
touching the misunderstanding raised by 
Admiral Walker’s report about the de- 
parture of the Philadelphia from Hono- 
lulu last August. It shows plainly that 
the Admiral attached much more impor- 
tance to che delay than did the Minister, 
who merely acquiesced in it. It is plain 
that Mr. Willis had no thought of any 
political significance in the waiting of 
one British vessel for another, such as 
Admiral Walker professed to see. As to 
the ground of Walker’s apprehension re- 
garding the conduct and sentiments of a 
British Minister who had already been 
superseded or the Captain of the British 
cruiser, Mr. Willis had no knowledge or 
information, but his opinion is that for 
six months there has been no reason why 
our Government should not regard the 
presence or absence of British war ves- 
sels with the same indifference that is 
felt by the Government of Hawaii. 

Now that the ridiculous nightmare 
which Admiral Walker had while pre- 
paring his report at sea, and which ex- 
cited queer alarms in the Senate jingoes, 
has passed away, and it is evident that 
all Great Britain wants is a resting place 
for a cable on the way from Vancouver 
to the antipodes, it is to be hoped that 
the small boon asked for by the Dole Gov- 
ernment will be granted without any 
further hysterics.

BRADLEY COMMITTEE 
BROOKLYN? 

There is need of an investigation in 
Brosklyn—just how much of an investi- 
gation will soon be made evident. 

The sale of janitorships in school build- 
ings may seem like a small matter. 
Relatively, it is a petty corruption. But 
as a symptom it is serious enough to 
call for professional diagnosis, especially 
as the patient has suffered from consti- 
tutional troubles of a pretty grave nat- 
ure in the past. 

The corruption may not extend beyond 
the Department of Education. Proba- 
bly it does extend much beyond it. If it 
has tainted the other departments of the 
Brooklyn City Government in the past a 
Lexow investigation should be ordered. 

Everybody would have confidence in an 
investigation committee of which Sena- 
tor Daniel Bradley was Chairman.

THE TENNESSEE CONTEST. 

It is a mistake for the Democrats of 
Tennessee to make any fuss over the 
election of a Republican Governor in that 
State. They admit that he was elected 
“‘on the face of the returns” by a plu- 
rality of a few hundred, but they say 
there were frauds in the Republican 
counties of East Tennessee. The princi- 
pal charge they make is that many per- 
sons. were allowed to vote without having 
paid the poli tax or presenting evidence 
that it had been paid, as required by 
law. 

‘This is probably so, but it is true that 
the same offense was committed in Dem- 
ocratic counties, and has been’ at every 
election since the poll tax was required. 
Doubtless there were other frauds in 
Republican counties, and also in Demo- 
cratic counties, for the election laws of 
Tennessee are lax and place the control 
of elections practically in the hands of 
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the dominant party in each county, and 


they have for years been loosely exe- 
cuted. It is not safe for a Democratic 


Legislature to assume to decide upon 


the preponderance of fraud, and to de- 
clare the result of the election regardless 
of the “face” of the county returns. 
There would be too much temptation to 
magnify Republican frauds and belittle 
Democratic offenses, and whether this 
were done or not it would be suspected 
and the effect would be bad. 

“Going back of the returns” is a dan- 
gerous business. It is practically a re- 


vision of the action of the people at the

i; ; Sad “Oke: wot 
should be taken according to law, and 
the returns should be honestly made up, 
but this must be accomplished by the en- 
forcement of proper regulations, and not 
by a returning board revision of the re- 
sult. What Tennessee néeds is better 
election laws and a better disposition in 
both parties for complying with them 
and accepting results. If the vote does 
not decide an election, there is no safe 
way of getting a decision. The defeated 
party should wait until next time and 
then do better. ‘ 


POE EE STL TE OT ERENCE 
THE JAPANESE DANGER. 

There is something so anomalous in the 
present state of affairs in the far East 
that it cannot be expected to last. Here 
has a nation of forty millions sent its 
army and navy against one of four hun- 
dred millions, and won every battle by 
land and sea with an ease shameful to 
the beaten party. And now the army of 
the smaller nation is encamped in the 
enemy’s country and carrying on there, 
with great deliberation, a Winter cam- 
paign, cut off by the elements, alike from 
retreat and from supplies, unable to send 
even its sick and wounded home, and 
compelled to care for them in field hos- 
pitals. 

Surely such an exhibition of contempt 
for an enemy in so many respects so su- 
perior has never been seen in the world 
before. There is a very old military 
maxim which admonishes armies against 
despising the enemy. Japan has had 
many reasons for despising her enemy, 
but her present enterprise seems to indi- 
cate that she has gone beyond reason in 
her contempt. As things now are, the 
least interruption to her victorious career 
would put the entire Japanese Army on 
Chinese soil in danger of utter “extirpa~ 
tion. The Chinese have shown in this 
war, as they have shown in other wars, 
that they will fight if they are bravely 
led, and that even when their leaders 
are, as they now are, merely a set of 
skulking thieves, and even when the 
leaders have run away, the common sol- 
diers will continue to offer a passive re- 
sistance. They are still formidable when 
they are but a disorganized mob. If 
they had such a leader as they found a 
generation ago in Chinese Gordon, it is 
unlikely that any armed Japanese would 
be permitted to leave the country alive. 

It does seem that the Japanese are 
“tempting Providence”’ in their exulta- 
tion. It will not do to-drive even the 
Chinese Government, rotten and imbecile 
as it has shown itself to be, to despair, 
lest it should at last find the courage and 
also the ingenuity of despair. Thereis no 
patriotism, it appears, among the edu- 
cated. and ruling classes of China. But 
the: Government is at stake, and the Gov- 
ernmenf can afford to hire the qualities 
which it has not now at its disposal, to 
offer rewards that will tempt European 
soldiers of fortune, who might retrieve 
the Chinese disasters. It might also, when 
the alternative was so plainly its own 
extinetion, give the commanders whom 
it might engage as free a hand, as high 
a rank, and as great rewards as it be- 
stowed upon Chinese Gordon for saving 
it from the Tai-Pings in 1860. Time is on 
the Chinese and not on the Japanese 
side. Moreover, the lapse of time ag- 
gravates the danger of foreign interven- 
tion. It has all along been plain that 
British interests are on the side of China, 
and that British sympathies have fol- 
lowed British interests. That has recent- 
ly been made plainer than ever by the 
British accounts of the atrocities that 
followed the capture of Port Arthur, 
atrocities that are so curiously in con- 
trast with what has been reported here- 
tofore of the Japanese conduct of the 
war that it is evident they have at least 
lost nothing in the telling. It has be- 
come plain since the accession of the 
new Czar that a change has come over 
the Russian policy, and that the mutual 
jealousy of Great Britain and Russia 
can no longer be relied upon as a safe- 
guard against European intervention. A 
joint intervention of the two powers is 
not impossible, and there is no reason 
to doubt that it would be effective. No 
other Western power has enough at stake 
to justify it in resisting such an inter- 
vention. If it took the form of an inter- 
vention to humiliate Japan it might be 
resisted, but in the actual circumstances 
it would take the form of an interference 
merely to prevent the utter destruction 
of China. 

It seems, therefore, that the Japanese 
policy should be to take the promptest 
advantage of the Japanese victories to 
dictate terms of peace.” If Mukden afid 
afterward Pekin can be carried in_a brief 
Winter campaign, the prostration of 
China would be even more complete than 
it is now, but there seems to be no pros- 
pect of that. Port Arthur fell on the 21st 
of November, and since then there has 
been no very great change in the mili- 
tary situation. It seems that to allow 
the Spring to open before peace is made 
would be for the victors a tremendous 


and useless risk.

DECEMBER RAILWAY EARNINGS, 
One of the gratifying features of the 

reports of railway earnings for Decem- 


ber is the gain shown by the New-York 


-Central’s statement for that month. The 


gross earnings were $3,644,995, as against 
$3,580,187 in December, 1893. This is a 
gain of $64,808, and it is the first time 
that the New-York Central’s financial 
statement has been able to depart from 
the stereotyped ‘‘ decreased earnings” 
which have held an unbroken record for 
more than a year. In November last the 
Central’s earnings showed a decrease of 
$60,427, and in the month of October 
there was a decrease reported of $514,- 
064. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad has been 
reporting increased monthly earnings for 
the past two or three months. In Octo- 
ber the increase was $359,723, and in 
November there was an inerease of 
$177,705. The figures for December, it is 
expected, will also show an increase over 
the corresponding period of last year: 
‘Within the past few weeks the west- 
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“In the reports of earnings for the 
fourth week of last month the aggregate 
percentage of increase thus far exceeds 
the percentage of decrease by a hand- 
some margin. Of the reports issued by 
thirty different companies, eighteer. re- 
cord increased earnings and twelve de- 
creased earnings. Chief among the more 
fortunate roads in this respect are the 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. 
Louis, (the Big Four system,) which is 
able to show an increase of $51,572 for 
the fourth week in December over the 
same period of last year; the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas, which reports an in- 
crease of $71,328; the International and 
Great Northern, with an increase of 
$42,879; the Chesapeake and Ohio, 
$46,556; the Denver and Rio Grande, an 
increase of $12,800; the St. Louis South- 
western, an increase of $8,623; the Tole- 
do, St. Louis and Kansas City, an in- 
crease of $5,812, and the Mexican Cen- 
tral, with an increase of $6,896. 

Among other roads that report in- 
creased earnings for the fourth week of 
December are the Ohio Southern, $3,689; 
the Lake Erie and Western, $2,078; the 
Louisville, New-Albany and Chicago, 
$1,660; the Wabash Railway, $2,828; 
the Cleveland, Lorain and Wheeling, 
$3,359; the Mexican National, $8,088; the 
Kanawha and Michigan, $1,664, and the 
Atlantic and Pacific, $15,609. The Atch- 
ison system proper, of which the Atlantic 
and Pacific is a part, has been running 
behind largely in its earnings for more 
than a year, but it reports a decrease for 
the fourth week of last month of but 
$11,895. 

Several of the large systems West and 
South are able to report increases in 
earnings for the entire month of Decem- 
ber, as compared with last year. ‘The 
Big Four system, for instance, reports an 
increase of $86,000, the Northern Pacifié 
an increase of about $39,000, the Louis- 
ville and Nashville an increase of about 
$48,000, the Baltimore and Ohio South- 
western an increase of $14,000, the 
Southern Railway Company an increase 
of about $2,000, and the Louisville, New- 
Albany and Chicago an 
$13,400. 

The highest pertentage of increased 
earnings for the last week of ‘December 
was 38, which is credited to the Inter- 
national and Great Northern. The high- 
est percentage of decrease for the same 
period was 24, which is charged against 
the St. Paul Road and the Buffalo, Roch- 


ester and Pittsburg.

THE RICHARD H. HALSTED COL- 
LECTION BRINGS $31,350. 


Large Attendance, but Spiritless Bid- 
ding at the Sale in the American 
Art Galleries Last Night. 


The sale of paintings by the late George 
Inness, owned by Mr. Richard H. Halsted, 
took place last night at the American Art 
Galleries. The large lower room was used, 
a small portion of one side being screened 
off by curtains. At a little after 8 o’clock 
every seat was taken, all the standing 


room was occupied, and a large crowd filled 


the entrance way and overflowed out in the 
corridor and stairway. The dealers were 
all represented, though they did not buy, 
and there was a large number of well- 
known collectors present. 

Mr. Kirby, the auctioneer, in a very brief 
speech, started the sale at a little after 
8:30 o’tlock. There was little enthusiasm,’ 
three pictures only arousing anything like 
spirited bidding. 

The first number on the catalogue was 
‘“ Autumn Gold,” which, starting at $1,000, 
was advanced slowly and by dint of much 
coaxing, in bids of $50, to $1,650, at which 
price it was knocked down. “ Tenafly 
Oaks,’”” No. 6, was the first picture to 
arouse any brisk bidding. It was begun at 
$1,000 and sold for $2,100. Mr. Halsted paid 
$2,650 for this canvas at the last Seney sale. 
‘*The Clearing,’ a small canvas, 16 by 20, 
starting at $500, was run quickly up to 
$1,500, and finally brought $1,750, an aston- 
ishingly goood price. The last picture, 
“Storm on the Delaware,’’ brought the 
largest amount; Mr. Cranberry securing it 
finally for $3,550. The prices realized were 
much below general expectations, and were 
in many cases less than the original cost of 
the paintings. The last picture, however, 
was bought at the Seney sale, and shows a 
profit of $1,000, 

While it is doubtful if Mr. Halsted has 
lost much by this sale, it is certain that he 
has not made any money on his investment, 


and the general opinion is confirmed that 
he was ill advised to put his pictures on the 
market thus early, with the knowledge that 
the large collection«now at the Fine Arts 
Society was so soon to come under the ham- 
mer of the auctioneer. ;

Appointment of Two More American 
Consuls Is Recommended. 


HITT'S SPEECH ABOUT HIS MOTION 


Little Faith Placed in the Relation 
Qt a Traveler Who Says that 
the Missionaries Are to 
be Blamed, - 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations this morning 
directed the memorial asking for the ap- 
pointment of the additional United States 
Consuls in Armenia to be favorably recom- 
mended to the Committee on Appropriations. 

In the House this afternoon; the Diplomat- 
ic and Consular Appropriation bill pending, 


Mr, Hitt made an interesting speech in sup- 
port of his motion to provide for a Con- 
sulate at Harpoot, He spoke as follows: 


The amendment will create a Consulate 
at. Harpoot with a salary of, $1,500. That 
salary séems, from the information we have, 
to be really necessary to respectable living 
there. The missionaries do not receive that 
much, and there are a large number in 
that region. External appearances requiring 
some expense are quite necessary in that 
Qriental world to command respect. or.at- 
tention. Our officers should be there to 
command respect and exercise for benefi- 
cent’ purpose the authority of the Govern- 
ment, just as the European Consuls, do in 
that region. They are eminently necessary 
now. 

Harpoot is the city of considerable size 
nearest to the scenes of the recent carnage, 
where men, women, and children, from race 
hostilities and for religious convictions, were 
slain in the most horrible manner, some of 
them members of churches organized by the 
American missionaries, churches, not of 
opens converts, but sincere, fervid Chris- 

ans. - 

This is not a, mission about which there 
can be even the semblante of the charges 
sometimes made in regard to Chinese con- 
Verts that they are hired. No, they are real 
Christians, with a Church older by far than 
the Churches’ of our Western world. They 
are Christians who greet with sympathy 
our missionaries, and whod ‘hold’ by ancient 
traditions the words of Jesus and His Apos- 
tles. There the missionaries. have. built 
many churches that should be protected. 
Many of them are organized there by Amer- 
icah missionaries vow, and: are’ sustained, 
many of them, by the contributions of our 
people. 

I’ know there is little commerce—almost 
none—but there is life, human life, to be 
cared for, and the ideas'on which our Gov- 
ernment, our very civilization, is founded, 
are planted by..these churches, throughout 
that entire region. It is not too much to 
establish two Consuls there. Harpoot is far 
nearer than Erzeroum tod this almost inac- 
cessible region where. these helpless crea- 
tures were cut down like sheep for slaugh- 
ter so short'a time ago It is a region so 
remote that the Turkish Government could 
shut up the avenues of.information and 
keep them sealed for weeks to protect itself 
against the indignation of the Civilized world, 
We need a Consul there clothed with the 
sacred authority of our flag. [Applause.] 

Mr. Dolliver (Rep., Iowa)—Is my friend 
from Illinois in possession of any informa- 
tion which will show whether the lives 
and property of American missionaries were 
Sacrificed in these recent trounlés? 

Mr. Hitt—I believe there have been no 
Official details received anywhere as to the 
personal fate of different men in these mas- 
sacres. They are even denied officially, to 
a large degree. It has leaked through grad- 
ually. But by circumstantial evidence the 
world is convinced of that dreadful fact. 

Mr. Dolliver—Can the gentleman state 
whether our State Department iS aware of 
the facts the geniieman has submitted in his 
remarks in reference to’ these massacres? 

Mr. Hitt—I do not know. I have hed no 
communication recently on the subject with 
the honorable Secretary, but I have seen 
s*atements that have come to the State De- 
partment in past years’ showing cutrages, 
the harsh treatment, and. cruelty inflicted 
upon many Americans, some of them mis- 
s#ionaries there, persons whose houses were 
destroyed, whose persons were.beaten by 
brigands, without redress, from the authori- 
ties. At present. the. British Consul Gen- 
é€ral has instructions to give his kind offices 
to American citizens in trouble, and this 
morning an American citizen who lives 
there told me that he had repeatedly seen 
endeavors by Americans to get. protection 
or redress in that way, but when the au- 
thorities or offenders found that the in- 
struction was limited to the use df kind of- 
fices, and that the Consul would not use 
force, nor protest, nor authority, it counted 
for almost nothing. It is a direct repre- 
sentative of a Government intérféering for 
its subject or its citizen who commands the 
fear and with it the respect and.the com- 
pliance of the brigand or the oppressive 
native official. 

Mr. Hermann—What is thére to prevent 
information coming to the American Minis- 
ter from American Consuls who are resid- 
ing somewhere in the vicinity of this par- 
ticular place? , 

Mr. Hitt—There is no Consul within many 
days’ journey of this place, and it is harder 
by far to reach an American Consul from 
Harpoot than it is to get to San Frangisco

Mr. Hermann—Is it 
American Minister should not have ob- 


tained information about what is taking 
place there? 

Mr. Hitt—It is. The information that we 
have has been obtained by great efforts of 
the searching, lynx-eyed press which an- 
ticipates everything else, which interviews 
every wanderer who succeeds in passing 
through the hermetical restraints of the 
Turkish Government... It is by information 
thus obtained that English public opinion 
has been aroused, dnd you may*have seen 
this morning an editorial from The London 
Times republished in our papers, picturing 
the scenes which have occurred there, and 
te as far as possible, have been con- 
cealed. 


Mr. Hitt’s resolution for a Consulate at 
Harpoot was adopted. 

LONDON, Jan. 9.—A news agency is cir- 
culating the story of a traveler who claims 
to have been in the Sassoun district at the 
time of the aileged Armenian massacres, 
and to have neither heard nor seen any- 
thing of the reported atrocities. 

Little faith is placed in his story, which 
is to the effect that American missionaries 
are to blame for the state of affairs in 
Armenia, as they spread dissatisfaction 
among the natives by inculcating imprac- 
ticable republican ideas, 

His story says that the Armenians are 
the aggressors, and that the most serious 
engagement that has occurred was one in 
which only 300 Armenian rebels were killed 
in open battle. 

MILAN, Jan. 9.—The Secolo prints this 
dispatch under a Constantinople date: 

“The Turkish vessels cruising on the 
coast of Asia Minor recently seized a vessel 
flying the American flag. However, the ves- 
sél is reported to be an English one, dis- 
patched by the Armenian committee in Lon- 
don, with 10,000 rifles. These were forfeited, 
and the Captain and crew were put in 
irons.” 


NOVEL ANARCHIST OUTRAGE. 


French Policeman Forced to Reveal 
State Secrets in London, 


LONDON, Jan. 9.— The authorities are 
greatly exercised over an outrage of an en- 
tirely new character, which has just come 
to their notice. ; p 

An important official of the French po- 
lice, in London on a police mission, has 
teen seized by Anarchists and Carried bod- 
ily to one of their haunts. There, by 
threats, they forced, him to reveal such 
State secrets as he possessed. The devel- 
opments of the affair are expected to in- 
volve diplomatic correspondence. 

The details are as follows: 

A young man named Eugene came from 
Paris last August and made his home in 
the Anarchist quarter. He appeared to be 
destitute. The Anarchists fed him, clcthed 
him, and found employment for hint. Grad- 
ually they admitted him into their con- 
fidence. He professed their doctrines and 
often took part in their secret councils. By 
the end of November he had attended sev- 
eral of their secret meetings. 

It was then noticed that the Paris police 
weré getting unusual information about An- 
archist proceedings in London. Barly in 
December the Anarchist leaders began to 
suspéct Bugétie. Théy were fot sure, how- 
ever, until an important document, ad- 
“@ressed to Eugene by Commissary André, 
Third Brigade of the Paris 1 e, was de- 
livered by mistake to an English Anarchist.

He ackaowledged that he was a 
trusted police agent, known as Cotin, Cuvi- 
lier, and Cottance. 
A bundle of police documents was found 
on him in a secret pocket. One of them 
was a letter from the Paris Prefecture in- 
structing him to watch and report in full 
the doings of a woman who was about to 
start from Dieppe for’ London. 

When the detective had answeréd all the 


questions that the Anarchists cared to ask, : 
his captors proposed to kill him, but he was’ 


kicked into the street with the warning 
that he' would be killed if he did not quit 
London. He started at once for Paris, and, 
it is said, will enter the army to protect his 
life. The London Anarchists will send por- 
traits of him to France for circulation 
among the Anarchists of the principal 
cities. 

The Morning Post will print to-morrow a 
long interview with the Spanish traveler 
named Ximinez, who has just returned from 
a geographical mission through Mesopo- 
tamia and Kurdistan. He said: 

“T was in Armenia fro mMarch to No- 
vember and happened to be in Bitlis during 
the disturbances in the Sassoun district. 
It is absolutely false that women and chil- 
dren were tortured by Turkish troops. The 
whole thing was grossly exaggerated from 
an entirely local disturbance, locally sup- 
pressed, the troops arriving too late to 
share in the repression, beyond the capt- 
ure of the supposed instigator. He was a 
liberated convict named Bohazian, alias 
Mourah, formerly a pupil in the American 
Methodist Mission School.” 

Ximenez exonerates Zekki Pasha, who, 
on arriving at Moosh, immediately liberated 
numbers of Armenians and adopted a pol- 
icy of conciliatory throughout. Ximenez 
says that the Armenian question hardly ex- 
ists in Armenia. The Armenians of the 
Sassoun district he describes as the least 
educated and intelligent of those in Tur- 
key and very different from their fellows in 
Van and Bitlis. He thinks they are little 
better than the Kurds. 

The disturbances arose from quarrels and 
raids of the Kurds and Armenians, he 
says, and developed until the Armenians 
mustered a force of 3,000, intent either upon 
reprisals on the Kurds or revolution. The 
troops twice encountered this force on Aug. 
27, killing 300 of them in an open fight. 

The editor of The Post describes Ximinez 
as a distinguished Spaniard of high scien- 
tific attainments and a Fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Society of England. He ac- 
cepts the above statement as true, and 
hotly denounces Mr. Gladstone and the 
other supporters of the Armenian political 
plotters. 

Lord Kimberly of the Foreign Office an- 
nounces that the foreign statements made 
at the Chester conference of Armenians as 
the attitude of the British Foreign Office 
toward Armenian affairs wer entirely un- 
true. ’ 

VIENNA, Jan. 9.—A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople explains why the Turkish police 
entered the Armenian cathedral yesterday. 
The patriarch, Stephen Peter Azarian, had 
received many menacing letters, owing to 
his public statements discrediting the worst 
reports from Armenia and favoring the 
Porte. 

Shefils and Dielaledin, members of the 
Commission of Inquiry, arrived at Erze- 
roum on Monday. 


REICHSTAG AND KAISER WILHELM 


Anti-Revolutionary Bill, Arrests of 
Socialists, 


BERLIN, Jan. 9.—The debate on the Anti- 
Revolution bill was resumed in the Reichs- 
tag this afternoon. 

Baron von Stunn-Halberg, Free Conserva- 
tive, made a fierce attack upon the Social- 
ists, declaring that he would have proposed 
a much severer law than the one now under 
discussion. Anarchism, he said, was the 
outcome of Socialism, and the unions of the 
latter organization ought to be treated as 
outside the pale of monarchical order and 
of society. 

Herr Groeber, on behalf of the Cen- 
trists, said that he and his colleagues were 
willing to combat revolution, but would not 
assist in passing an elastic bill, which calls 
upon Catholics to fight for their religion 
and rejects the law adopted by the Reichs- 
tag modifying the restrictions against 
Jesuits. 

The National Liberals have decided to in- 
terpellate the Government about charges 
that it has failed to provide adequate pro- 
tection for German subjects abroad, 

As a result of domiciliary visits by the 
police, two leading Anarchists, Gross, a 
printer, and Weiss, a joiner, have been ar- 
rested. The arrest of the editor of Der 
Sozialist and several other well-known 
agitators is imminent. 

Emperor William gave a reception at the 
Palace last evening, to which were invited 
the prominent politicians of all parties in 
the Reichstag. In an address to his guests 
he urged the importance of increasing the 
strength of the German Navy, and called 
attention to the necessity of augmenting 
the fleets of the South American, African, 
and East Asian stations. 

The Emperor denied the report that it 
was at his desire that the words “ To the 
German Nation ’’ were omitted from the in- 
scription over the portal of the new 
Reichstag building. 

The presence of Count von Hompesch, the 
Clerical leader, was generally noted, as it 
is his first visit to the Palace since the 
Kulturkampf.

HOLY SEE AND THE QUIRINAL. 


Pope Leo Expresses the Wish that 


Peace Be Re-established. 


LONDON, Jan. 9.—The Standard hears 
from its correspondent in Rome: 

“The Pope recently, in conversing with 
several Italian nobles of the Intransigeant 
Party and others, said: 

*“* Nothing would be more consoling to ur 
than to see peace re-established between 
the Holy See and the Government of Italy, 
and we devoutly hope that the men whw 
are at the head of pubhec affairs may be 
inspired to understand what good this 
peace would produce both for Church anu 
State. But false and erroneous reasons of 
state are likely to prevent a realization of 
our wishes, since it is useless to speak of 
conciliation if the rights of the Holy See 
are not acknowledged and the Pontiff is 
not placed in a position to enjoy full lib- 
erty and independence as the basis of any 
agreement. 

“*Tt is true, however, that there are 
men of good-will in the Government, and 
they have caused to be expressed to us the 
desire of finding means of living on terms 
of less hostility, although our hostility con- 
sists only in reclaiming our rights. Such 
good intentions must be taken into account; 
we cannot, however, abandon our mission. 
The ills to be lamented would be greatly 
limited if there were more stability among 
the men in power. Under the present as- 
pect, our position becomes more difficult 
and dangerous. Let us hope that” Prov- 
idence will place us in the position which 
our pastoral ministry requires. The atten- 
tion with which Governors and Princes 
surround us are proof that all feel the ne- 
cessity of our absolute autonomy.’ ”

BUDA-PESTH, Jan. 9.—Dr. Wekerle in- 
formed the Chamber of Deputies this morn- 
ing that a new Cabinet had not yet been 
formed. Several] members of the Left asked 
for an explanation of the delay, but Dr. 
Wekerle refused to give any.. The Chamber 
adjourned until a new Ministry should be 
formed. 

Count Khuen Hedervary, the Ban of 
Croatia, has not been successful as yet in 
forming a Ministry, because the Liberals 
refuse to promise to co-operate solely with 
those who regard as binding the arrange- 
ment of 1867, under which the Emperor of 
Austria became King of Hungary. 


FRENCH JOURNALS REBUKED. 


Official Denial of Chargesx Against 
Foreign Military Attaches. 


PARIS, Jan, 9.—The Government, in a 
note officially communicated to the various 
foreign representatives to-day, reiterates 
its former statement that the foreign mili- 
in Paris were absolutely 
ignorant of the treasonable acts of Capt. 
Dreyfus. 

‘La Patrie asserts that Lieut. Col. Schwarz 
Koppen, military attaché to the German 
Embassy, returned to his post to-day with 
instructions to silence the - newspapers, 
which, since the arrest of Capt. Dreyfus, 
have revealed Germany’s hand in inciting 
French military officers to treason. 


REASONS OF ROSEBERY’S RECRUIT 


Earl of Buckinghamshire Believes in 
Reform of House of Lords. 


LONDON, Jan. 9.—The Earl of Bucking- 
hamshire, who recently announced his 
withdrawal from the Conservative Party 
and his future adhesion to the principles of 
the Liberal Party, has made a statement of 
his reasons. He believes that reform of 
the House of Lords is the gravest question 
of the day. He thinks there should be a 
second chamber, but that the House of 
Lords, of which he is himself a member, 
is inadequate. He is a descendant of the 
famous John Hampden. 


PARIS DIPLOMATIC CORPS. 


Ress’man Obeys His Recall and Mun- 
ster Has a Vacation. 


PARIS, Jan. 9.—Signor Ressman, ‘Italian 
Ambassador to France, went to Rome last 
evening in obedience to his recall by the 
Italian Government. 

Count von Munster-Ledenburg, German 
Ambassador to France, will go to Berlin 
Jan. 11, and remain there until Jan. 21. 


Cruisers Charleston and Baltimore. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The cruiser 
Charleston, which has been lying in the 
harbor of Chemulpo, Corea, since Oct. 29, 
left that port yesterday, on the «arrival of 
the flagship Baltimore, bound for Naga- 
saki, where she will get a new supply of 
coal, and possibly be docked in accordance 
with the naval regulation requiring . the 
docking and cleaning of ‘steel vessels once 
in six months. The Charleston was last 
docked at Maré Island, Cal., July 13, just 
before she left for China. The Baltimore 
will remain at Chemulpo until relieved by 
another ship of the squadron. 


Lieut. Gen. Dournovo’s Mistake. 

BERLIN, Jan. 9.—The St. Petersburg cor- 
respondent of The Frankfurter Zeitung 
Says that the position of Lieut. Gen. Dour- 
novo, Minister of the Interior, has been 
shaken. The Minister’s only daughter mar- 
ried a millionaire named Senelnikoff, from 
whom she is now seeking a divorce, and a 
large alimony. Dournovo asked the Em- 
peror to intervene in the matter. The young 
Czar curtly refused, adding: ‘I do not de- 
sire to have anything to do with your fam- 
ily affairs.” 


Heavy Snowstorms in Scotland. 


EDINBURGH, Jan. 9.—Heavy snowstorms 
and extremely low temperature continue 
throughout Scotland. “Loch Lomond is 
frozen over for the first. time in twelve 
years. All railway communication in the 
west of Scotland and north of Glasgow 
is suspended, the Hnes being choked with 
snow.

LONDON, Jan. 9.—It is reported that one 
of the Russian Grand Dukes is about to 
bring suit against Col. North, the Nitrate 
King.

SPEAKER FISH. YIELDS. TO. PRESSURE 


Much’ Criticism Aroused by His 
Designation of Committees 
—Many Bills Already 
Introduced. 


ALBANY, Jan, 9,—Had not Louis F. Payn 
of Chatham come to Albany this afternoon, 
the indications are that the list of com- 
mittees, as prepared by Speaker Hamilton 
Fish would have been promulgated to- 
night without arousing unfavorable crit- 
icism. As it was, Mr. Payn arrived here 
about the time Speaker Fish finished his 
work, and the result was that the con- 
sequent changes were not only disastrous 
to the hopes of many aspiring members, 
but to the Speaker himself. The Judiciary 
Committee was torn in tatters. Great dis- 
gust was displayed when it became known 
that Payn’s personal representative, A. 
B. Gardinier, had. been selected as the 
Chairman of this committee. Gardinier’s 
ancestors, according to Washington Irving’s 
History of New-York, were renowned for 
their ability to loot melon patches, but 
no one outside of Mr, Fish was ever un- 
generous enough to accuse him of pos- 
sessing any information or knowledge about 
the law. 

Of all the committees the Judiciary is the 
weakest. The Cities Committee is nearly as 
weak. The Chairman hails from Roches- 
ter, and if a studied effort were made to 
ignore New-York City and Brooklyn, Speak- 
er Fish could not have succeeded more brill- 
iantly. Judging from the men he placed 
upon it, it is a committtee that can be safe- 
ly relied upon to carry out any wish that 
Thomag Collier Platt may announce, and it 
is With no unkindness that the assertion is 
made that in the hands of this committee 
the fate of the Greater New-York bill and 
the Power of Removal bill will become ex- 
ceedingly problematical. 

By all the rules of legislative courtesy 
Judson Lawson of New-York should have 
been given a place on the Cities Committee, 
but Mr. Lawson is’ a gentleman not to be 
trusted by machine politicians, and he was, 
therefore, buried in Trade and Manufact- 
ures. 

While a few of the Republicans were 
disposed to express their disapprobation, 
the Democratic members were thoroughly 
satisfied with their assignments. Even ex- 
Speaker Malby could not complain of the 
treatment his friends and followers had ob- 
tained. As foreshadowed in The New-York 
Times, Mr. Nixon of Chautauqua was given 
the Chdirmanship of Railroads, in place 
of Mr. Thompson of Dutchess, who is sent 
to Commerce and Navigation. Wieman 
of Kings is put at the head of Military 
Affairs, with Col. Sanger of Oneida in sec- 
ond place. Gerst of Erie and Ainsworth of 
Oswego are kept at the head of Canals and 
Ways and Means, respectively. Wilcox of 
Auburn is put at the head of State Prisons. 
Ex-Speaker Malby is favored with Insur- 
ance, and Mr. Conkling of New-York is at 
the head of Forestry. In fact, the only 
Chairmanship that goes to New-York and 
Kings, outside of those already named, is 
Trade and Manufactures, which is assigned 
to Judson Lamson. In spite of the great 
majority of last year, New-York City is 
allowed only two Chairmanships out of 
the thirty-six. Kings County is given five, 
which ineludes Wray. for General Laws, 
Scanlon on Labor and Industries, F. F. 
Schulz on Public Instruction, Houghton on 
Federal Relations, and H. Schulz on Un- 
finished Business. 

Erie County fares as follows: Canals— 
Gerst; Villages—Gerst; Printing—Seiberts; 
Engrossed Bills—Braun. 

New-York City has no reason to be proud 
of Mr. Fish’s billets. A careful effort seems 
to have been made, while masking sym- 
pathy for Thomas C. Platt, to protect him 
and provide for whatever hostile legislation 
might be introduced this session against 
him.

THE WAR CLAIMS OF NEW-YORK 


Agent Farnsworth’s Report on Prog- 
ress Made in Collecting Them, 


ALBANY, Jan. 9.—Gov. Morton has re- 
ceived the following communication from 
Gen, Farnsworth, agent of the State of 
New-York to prosecute war claims against 
the United States: 


In 1886 I was placed by the Governor in 
charge of these elaims, and have since col- 
lected and paid into the State Treasury 
$2,316,068.18. There still remains a balance 
claimed by the State of $1,075,619.68, in- 
cluding a sum of $131,188.02, involved in a 
suit now pending in the Supreme Ccurt 
of the United States, which is on the cal- 
endar to be argued in April next, and two 
installments of claims amounting to §$71,- 
948.48, filed with the accounting oflicers of 
the Treasury, which will doubtless be set- 
tled soon after the decision is rendered in 
the case referred to, for the principle in- 
volved in the suit covers a large portion of 
the installments. A bill now pending in 
Congress for $42,798.87 is also included in 
above balance. The remainder consists 
largely of items that have been disallowed 
by the accounting officers of the Treasury, 
and are not likely to be recovered under 
the present laws and rules governing the 
settlement of State claims. 

The war claims of the State against the 
United States have been said to be the 
most complicated accounts ever presented 
to the Treasury Department, and the sus- 
pended and disallowed claims are so relat- 
ed to each other and to those that have 
been allowed and to those still pending that 
an accurate knowledge, taking vears to ac- 
quire, of all the transactions of the differ- 
ent State military departments, when the 
expenditures,» were made, and all that has 
been done at Washington from time to time 
ertaining to their settlement, is absolute- 
y essential in the preparation of explana- 
tions and proofs, and in taking proper 
measures whereby any satisfactory results 
can be obtained. For these reasons and in 
view of the comparatively short time it 
will take me to collect all that is likely to 
be recovered from the United States un- 
der existing laws and regulations, and to 
practicaly close these matters up, all of 
which hope _to accomplish before Sep- 
tember next, I most respectfully suggest 
that it would be economy on the part of 
the State to permit me to complete the 
work that I have so far transacted to its 
advantage. It may be proper for me to 
add that compensation for services ren- 
dered and expenses ineurred in seeuring war 
claims has been paid from an annual spe- 
cial appropriation made by the Legislature 
to the Adjutant General, and that there 
remains unexpended of that appropriation 
probably sufficient to cover expenses and 
services rendered until the accounts are 
elosed, if this result is accomplished as 
above suggested.

Assemblyman Wray Is Confident. 
ALBANY, Jan. 9.--Assemblyman Wray of 
Brooklyn. intends to move at once in the 
roposed investigation of the administration 
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Archibald D. Gordon. . 


Archibald D. Gordon, newspaper man, play- 
wright, and dramatic critic, died yesterday 
morning. at his home in Hatfield Place, 
Port ‘Richmond, §. I. 

Mr. Gordon's physician told him two years 
ago that he had Bright’s disease. The pa- 
tient was humorous over the announcement, 
rested a while, resumed newspaper work, 
and was as industrious, brilliant, interest- 
ing, and trenchant as at any time of his 
journalistic career until a relapse compelled 
him to take a.rest. He was invalided in this 
way several times, until a month ago, when 
a& paralytic seizure disheartened those who 
had» hoped: he might be spared. The end 
came peacefully. It was a flickering out 
of vitality. 

Mr. Gordon leaves a wife, two daughters, 
one of whom is married, and a’ young son. 
He was in his forty-seventh year, and was 
born in Ceylon, his father being the Rev. 
Alexander D. Gordon. His parents were Eng- 
lish and Scotch, and in characteristics he re- 
sembled them both so far as sterling quali- 
ties count. 

More than a quarter of a century ago 
“Archie ”’ Gordon, as he came to be desig- 
nated, le‘t the. East Indies for America to 
earn his. living as a newspaper writer. In 
his career he was connected with The Chi- 
cago Tribune, The New-York Sun; The New- 
York World, The New-York Herald, The 
Brooklyn Eagle, and The New-York Times. 

As a newspaper writer Mr. Gordon was 
the arbiter of his prosperity for many years. 
He did not always care to “‘ make copy,” 
and was as Oriental as Anglo-Indians usu- 
ally are who have a supreme contempt for 
money except for its use in immediate ne- 
cessity. When he was industrious he was 
prolific, and his writings were valued be- 
cause of the care bestowed on the subject. 
Added to a rare fund of general knowl- 
edge, classical grounding, and a mastery 
of the literary features of several modern 
languages, Mr. Gordon possessed. wit and 
humor of a character peculiarly his own, 
and a gift of satire that was potent when 
called into play because it never became 
invective. 

As a dramatic critic Mr. Gordon produced 
several plays of note and profit. He wrote 
“Trixie’’ for Maggie Mitchell, and ‘‘ The 
Ugly Duckling”’ was brought out by Mrs. 
Leslie Carter at the Broadway Theatre. 
For Stuart Robson he wrote ‘Is Marriage 
a Failure?” ‘That Girl From Mexico,” 
his last play, was presented by Sidney Drew. 

Socially, Mr. Gordon was held in affection- 
ate regard, and he will be deeply regretted 
by comrades and friends, to whom he was 
loyal, frank, and generous. 


Robert Macoy. 


Robert Macoy, one of the oldest printers 
in this city and a prominent Mason, died 
at his home, 130 Clymer Street, Brooklyn, 
yesterday of apoplexy. He was eighty-nine 
years old. 

He began his apprenticeship in 1825 in 
Theatre Alley, this city. He was ambitious 
and active, and in a short time his work 
brought him into relationship with Horace 
Greeley, Henry J. Raymond, the elder James 
Gordon Bennett, and Moses Beach. 

Subsequently he began the publication of 
books, making a specialty of Masonic books. 
Mr. Macoy was thoroughly conversant with 
Masonry, having reached the highest point 
in that organization. He was, last August, 
elected for the forty-fifth term Grand Re- 
corder for the State of New-York. 

In the Scottish Rite he was also a promi- 
nent figure and, years ago, was elected Sov- 
ereign Grand Inspector General of the 
Southern District of the United States, be- 
ing the thirty-second and last degree of that 
rite. He was the patron of the Adoption 
rite, the order of the Eastern Star, and the 
ritual of the latter was composed by him. 
He was the author, compiler, and publisher 
of many books relating to Masonry, and his 
Masonic Directory was one of the best- 
known books in the fraternity. It was the 
intention of his Masonic friends to give him 
a grand reception upon his ninetieth birth- 
day. 

His funeral will be conducted with all the 
Masonic rites, and it is expected that it will 
take place in the Aurora Grata Cathedral, 
although the arrangements have not yet 
been perfected. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


—Richard Sugden died yesterday at Spen- 
cer, Mass. He was seventy-nine years old. 
He was born in England and came to this 
country in 1845. Two years later he went 
to Spencer, where he has since resided, and 
where he built up a wire manufacturing 
business. In 1888 he presented to the town 
a library building that bears his name.

WANTED A _ $500,000 SUIT DISMISSED 


The City’s Counsel Asked that Welch’s 
Case Be Disposed of That Way. 


Assistant Corporation Counsel Sweetser, 
before Judge Pryor, in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, asked yetsterday to have dis- 
missed the suit for $500,000 brought by 
Michael Francis Welch against the Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Commonalty of New-York 
for slander and damage to his reputation. 
Welch has been seen about the Court 
House for six months. He acts as his own 
lawyer. 

The suit arises from an old claim made 
by Welch against the city. Testimony in 
the matter was taken in 1892, and it was 
not allowed.

Their Letter to the New-York Athletic 
Club’s Challenge Received. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR THE CONTESTS 


A Date for the Important Dual Games 
Likely to be Set for the 
Latter Part of 
September. 


Ae ensccem 


The expected reply of the London Ath- 
letic Club to the challenge of the New-York 
Athletic Club for a contest between repre- 
sentative teams of the two associations 
was received yesterday by Secretary Gulick,. 
It is dated Jan. 2, and contains the resolu- 
tion passed unanimously by the Athletic 
Committee accepting the challenge already 
briefly mentioned by cable, and a list of 
events suggested by the club, also other 
matters of interest. 

Regarding the time for the dual games, 
the Londoners suggest the middle of May 
er early in October. The first-mentioned 
month would be entirely unsuitable for out- 
door games here, and October would be a 
little late. However, from the tenor of the 
letter it is supposed that the latter part of 
September would not be objected to, and 
this would suit the local athletes very well. 
In fact, September is considered to be the 
best month for the contests, and it is quite 
likely it will be agreed upon by both sides. 

A list of nine events is suggested, similar 
to the programme of the university ath- 
letic associations. The Londoners appear in- 
different as to whether the shot or the ham- 
mer event is chosen. As will be seen by 
their list in the appended letter, the run 
is set at three miles. 

The New-Yorks may stand out for a five- 
mile run in place of the three, and it is 
known that they would prefer to have both 
the hammer and shot events in the pro- 
gramme and also the 220-yard dash. Thus 
the list favored by the home athletes would 
“be as follows: 

100-yard dash. 

120-yard hurdle. 

220-yard dash. 

Quarter-mile run. 

Half-mile run. 

One-+mile run. 

Five-mile run. 

High jump. 

Long jump. 

Putting sixteen-pound shot. 

Throwing the hammer. 

This list makes eleven events, and that 
number is considered by the New-Yorks to 
be the proper thing for such an important 
meeting. The probabilities are that eleven 

_ events will be agreed upon, but the English- 
men are likely to stand out for the three- 
inile race instead of the five. 

Action on the letter, so Secretary Gulick 
informed a reporter for The New-York 
Times last evening, will probably be de- 
ferred until the appointment of the new 
Athletic Committee, next Tuesday evening. 
Meanwhile, the old committee is still in 
power, and it is possible that it may be 
instructed to take some notice of the letter.

I am requested to acquaint you with the 
cordial reception by my committee of your 
invitation, made on behalf of the New-York 
Athletic Club, to an athletic contest with a 
club team of the Vlondon Athletic Club, and 
to assure you that it will give us great 
pleasure if we can bring to a successful 
issue a friendly contest between our clubs 
such as your letter briefly indicates. 

As far as our information goes on this 
side, we gather that the months of June, 
July, and August, (and perhaps September,) 
would t'or various reasons be unsuited for 
the proposed meeting, and as our own 
championship meeting will be held in the 
first week of July, and as some of our rep- 
resenting members will be competing then, 
and others will be engaged in their studies 
at ‘our universities and elsewhere, the time 
at which such meeting can be held is an im- 
portant factor in the consideration of the 
arrangement, and we fear may not be eas- 
ily overcome. However, to save time, I 
am directed, to suggest that a date not 
later than the middie of May, ‘or early in 
October would probably suit us best, and to 
ask you to inform me by next mail whether 


either of the months named is better than 
the other, considering all the circumstances. 


In the event of there being little or no pref- j 


erence on your part, we should take it that 
we might be allowed to select such times as 
we found would best enable us to bring a 
representative team; the final settlement of 
this point, however, must remain open until 
I aear from you and from those members of 
my club with whom I am now in communi- 
=n on the subject of the proposed meet- 
ny.

As to your remarks on the question of 
expenses, it is felt by my committee that 
we are hardly in a position to make a 
suggestion, having at the momcnt no accu- 
rate personal knowledge of the probable ex- 
penses of such a trip, but I may say at 
once, that I see no chance of being able 
to select a team to pay its own expenses, 
and the club has no funds available for 
such an outlay as would be necessitated by 
the visit of, say, twelve men to be away 
from home four weeks. My committee wish 
me to ask you if you can make a suggestion 
on this point. 

We should bring none but those who are 
bona fide members of the London Athletic 
Club, and it would, of course, be mutually 
agreed that all proceedings should be car- 

ed out in conformity with the rules of the 
Amateur Athletic Association, England, and 
the National Athletic Club of America. 

I send inclosed a copy of the resolutions 
passed by my committee, and would thank 
you to favor me with two copies of the 
rules of the National Athletic Association 
of America, which I understand to be the 
designation of your ruling body, and two 
copies of the rules of your club, governing 
the ‘‘amateur’’ definition.

YACHTSMEN ARE ANXIOUS. 
Waiting to Hear About the Boats to 


Defend the Cup. 


Yachtsmen are discussing the international 
racé, and are undecided yet as to how the America’s 


interested in the formation of syndicates whose 
names have already.been mentioned in The New- 
York Times have had several meetings and have 
not yet definitely formed the syndicates, but are 
expected to do so this week. 

Plans for a cup defender from the Herreshoffs 
have been discussed, and it is expected that the 
order for a new boat will be placed this week. 
The general opinion among yachtsmen who are 
interested in the yacht is that the new cup de- 
fender will be a centreboard type somewhat after 
the model of the keel boat Colonia, only with a 
little less draught. She will be built entirely of 
Tobin bronze instead of, like the Vigilant, bronze 
under body and steel top sides. 

At the New-York Yacht Clubhouse the mem- 
bers drop in at all hours of the day and all are 
anxious for the news. There is a feeling there that 
there is no time to waste, and, if a cup defender 
is to be built, work ought to begin at once, in 
order that all the time possible can be given to 
drilling the crew and to tuning up the new boat. 
It is true that the local yachtsmen have more 
time than Lord Dunraven, because he will lose a 
month or more through having to cross the ocean, 
but they can build a yacht quicker on the other 
side, and there is no necessity to drill the Eng- 
lish crew like the American crew, because the 
English yacht owner has the same men with him 
year after year. 

All sorts of rumors are floating around in yacht- 
ing circles, and some of them are very far- 
fetched. One of the most absurd of yesterday’s 
stock, and one that caused lots of amusement, 
was that Lord Dunraven was going to build his 
boat of aluminium, and that he had sent to this 
country for samples of the metal. Some years 
hence, when aluminium, through being alloyed 
with some other metal, is given stability, it may 
be used in the construction of yachts, but no 
one is likely to experiment much with it to build 
hulls with after Gen. Paine’s experience. The 
Jubilee was rigged with aluminium blocks in.or- 
der that she should be as light as possible aloft. 
They were always breaking, and were responsible 
for her misfortune. The new Valkyrie will be 
of composite build, and will be copper-plated, and 
her bottom will be as smooth and as clean as any 
Tobin bronze boat. 7

New-Brunswick, N. J., took a hand in the 
contest and, with a bid of $10,000, secured 
the prize. 

Mr. Clark said he had bought the horse 
for a friend, who is commonly’ believed to 
be A, Alley Bonner, a son of Robert Bonner, 
and the owner of a number Of fast trotters 
and road horses. F. P. Olcott, President 
of the Central Trust Company, was also 
said to be the principal for whom Mr. 
Clark acted, but Mr. Olcott positively denied 
the truth of this rumor. Alcantara is the 
sire of nearly eighty trotters and pacers 
with records of 2:30 or better, and he is 
recognized by all horsemen as one of the 
greatest trotting sires now living. If he had 
not been away past the meridian of life 
he would probably shave fetched ‘more 
than double the sum for which he sold. 
Old as he is, however, Alcantara was a 
cheap horse at $10,000, which is not more 
than he has earned in the Stud every year 
since 1889, 

Albert Hall offered Mr. Clark an advance 
of $1,000 soon after the horse had been 
struck off, and a little later in the evening 
James McClenahan raised this offer to 
$12,000, but Clark declined to sell for less 
than $15,000, saying Alcantara is worth this 
amount if he is worth a dollar. The owner 
of the stallion says that Alcantara will 
probably be kept in Kentucky next season, 
although nothing definite has been as yet 
decided upon concerning the future of the 
horse. , 

With the exception of Alcantara, Wood- 
nut, Pedlar, Czarina, and a few other high- 
class animals, the stock offered yesterday 
was not quite up to the high standard which 
the market of the present time demands, 
and the average price. for the day was not 
very high with Alcantara’s $10,000 included. 

William Simpson, proprietor of the Em- 
pire City Stud, paid $2,550 for the 13-year- 
old brood mare Czarina, a daughter of Eg- 
bert and the famous old Dolly that produced 
Director, 2:17, and Qnward, 2:254%4. Wood- 
nut, 2:16%4, one of the fastest and best sons 
of Nutwood, sold for $1,650 to J. A. Wen- 
deroth of Philadelphia, who announced 
that he had bought the horse for John 
Condon, a well-known turfman from the 
Quaker City. Woodnut cost Robert Steel, 
who sold him yesterday, $20,000 a few 
years ago. 

To-day’s sale inckudes the stock consigned 
by A. B. Darling of‘the Fifth Avenue Hotel, 
among which are the noted stallion Lava- 
lard and the famous speed producing mare 
Hinda Wilkes, thé’ dam of Double Cross,

AFTER ENGLISH TURF HONORS. 


Mr. Croker Expects His Horses to 


Make a Good Showing Abroad. 


Preparations for the departure of some of the 
best racers in the stables of Messrs. Richard 
Croker and Michael Dwyer for England are now 
practically completed. They will leave on the 
steamship Mississippi of the National Transport 
Line on Saturday, and special arrangements have 
been made for their reception abroad, as already 
told in The New-York Times. 

Mr’ Croker is taking great interest in this ex- 
pedition after turf honors on the other side of the 
Atlantic. He talked freely on the subject to a 
reporter for The New-York Times at the office of 
Peter F. Meyer & Co.—of which firm he is a 
member—yesterday. 

‘*‘ All the plans are now perfected,’’ he said, 
‘‘and the horses will start on Saturday, Some 
of the races begin in England in April, and there 
will not be very much time in which to train 
the horses and get them acclimated. I will not 
go over until some time in March. In about ten 
days I will go to Rock Ledge, Fla., and then to 
Belle Meade Farm, near Nashville, Tenn. I ex- 
pect to be South about a month.” 

‘What do you think will be the future of rac- 
ing in this State? ’”’ 

“‘That is very uncertain. It depends largely 
upon what action the Legislature takes. The story 
that none of my horses are to race here if there 
is racing is not true. I will leave some good 
ones here, and they will be entered in many 
events. We are sending some of the horses to 
England because we did not want to take the 
chance of having them all idle in the stables 
this coming season in case there is no important 
racing. We want to get some sport out of them. 
Montauk, the colt entered in the Derby for 1896, 
will, of course, remain on the other side in 
preparation for that event. 

‘* As already stated, Hardy Campbell will go in 
charge of both Mr. Dwyer’s and my string. An 
expert from Tattersalls will accompany him, and 
four stable boys will go along. The horses go to 
Newmarket Heath, where they will begin train- 
ing upon their arrival. Jockey Sims will do the 
riding, and will go over later."’ 

Mr. Croker then furnished the reporter with the 
following list of those of his string which will 
start on Saturday:

‘“*T think the expedition will be a very inter- 
esting one, and that the horses will make a 
very good showing on the English turf. If 
Dobbins should get better, he will give some of 
the English cracks a hard contract.”’

Democrats Preparing to Oppose All 


Action on the Question Un- 


til Gov. Turney’s Term 


Expires, 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. &—The .action 
of the Republicans in both houses of the 
General Assembly to-day in‘introduciny res- 
olutions providing for the reading «nd pub- 
lishing of the returns of the Gubernatoridl 
election on Friday is regarded as a chal- 
lehge, and for the first time the vexed 
question is» brought squarely before the 
body.

The State at present is without laws gov- 
such contests, and it is the intertion 
of the Democrats, it is claimed, to rush 
these measures through before the expira- 
tion of Gov. Turney’s, term, which expires 
Jan. 15. The bills place the settlement of 
such contests entirely in the hands of the 
General Assembly, and empowers it to cor- 
rect irregularities and fraud in any couhty 
regardless of the Sheriff’s certificate. 


ADDICKS FORCE WORKING HARD.

THE FUNERAL OF MRS. ASTOR 


Arrival of. the Husband from England—Ar- 
ranges for the Services, Which Are 
to be Held on Saturday. 


William Waldorf Astor arrived ffom Eng- 
land yesterday on the Teutonic and rade 
arrangements for the funeral of his wife. 

Services will be held in Trinity Chapel 
Saturday morning, and the body will be 
taken to the Astor plot in Trinity Cemetery. 
Mr. Astor said last night that he was not 
prepared to make public the list of pall 
bearers, 

Mr. Astor remained on board the steamer 
until all the other passengers had cleared 
their baggage. His carriage was waiting 
for him two blocks from the White Star 
Line pier. 

Mr. Astor drove directly to the offices of 
the William Waldorf Astor estate, in Twen- 
ty-sixth Street, opposite Trinity Chapel. A 
few moments after his arrival there a notice 
was posted on the door that the offices were 
closed on account of the death of Mrs. 
Astor. 

Mr. Astor crossed the street and went to 
the mortuary chapel with Sexton Meurer. 
His wife’s coffin was surrounded with 
flowers sent by friends of-the family. Mry 
Astor remained in the chapel for nearly an 
hour, and then went to an up-town hotel 
in which he owns a controlling interest. 
He was tired out by a rough voyage, and 
refused to receive callers, 

Sexton Meurer said last night that some 
members of the Astor family had called at 
the chapel, but his instructions prohibited 
him from mentioning their names or giv- 
ing any information except that the funeral 
services would take place Saturday morn- 
ing, and that friends of the Astor family 
were invited to attend. 


WANT THE HEALTH BOARD T0 MOVE 


Judges Object te Its Presence in the 
Criminal Court Building. 


The Judges of the General Sessions 
Court, together with the District Attorney, 
have arrived at an agreement to the effect 
that the presence of the Health Department 
in the new Criminal Court Building is a 
hindrance to the transaction of public busi- 
ness in the other departments. 

They have decided to use every saith 
effort to have the Health Department, 
with all its business, removed from the 
building at the earliest possible moment. It 
is said that the Grand Jury may make 
some recommendation in the matter. 

It is stated by the Judges that the pres- 
ence of the persons who visit the various 
bureaus of the Board ‘of Health, particu- 
larly the Bureau of Contagious Diseases, is 
a menace to the health of others who are 
called to the building on public business. 

The basement corridors are frequently 
crowded, it is argued, with persons who 
under proper restrictions ought not to be 
there. Many complaints have reached the 
Judges and the District Attorney. It is held 
that the public business will be greatly 
facilitated if a change can be effected.

BAD BUILDINGS AND LACK OF ROOM

J. A. Riis and J. Augustus Johnson 
Urge Larger Appropriationus— 
30,000 Children With- 


out Schoolroom., 


A largely-attended meeting of the mem- 
bers of Good:Goyernment Club G was held 
last eyening at 9 St. Mark’s Place, for 
the purpose of discussing the importance 
of providing better accommodation in the 
public schools of the city, and urging upon 


the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
the necessity of making more liberal appro- 
priations for the Board of Education. 

Edward D. Page, President of the club, 
occupied the chair, and among the speakers 
were Jacob A. Riis, J. Augustus Johnuson, 
President of the Council of Good Govern- 
ment Clubs; George M: Cassatt, ex-School 
Commissioner Charles .C. Wehrum, and 
Prof. W. C. Hess, Principal of the Hast 
Fourteenth Street Grammar School. 

Among others present at the meeting were 
Charles P, Kelly, George D. Hencken, Will- 
iam H. Faulkhauber, Charles B. Kelby, 
Joseph Marquardt, Joseph P. Ruepp, Ste- 
phen B. Stanton, Ripley Hitchcock, John 
Brooks Leavitt, Sherman Evarts, William 
H. Schieffelin, F. R. Wolfertz, and A. G. 
Vanderpoel. 

President Page made a brief address, in 
which he urged the members of the club to 
hold the organization together for the pur. 
pose of advancing the cause of good Govern- 
ment irrespective of ‘party affillations. 

‘““We are endeavoring,” he said, ‘to in- 
terest the citizens of the Tenth Assembly 
District’ in the problem of securing good 
government for the city,*and to keep up our 
organization for the purpose of making 
them better acquainted with the needs of the 
city, so that the next time they go to the 
polls they may be guided more by.a knowl- 
edge of the public requirements than by 
mere sentiment. To do this it is not neces- 
sary to support the ‘boss’ of any party. 
The people demanded a change at the last 
election from politics to business in the ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the City Gov- 
ernment. We have carried the election, and 
won a great victory, but it is quite evident 
from the experience of the past—I refer 
particularly to the uprising of the people 
in 1870—that if we slatken our interest in 
municipal affairs the same class of men will 
soon come to the surface again.” 

For the purpose of maintaining an inter- 
est in the organization, he said a series of 
social entertainments had been arranged 
with the view of bringing the members into 
closer acquaintance with each other, and 
for the purpose of encouraging them to per- 
severe in the good work in which they were 
engaged. He expressed his gratification 
that Mayor Strong had already started} an 
investigation into the condition of the de- 
partments of the City Government, which 
might render further investigations on the 
part of the Lexow committee unnecessary. 

Ripley Hitchcock offered a resolution: re- 
questing that the asphalt walks in Tomp. 
kins and Stuyvesant Squares be repaired, 
and that a children’s play-ground: be pro- 
vided in Tompkins Square. The resolution 
was unanimously adopted. 

George M. Cassatt said the club proposed 
to raise a fund of $5,000 to carry on the 
work in which it is engaged, and he urged 
upon the members the necessity of subscrib- 
ing. to this fund. 

‘Jacob A. Riis then delivered an exhaustive 
address, in which he argued in favor of in- 
creasing the appropriations for the Board of 
Education for the purpose of providing bet- 
ter accommodation for the school children 
of the city. He said that without exagger- 
ation he could state from actual observation 
that the school buildings of the city could 
not be in a worse condition. They are badly 
lighted and ventilated, and do not afford 
sufficient accommodation for the children of 
the city, thousands of whom become truants 
in the streets and find their way into the 
reformatories and juvenile asylums. 

Under the present condition of affairs he 
said the compulsory law could not effect 
anything. ‘‘How can you compel children 
to go to school,” he asked. “‘ when there is 
not room for them in the schools? In the 
Tenth Ward last year 500 children were 
refused admittance into the public schools 
for want of accommodations. These chil- 
dren were obliged to remain on the streets, 
learning to become thieves. One of the 
results of this lack of accommodation is 
that parents are obliged to make false 
certificates as to the ages of their children 
in order to put them to work in the fac- 
tories.”’ 

Mr. Riis contended that it would be cheap- 
er to pay $10,000,000 annually to provide 
proper accommodation for the school chil- 
dren of the city than to have them trained 
up as criminals in the streets, to fill the 
jails and reformatories. 

J. Augustus Johnson of Good Government 
Club E delivered an interesting address in 
which he gave a list of twenty-four pub- 
lic schools which are in a bad condition for 
want of funds to put them in a proper state 
of repair. He said there are 30,000 chil- 
dren who could not be accommodated in the 
public schools, and he urged the necessity 
of agitating this subject for the purpose 
of inducing the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment to make more liberal appropri- 
ations to the Board of Education. He also 
spoke in favor of the enactment of the law 
prepared by the Committee -of Seventy for 
the improvement of the public schools by 
simplyfying the existing system of admin-

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Some of the White Women of Chinatown, Who 
Paid for the Funeral, Wept When 
They Saw the Girl's Face, 


In a very small, dimly-lighted room of a 
rear tenement at 20 Mott Street yesterday 
afternoon Lee Fong sat motionless for more 
than three hours at the head of a coffin 
which contained the body of Bridget Gor- 
man, who was killed Sunday by a woman of 
Chinatown known as Lize. During those 
three hours hundreds of stolid Chinamen, 
men and women, who had known the mur- 
dered girl, and others who were curious 
passed in and then out after looking for a 
moment at what in life was known as Lee 
Fong's wife. ‘ 

At the sides of the coffin were seated a 
sister and a brother-in-law of Bridget Gor- 
man. Both wept continually, but Lee Fong, 
with head deeply bowed, sat motionless as 
if not aware of the presence of many 
strangers and of their whispered comments. 

The air was heavy with the odor of 
opium. From the next room came sounds 
indicating that men and women were drink- 
ing and smoking. Now and then one of the 
revelers would step softiy into the room 
which contained the coffin, look for a mo- 
ment at the features, which had not been 
marred by the girl’s horrible death, and 
then return 

Chinamen looked without trace of emotion 
or eyen interest at her who in their little 
Oriental world had been famous as a 
beauty. Even young rowdies from the lower 
end of the Bowery seemed to regard the 
dead girl with reverence beside the phleg- 
matic Mongolians. 

It was the white women of Chinatown 
only who showed emotion at the coffin of 
their former companion. They had supplied 
the money to buy the casket and pay for 
the funeral. 

More than one of them paid also the 
tribute of tears when looking at the life- 
less face. But once again, however, in the 
haunts from which they came, all trace 
of sorrow and regret disappeared. Sympa- 
thies are soon blunted in Chinatown. 

The walls of the room in which the body 
lay were draped in black. Candles were 
burning. At the foot of the coffin was a 
cross of roses. A floral piece, ‘‘ Silence,” 
was at’ the opposite end. The coffin was of 
rosewood, trimmed with plated silver. 

The funeral services were simple. Dr. 
Terry of the Florence Mission prayed 
briefly. Some of the mission men and 
women sang “Abide With Me,” and 
“There is a Fairer Land Than This.” 

Four men carried the coffin to the hearse. 
Lee Fong followed, hat in hand. The street 
was crowded when the ten carriages began 
to move at 8 o’clock. Fong occupied the 
first, and relatives apd women of the quar- 
ter followed in the others. The burial was 
in Linden Hill Cemetery. 


EDWIN EINSTEIN'S RESIGNATION 


Accepted by the Union League's Executive 
Committee—The Club Will Pass on 
the Action, 


The Executive Committee of the Union 
League Club, at its meeting last night, ac- 
cepted the resignation of Edwin WHinstein. 
This action of the committee will be passed 
on at the annual meeting of the club to- 
night. If the action of the committee is ap- 
proved, the club will have been purged of 
Hebrews, as Mr. Hinstein is the only mem- 
ber of that faith on the roll of membership. 

The resignation of Mr. Einstein was due 
to the blackballing of the son of the late 
Jesse Seligman, and the avowed purpose of 
what is designated as the social element of 
the club, consisting chiefly of the younger 
members, to prevent gentlemen of the He- 
brew faith, no matter what their position 
in the community, from becoming members. 

When Secretary Adams was asked by a 
reporter for The New-York Times whether 
there was any effort by any members of the 
committee to request a withdrawal of the 
resignation, or whether the vote on its ac- 
ceptance was unanimous, he excused him- 
self from discussing the matter and de- 
clined to give any information beyond the 
bare fact that the resignation was accepted. 

Mr. Einstein joined the club in 1868, the 
Same year that Jesse Seligman became a 
member. He has always been a Republican 
in politics, and represented the old Seventh 
District of this city in the Forty-sixth Con- 
gress. In 1892 he was the Republican candi- 
date for Mayor against Mr. Gilroy. 

The candidacy of Henry C. Frick of Pitts- 
burg, the partner of Andrew Carnegie, 
against whom some opposition had been 
developed among the social element of the 
club,« did not come before the Bxecutive 
Committee last night, but will be acted on 
at the annual meeting of the club to-night.

Business in the Southern District of 
New-York Demands It. 


LETTER RECEIVED BY SENATOR HILL 


The Senator, upon Its Represen- 


tations, Introduces a Bill— 


One Candidate for the 


Place Already. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—Senator Hill to- 
day introduced a bill providing for the ap- 
pointment of an additional District Judge 
for the Southern District of New-York. 
When asked for his reasons for taking this 


step, Mr. Hill said that it had been repre- 
sented to him that the presence of an ad- 
ditional Judge on the district bench in 
New-York was absolutely necessary, and he 
gave to a correspondent of The New-York 
Times the following letter bearing on the 
subject, which he received prior to the hol- 
iday recess: 
New-York, Dec, 12, 1804. 

We desire to call your attention to 
the urgent necessity for the appointment 
of an additional District Judge for the 
Southern District of New-York. The ad- 
miralty business of the district is so large 
that it practically engrosses the whole time 
of the present District Judge. Consequently 
the District Judge is unable to give any 
time to the criminal business in the district 
and very limited time to the civil business 
of the Government in seizure and other 
cases, (the details of which the District At- 
torney will explain,) and is practically un- 
able to give any time to the duties which 
devolve usually upon the District Judges 
in reference to disposition of business in 
the Circuit Court. 

In recognition of the conditions, Con- 
gress, in 1869, passed an act authorizing 
the District Judge of the Eastern District 
of New-York to hold terms of the Circuit 
Court for the disposal of criminal business, 
since which time all the criminal business 
in the district has been done in the Circuit 
Court, held by the Judge of the BHastern 
District, and thereby an extra expense of 
1,800 per annum, as allowance to the 
Jistrict Judge of the Eastern District, has 
been incurred. 

The business in the Cireuit Court for the 
Southern District of New-York has for a 
long time been so large that the services 
of the District Judges from the Northern 
District of New-York, from the District 
of Vermont, and the District of Connecti- 
cut have been required to aggsist in its dis- 
position, these Judges having attended sev- 
eral months in each year at the City of 
New-York for that purpose. 


Since the organization of the Cir uit 
Court of Appeals the time of the Circuit 
Judges has been almost wholly engrossed 
by the business of that court, and the ap- 
peal: business is of such importance and ex- 
tent that the whole time of the Circuit 
Judges could be properly devoted to it. 

It has been necessary, however, in order 
to expedite business in the Circuit Court, 
that the Circuit Judges should hear equity 
causes, jury causes, habeas corpus causes, 
and practically the whole motion business, 
with the result that the Circuit Judges are 
often disqualified to sit in causes in the Cir- 
eult Court of Appeals. Despite all this, it 
is not practicable to dispose, as promptly 
as the ends of justice require, of the pend- 
ing business of the Circuit Court, both on 
the law and the equity side. Moreover, the 
calendar of private causes requires so much 
of the time of all the Judges available, both 
circuit and district, that it is impossible to 
dispose of the accumulations of Collectors’ 
cases brought before the passage of the 
Customs Administrative act, and the new 
cases known as Appraisers’ appeals are ac- 
cumulating with great rapidity. 

The appointemtn of an additional District 
Judge would greatly relieve the situation. 
He could dispose of the crimina)] business of 
the district, and thereby enable the District 
Judge of the Eastern District of New-York 
to hear cases in the Circuit Court in that 
district which now require the attendance 
of the District Judge of the District of Ver- 
mont, If an additional District Judge were 
appointed, Section 613 of the Revised Stat- 
utes could be repealed. An additional Dis- 
trict Judge would be fully occupied, and in- 
deed the extent of the business is such that

it would still be necessary to have the as-, 


sistance of the District Judges from the 
other districts. 

The necessity of an additional District 
Judge here has long been recognized by the 


Judges and the bar, but the political situa- 
tion has not until now, when the houses of 
Congress and the Executive are in accord, 
see to justify the hope of legislation for 
that Purpose.

REGULATIONS FOR ANTITOXINE LABELS 


Provisions Added to the Sanitary Code 
by the Board of Health. 


All the members of the Board of Health 
were present at its meeting yesterday, in- 
cluding Dr. Doty, the newly-appointed 
Health Officer of the Port. 

The following section relating to the sale 
of antitoxine was added to the sanitary code: 

Section 2,220. That no preparation of anti- 
toxine be offered for sale in this city unless 
the receptacle containing such preparation 
bear a label, on which is placed a state- 
ment of the value of the contents in anti- 
toxine as measured by some generally 


recognized standard, and the name and ad- 
dress of the producer. 


Dr. Cyrus Edson announced that he had, 
by courtesy of the board, used antitoxine 
in several personal cases. The result in 
each instance was highly satisfactory. 

Police Commissioner Murray was present 
to discuss the garbage question. He rec- 
ommended that the board hold a conference 
with the Mayor and the Police Board in or- 
der to adopt some kind of covered utensil 
for the holding of the garbage in front of 
houses before the carts came along. 

The board dismissed Inspector George 
Schwabe, who was charged with not doing 
his work well and with having been inso- 
lent to people in tenement houses.

THE MILHOLLAND CONTEST RECALLED 


Where May Be Such Party Necessity 
that the Leader Will Get Into 
Line on the County Chair- 


manship Problem. 


‘The call for the first meeting of the Re- 
publican County Committee for 1895, to be 
held in Fifth Avenue Hall, West Forty- 
second Street, Jan. 17, was sent out yester- 
day. 

It is at this meeting that the contest over 
the Chairmanship will be settled. Most of 
the old machine Republican politicians are 
working hard to prevent the re-election of 
William Brookfield, with the understanding 
that this is what Thomas C. Platt desires. 

Mr. Platt prevented Mr. Brookfield’s re- 
election as Chairman of the Republican 
State Committee, because it was impossible 
for Mr. Platt to control Mr. Brookfield. 
That Mr. Platt’s friends started out with 
the same intention as regards Mr. Brook- 
field and the County Chairmanship there can 
be no doubt, but it is a curious fact that 
some very shrewd politicians are wondering 
whether Mr. Platt will be found in opposi- 
tion to Mr. Brookfield when the time comes. 

When the Committee of Thirty undertook 
the reorganization of the Republican Coun- 
ty Committee early in 1894, without advice 
from Mr. Platt, the John E. Milholland 
movement, strongly backed by Mr. Plattina 
published interview, came into the field to 
replace the Thirty’s organization. 

Mr. Milholland built up quite a following, 
but when the time came for the State Com- 
mittee to consider its claims, Mr. Platt had 
found that his Milholland movement would 
not stand, and without a single word of ex- 
planation to Mr. Milholland, -he deserted 
the camp and swung into line for the Thirty. 
This change was brought about by sheer 
Party necessity. ° 

Such a necessity may compel Mr. Platt to

question. Political leaders of a certain 
kind are at a discount now, and even the 
leadership of Mr. Platt is not as secure in 
some quarters as he might wish it. 

Mr. Platt would like to control Repub- 
lican patronage here in this city, but in his 
way he finds a very fearless gentleman in 
the Mayor's chair, who will not be 
“bossed’”” by Mr. Platt or any other poli- 
tician. The best Republican sentiment is 
behind Mayor Strong in party matters, just 
@s it was behind the Thirty when Mr. 
Platt was pushing the Milholland move- 
ment, and it was the force of that senti- 
ment that compelled Mr. Platt to instruct 
his State Committee to recognize the 
Thirty’s County Committee as the only Re- 
publican organization of this city. 

As already indicated in The New-York 
Times, old machine leaders like Jacob M. 
Patterson and Police Commissioner Mur- 
ray have labored with the Mayor imme- 
diately to appOint some of their friends to 
office in the hope that such action would 
aid them in bringing about Mr. Brookfield’s 
defeat. It is also known that the Mayor 
has plainly told such politicians that he 
would not use his office in any way to aid 
one faction or the other, while at the same 
time he assured them that personally he 
would like very much to see Mr. Brook- 
field re-elected. There is no doubt what- 
ever that in his private capacity Mr. Strong 
4s for Mr. Brookfield. This is but natural, 
for Messrs. Strong and Brookfield are old 
friends, and, besides, Mr. Brookfield was 
one of the first to advocate the nomination 
ef Mr. Strong. 

The Board of Aldermen, as it stands to- 
@ay, is practically controlled by Mr. Platt, 
but it has little in the way of patronage. 
There have been whispers that if Mr. 
Strong didn’t “act right” with the old 
machine men, the Republican Board 
of Aldermen would “see about it.” But if 
there is anything in this at all, it is noth- 
ing more than a silly threat. 

William H. Ten Eyck, the new Chief 
Clerk of the Common Council, was elected 
a delegate to the new Republican County 
Committee from the Thirtieth Distriet, but 
Office holders are not eligible, so the dele- 
gation of the district elected Archibald 8. 
Wan Orden in his place last night. 

Mayor’s Marshal Healey was a delegate 
from the Twenty-ninth Assembly District, 
aud his place was filled last might by the 
election of John J. Smith. Both these men 
are Platt men. 

A successor will be chosen in the delega- 
tion from the Twenty-third District in 
place of Commissioner of Accounts Leh- 
maier. He is a Brookfield man, but his 
place will be filled by a Platt man, the 
majority of the delegation being in control 
cf Platt’s friends. 

Ex-Postmaster Van Cott is pushing Ed- 
ward Lauterbach as a candidate for the 
Chairmanship. 
delegate from the Eighth District. Mr. 
Lauterbach is a resident of the Twenty- 
“first District, and was in last year’s County 
Committee from that district. To this year’s 
committee a solid delegation for Mr. Brook- 
field, was elected by the Twenty-first. 

As a result of the election of Mr. Lauter- 
bach from the Highth there is a revolt 
against Mr. Van Cott in his district. Rep- 
resentatives of thirteen out of the sixteen 
election districts in the Eighth Assembly 
District situated in the Highth Ward met 
last night at 276 Spring Street, Hudson 
Hall, and openly denounced Mr. Van Cott 
for his methods, although Mr. Lauterbach’s 
name was not mentioned. John R, Vezeller 
presided. 

In the speeches it was claimed that Mr. 
Van Cott, at the Assembly District Con- 
vention, had violated the Constitution by not 
having the election by ballot. It was viva 
voce. The result of the meeting was the 
formation of the Eighth Ward Republican 
Club, with Frederick Streicher as President. 
All the members are for Mr. Brookfield. 
Some followers of Mr. Van Cott made a 
slight disturbance in the rear of the halt 
at the meeting last night, and the police 
put them out. The new club enrolled fifty- 
three members.

ABSOLUTELY PURE 


POLICEMEN IN A SALOON FIGHT 


Two Refused to Pay for Drinks Ordered, 
and a Row, in Which Pistols 
Were Used, Follc wed. 


Two bruised and battered policemen in 
citizen’s dress were taken to the Tombs 
Police Court yesterday to answer charges 
of disorderly conduct that Casper Iba, a 
saloon keeper at 255 Bowery, made against 
them. The policemen were Charles I. 
Shields and John J. Sullivan of the Mul- 
berry Street Station. 

Having a day off, they went to Iba’s sa- 
loon, and after quarreling with the propri- 
etor they quarreled with each other. Dur- 
ing the quarrel they fired their revolvers at 
the crowd in the place and nearly bit off 
the bartender’s ear and the finger of an un- 
lucky onlooker. 

The policemen ordered drinks three times 
and then refused to pay for them. The bar- 
tender insisted upon being paid, but the 
officers laughed at him and demanded more 
liquor. The barkeeper ordered them from 
the place, and got a billy to enforce his 
order. 

The policemen seized their pistols and be- 
gan shooting indiscriminately. 

The bartender grappled with one of them 
and a man in the saloon with the other, 
while a large crowd that was attracted by 
the noise looked on. Suddenly the bar- 
keeper yelled that his ear had been bitten 
off and the other man that his finger was 
gone. 

At this stage of the trouble polisemen en- 
tered, arrested the two members of the 
force, and restored order. . 

They were taken before Sergt. Holcom 
at the Tenth Precinct Station, to which 
they belonged, and their shields were taken 
from them. The men were then taken to 
the Tombs Police Court, with an immense 
crowd following. Justice McMahon held 
them in $500 bail each for examination. 

Shields, who was formerly a truck driver, 
has been on the force about two years. Sul- 
livan, who was formerly a barkeeper, has 
been on the force since last June. Both 
were appointed under civil service rules. 
Superintendent Byrnes suspended them both 
yesterday afternoon. 

While the stories in relation to the quar- 
rel differ somewhat, and those about the 
saloon were unwilling to talk about the 
matter, it is admitted by all who are con- 
versant with the affair that the policemen 
were drunk when they entered the saloon, 
and did their best to inflict injury on those 
whom they found in the place. 


DISCUSSED NATIONS AND THEIR RULERS 


Frank Moss Speaks of Local Affairs 
to the Evangelical Alliance. 


“Nations and Their Rulers’? was the 
principal topic at yesterday’s meeting of 
the Evangelical Alliance held at Marble 
Collegiate Church.

—Snowballs for Freshmen, 


PRINCETON, N.J., Jan. 9.--The rule which 
prohibits hazing at the college seems to be 
lightly regarded by some of the students. 
Last night a party of juniors who had been 
drinking during the evening compelled two 
sophomores to make stump speeches for 
their amusement. The victims protested 
against such treatment, but as they were 
greatly outnumbered, concluded to make 
the most of a bad matter and quietly sub- 
mitted. 

Percy Lee Gallagher was compelled to 
stand on a chair and take off his coat, while 
his tormentors plied him with the most 
ridiculous questions. 

The sophomores keep stacks of snowballs 
in corvenient places and a freshman is 
never quite at ease while going his rounds, 
especially after dark. The seniors are keep- 
ing a close lookout for infractions of the 
rules, but no hazer has been caught so far. 


Ex-Assemblyman Donohue Dead. 


PATERSON, N J., Jan. 9.—Ex-Assembly- 
man John Donohue died at the Home for 
Incurables at Ridgewood, this morning.

SCHOOL BOARD ELECTION 


C. H. Knox Re-elected President 
‘Without Open Opposition. 


PROPOSED ISSUE OF BUILDING BONDS 


How The New-York Times Obtained 
of Mr. 
Report on the Condition 


a Synopsis Snyder’s 


of the Schools. 


Charles H. Knox was re-elected President 
of the Board of Education yesterday. There 
Seemed to be no doubt among the members 
of the board before the meeting was called 
to order as to the result of the election. 

There were twenty ballots cast. Fifteen 
were for Mr. Knox and five were blank. 

The members of the faction opposed to 
Mr. Knox’s re-election preferred to cast 
blank ballots rather than to place in the 


field an opposition candidate, who was cer- 
tain to be defeated. Although there was 
a strong opposition on the part of the 
minority to electing as President of the 
board a man closely identified with Tam- 
many Hall, it did not seem advisable to 
make an open resistance, 

Every member of the board was in his 
seat except Commissioner Charles Strauss 
when the meeting was called to order. Mr. 
Strauss did not enter the room until after 
the election had taken place. 

President Knox called Commissioner Holt 
to the chair to preside while the balloting 
was taking place, 

Commissioner Goulden nominated Mr. 
Knox. It was good policy, he said, to re- 
nominate and re-elect a man to office who 
had proved himself in every way efficient. 
He then named Mr. Knox. Miles O’Brien 
announced that there were no other nom- 
inations, 

After the balloting, Mr. Knox thanked the 
board in a few words for his election. “I 
have never allowed nationality, creed, or 
politics to influence my actions in the least 
while I have been President of this board,”’ 
he said. “IT pledge that my attitude 
shall be the same in the future. It will be 
my care that every member of the board 
shall be treated fairly.” 

Mr. Knox said that, while he thought 
that some mistakes had been made by 
those who criticised the Board of Educa- 
tion, he was glad, nevertheless, that the 
public was giving more attention to educa- 
tional matters. This interest, he thought, 
more than anything else, would lead to an 
increase of appropriations, 

Arthur McMullin was then re-elected 
Clerk of the board by a unanimous vote. 

A letter from the Teachers’ Mutual Bene- 
fit Association, which is to give an enter- 
tainment at Madison Square Garden on Feb. 
9, was then read. The association requested 
each member of the board to furnish a por- 
trait and short sketch of his life to the 
association for use in a souvenir of the 
entertainment. It was voted to comply with 
the request of the association so far as 
possible. 

The Board of Delegates of Building Trades 
requested that the Board of Education 
should name a time when it would confer 
with a committee from their organization 
relative to work on schools. The request 
was referred to the Committee on Buildings. 

The Manhattan Single-Tax Club also asked 
for a hearing. It has a petition it wishes 
to present. The board decided to send a 
letter asking that the petition be sent in, 
in order that the board might know for 
what purpose the conference was desired. 

Mr. Moriarty introduced a resolution in 
memory of the late Eugene Kelly, o, he 
said, had been one of the stanchest friends 
of education in the city. 

The routine business then went along 
smoothly until the report of Commissioner 
Livingston was read. The report recom- 
mend that the Legislature be requested 
to authorize a further issue of $5,000,000 of 
schoolhouse bonds. Accompanying Mr. Liv- 
ingston’s report was a schedule on which 
he based his,statement that an issue of 
$5,000,000 of additional bonds was necessary 
to meet the needs of the board for the 
next three years. 

A prolonged discussion followed. Commis- 
sioner Hunt said that the fact that the 
population of the city continually shifted, 
making the schools in one place overcrowd- 
ed while in other places they were not filled, 
gave rise to some of the complaints that 
school facilities in the city were inade- 
quate. Accommodations could usually be 
had for all the children, he maintained, if 
some of them were willing to walk half a 
mile. He thought, however, on the whole, 
that a bond issue of $5,000,000 was not too 
great. 

The question was finally referred to the 
Committees on Sites and Buildings, jointly, 
with instructions to report at the next meet- 
ing of the board. 

Gustav Slaubenmuller was then elected 
Assistant ‘Superintendent. He received 15 
votes, 

The report of C. Q. J. Snyder, Superin- 
tendent of School Buildings, on the charge 
made by Charles C. Wehrum, when he was 
a member of the Board of Education, was 
submitted to the board, and was ordered to 
be printed in the minutes. 

An outline of the report has been pub- 
lished in The New-York Times. 

The report confirms the statements made 
by The New-York Times that many schools 
in the city are in an unsanitary condition, 
and in many instances unfit or dangerous 
for school purposes. 

A letter written by Mr. Snyder on Jan. 4 
to the board was pinned to the copy of his 
extended report, when it was passed about 
among the reporters at the meeting yester- 
day. In this letter Mr. Snyder intimated, 
perhaps unintentionally, that the synopsis 
of his report published in The New-York 
Times Jan. 3 was not obtained in a manner 
satisfactory to himself. 

The data for the summary of the report 
were obtained by a reporter from Superin- 
tendent Snyder, and, consequently, with his 
full knowledge and consent. It happened 
that Superintendent Snyder was dictating 
his report to a stenographer when the re- 
porter called at his office, and he courte- 
ously invited the latter to take notes as he 
dictated them. When Superintendent Sny- 
der had concluded, he very kindly went 
over the ground which the reporter had not 
heard, thus enabling the reporter to get a 
complete and fair synopsis of his report, so 
far as it related to buildings under investi- 
gation by this paper. 

Superintendent Snyder was informed by 
the reporter that the latter was not a 
stenographer, and he thereupon dictated 
slowly, so:that the reporter could obtain 
complete notes.

New Kind of Detective Work Used in 
Watching Railway Trainmen. 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Jan. 9.—A large 
number of conductors and trainmen have 
recently been discharged from the New- 
York Central and Rome, Watertown and 
Ogdensburg Railroads, more particularly the 
latter. This is the result of investigations 
as to the habits of the conductors and 
trainmen. The well-known “ spotter’’ has 
been employed, but, in addition, another 
system has been tried, with some undisput- 
able results—namely, the use of the camera, 

A case has just occurred where the camera 
has caused the discharge of two trainmen 
on the Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg 
Road. Drinking while on duty is a viola- 
tion of the.rules of the company. These 
two men were suspected of breaking this 
rule, so a ‘‘spotter’’ was detailed to watch 
them. When the train on which they 
worked reached Watertown and stopped for 
a few moments, the first thing they did was 
to step into a near-by saloon. The spot- 
ter and the camera did the rest. A few 
days afterward the two men were requested 
to call upon Superintendent E. G. Russell 
of Watertown, wnere they were questioned 
about their habits. They claimed they had 
never violated the rule in question, where- 
upon they were shown the pictures taken 
while in the act.

Maritime Association Considering 
Supplemental. Legislation.

CONSULTED SUPT. BYRNES 


Action of the Police Board After Hear- 
ing from Mayor Strong. 


ORDERS 10 HAVE THE LAWS ENFORCED 


_— 


Attention Called to the Sanitary Code 


and Disorderly Resorts—-Super- 
intendent Meets and Ad- 


monishes Captains. 


What took place at the secret conference 
between the Police Commissioners and May- 
cr Strong in the City Hall Tuesday was 
partly disclosed yesterday by the action of 
the Commissioners in an executive session 
of the board. 

Mayor Strong no doubt spoke plainly to 
the Commissioners, for they were spurred 
into-unwonted activity. President. Martin, 


as soon as:he reached Headquarters, in- 
formed his colleagues that an executive ses- 
sion of the board would be held to discuss 
the matters called to its attention by the 
Mayor. 

The Commissioners met in Commissioner 
Murray’s room with closed and guarded 
doors. Shortly after they came together 
Superintendent Byrnes was sent for. This 
Was a rather unusual proceeding, and 
caused considerable comment at Headquar- 
ters. For a long time the relations between 
two of the Commissioners, Messrs. Martin 
and Sheehan, and the Superintendent have 
been somewhat strained, and the board had 
attempted to ignore the Superintendent 
when it came to a question of consultation. 

The change of front was, in consequence, 
more than noticeable, and was doubtless 
due to Mayor Strong’s remarks. It was 
the first time Superintendent Byrnes met 
with the Commissioners since his appear- 
@nce as a witness before the Senate com- 
mittee. The meeting, however, was 
pleasant. 

The executive session lasted over an 
hour, and the action of the Commissioners, 
as indicated by the resolutions adopted; 
shows that they have concluded to advise 
With the Superintendent and ask his coun- 
sel and opinion on matters within his 
province.’ After. the meeting President 
Martin gave out the following as the unan- 
imous action of the board: : 


Resolved, That the attention of the Super- 
intendent be called to the verbal statement 
of the Mayor to the Commissioners of Po- 
lice at his office on the Sth inst., relative to 
the throwing of ashes and garbage on the 
sidewalks and the public streets, particular- 
ly in the tenement districts, and that re- 
ceptacles are not provided for such material 

accordance with the provisions of the 
Sanitary Code, and that he be directed to 
take all measures within his power for the 
enforcement of the ordinances and Sanitary 
Code, and to report what, if any, amend- 
Ments -shouid, in his opinion, be made to 
such laws and ordinances for their better 
enforcement. 

The attention of the Commissioners was 
also called by the Mayor at said confer- 
ence to the complaints in the public press 
of the generai laxity in the enforcement of 
the laws relative to the suppression of 
gambling houses, policy shops, and otker 
disorderly houses since the adjournment 
of the Senate committtee;. therefore 

Resolved, That the Superintendent be di- 
tected to make a thorough investigation 
of the statements made in the public press 
and report to the Board ef Police the re- 
sult of such investigation; 

Resolved, That the Superintendent be di- 
rected to ‘request the editor of the news- 
paper in -which: such. articles appeared to 

rnish him in detail with the informa- 


tion of the existence of the places to whieh 


he has -referred. 

Two complaints which had been received 
by the Mayor in regard to disorderly houses 
on the west side, and by him placed in 
the hands of the Commissioners, were re- 
ferred to the Superintendent for :nvestiga- 
tion and report. 

The Superintendent told the Commission- 
ers that under the peculiar circumstances 
surrounding the case of Capt. Max F. 
Schmittberger, who is under indictment for 
taking a bribe, he did not consider it for 
the good of the service that the Captain 
should have command of so important a 
precinct as the Nineteenth, «ommonly 
known as the ‘“ Tenderloin,’’ and that he 
considered his efficiency impaired by the 
Charges pending against him. For these 
reasons he recommended the transfer of 
Capt. Schmittberger to the Thirty-fifth, or 
King’s Bridge, Station, where he would not 
be so much in evidence before the public. 

Mr. Byrnes also recommended the trans- 
fer of Capt. Patrick H. Pickett from the 
East Eighty-eighth Street Station to the 
‘West Thirtieth Street Station, in place of 
Schmittberger, and Capt. George Wash- 
burn from the King’s Bridge Station to 
the command of the East Bighty-eighth 
Street Station. These transfers were made 
by the unanimous vote of the Commission- 
ers, and the changes will take effect at 8 
A. M, to-day. 

Capt. Pickett has an excellent record in 
the department. He has been a member of 
the force since 1865, and was made a Cap- 
tain Dec. 23, 1892. 

In response to orders sent out by tele- 
graph on Tuesday night, all the command- 
ing officers of precincts assembled in -the 
office of Superintendent Byrnes immediately 
after the adjournment of the board and 
listened to a iecture from the executive 
head of the department. The Superintend- 
ent did not mince matters with his sub- 
ordinates, but gave them to understand 
that they must see to it that all the laws 
‘ere enforced in the precincts. He called 
their attention particularly to the rumors 
that gambling houses, poolrooms, and pol- 
icy shops had been allowed to reopen in 
this city. While he did not believe there 
was any truth in these statements, yet he 
was going to make a most rigid investiga- 
tion, and if he found that any Captain had 
neglected his duty or had failed to enforce 
the laws, he would put him on trial. He also 
called the attention of the Captains to the 
resolutions passed by the board. 

While the powers of the Superintendent 
have not been enlarged, it is to be inferred 
that Mr. Byrnes will have less interference 
from the Commissioners in’ the future. 

None of the Commissioners would talk 
about what took place at the meeting with 
the Superintendent, except to refer to the 
official minutes. They all entered a general 
denial of the published statement that the 
Mayor had asked any or all of them to re- 
sign. 


TO INSIST UPON CLEAN STREETS

The Mayor Will Consult with the 
Heads of Depurtment This Afternoon. 


Mayor Strong gave much of his atten- 
tion yesterday to the subject of street 
cleaning. He proposes that the streets shall 
be kept clean if thore is ary possible way 
of doing it. 

One result of his inquiries yesterday was 
the calling of a conference to be held in 

{gs office at 3 o’clock this afternoon, of the 
four Police Commissioners, Superintendent 
Byrnes, the members of the ‘Board of 
Health, Commissioner Andrews, at present 
in charge of the Street-Cleaning Depart- 
ment, and Coil. Georga E. Waring, Jr., who 
will succeed Mr. Andrews Jan. 15. 

This conference wil] discuss the best 
means of immediately improving the pres- 
ent condition of the streets, 

One of the reasons why Mayor Strong 
summoned the Police Commissioners to his 

_ office on ‘Tuesday is found in the condition 
of the streets. He wanted to know just

should co-operate in the work of street 
cleaning. He desire? to learn, also, why the 
department was not co-operating. ‘ 

The Mayor watts the ordinances relating 
to the proper receptacles for ashes and 
garbage and the littering of the streets en- 
forced better than they have been. 

After the meeting of the Police 
yesterday, Superintendent Byrnes, Presi- 
dent Martin, and Commissioner Murray 
Went to the Mayor's office and had another 
talk with him upon the subject of street 
cleaning. They told him what had been 
done by the board as a result of his sugges- 
tions. 

It was after his talk with Messrs. Mat- 
tin, Murray, and Byrnes that Mayor Strong 
decided to call the conference for this aft- 
ernoon, 

Col. Wamng called on the Mayor soon 
after the Police Commissioners had taken 
their departure. Mayor Strong administered 
the oath of office as Street-Cleaning Com- 
missioner to Col. Waring and gave him his 
commission, which will take effect next 
Tuesday. To the reporters Col. Waring said 
he would not have anything to say for 
publication about changes in the Street- 
Cleaning Department until next Thursday. 

There was a story that the Mayor had 
summoned all the head officials of the 
Street-Cleaning Department as it is now 
constituted to his office yesterday after- 
noon, but they did not put in an appearance. 
The fact was that it had been the Mayor’s 
intention to have Commissioner Andrews 
and Major Throckmorton, superintendent of 
the stables, and some of the other depart- 
ment Officials before him to answer the 
charges made against them by the Central 
Labor Union. It was understood, however, 
that the Central Labor Union’s committee 
could not be present, and the Mayor turned 
all the documents in the case over to Col. 
Waring, with a request that they be in- 
vestigated after Col. Waring takes charge 
of the department. , 

Weather Forecaster Dunn of the United 
States Weather Bureau called on the Mayor 
yesterday and suggested that he should 
furnish the Street-Cleaning Department 
with immediate warnings of threatened 
storms, so that the Commissioner can gov- 
ern himself accordingly, especially in case 
of snowstorms. The Mayor thought this 
a good idea, and Mr. Dunn will con- 
sult with Col. Waring. Mayor Strong said: 

“The Signal. Service can give something 
like ten hours notice of an approaching 
storm, and such information could be used 
by the Street-Cleaning Commissioner to 
make the necessary preparations to meet 
such an emergency as might be created by 
a heavy fall of snow. The extra force 
needed could be notified to be in readiness 
and could be put to work at the earliest 
possible moment.

Mr. Worth has been “busy” for ‘two ‘months 
in. politites, and he visited Albany last week 
returned he let it be known that he ‘was 
the agént in Brooklyn for Thomas C. Platt, 
and that no one would get any political 
plums in Kings County unless sanctioned by 
him. 

He has been one of the most prominent 
politicians in Brooklyn for years.

of a Naval Reserve to Coast Defense.’’ 

The inspection was held by Adjt. Gen. 
I. A. McAlpin and his staff, who were gen 
erous in their praises of the efficiency of 
Commander Miller and his command, 

The members of the battalion, 350 strong, 
listened with great interest to Capt. Tay- 
lor’s lecture. Capt. Taylor said that a con- 
sideration of the forces Mable to attack the 
United States coast and of the means of 
defense against such attack would indicate 
logically the amount and kind of auxiliary 
and supplementary work which would fall 
within the province of a naval reserve. 

The field of action for a naval reserve, he 
said, is a large one in any country. In this 
country it is vast. England, France, and 
the United States offer the largest field of 
work for a volunteer naval reserve. Rus- 
sia’s recessed position as a maritime power 
and various other conditions peculiar to 
Mediterranean nations cause a naval re- 
serve to be of less importance in those 
countries. 

The lecturer sketched a general plan for 
naval reserves in war time on the Long 
Island section of the coast, and stated that 
this plan would apply with slight modifica- 
tions to all sections of the coast. from 
Chesapeake Bay to Nova Scotia. 

The details of the plan, he said, and the 
changes and effects peculiar to the vari- 
ous localities of Long Island and vicinity 
could not be discussed in public, but the 
general idea could be given, and the private 
information now withheld could be fur- 
nished, when preparing for actual war, to 
the officers charged with the defense of im- 
portant localities in case of an attack by a 
superior naval force. 


The regular navy would be fully em- 


ployed in the management of the fleet, and 
would have few officers to spare for the 
inner line of naval defense. This work 
would fall upon such organization as should 
have fitted itself for the work in time of 
peace. As far as can be seen now, that or- 
ganization would be the Naval Reserve, 
whether known under that name or under 
the name of Naval Militia. This inner de- 
fense would be carried on principally by 
vessels and boats improvised from large 
pleasure yachts and tugboats and coast 
steamers, which, combined, would form a 
large armed flotilla, or what has been 
known in history as a ** Mosquito Fleet.”’ 

Other duties, he said, would fall upon the 
Naval Reserves in case a long-continued 
war should cause the sending of a large im- 
provised force to the high seas, and their 
ability. and previous training would: un- 
doubtedly make them valuable on such oc- 
¢casion; but under no circumstance could 
their duties be so important as in organiz- 
ing a great “‘ Mosquito Fleet,” perfecting its 
administration and discipline, and using it 
effectively as an arm af coast defense. 

Capt. Taylor took as a possible example 
the gathering of the flotilla in Peconic Bay 
at Robbins Island, in case that locality 
were settled upon as a point from which 
to strike at an enemy’s fleet in Gardiner’s 
Bay, and make occupation of it hazardous 
and perhaps impossible. Such duties as 
these would be most likely to fall upon the 
‘Mosquito Fieet,’’ for the regular navy 
force would, in all probability, be obliged 
to ‘withdraw from this or any other im- 
portant strategic point, if the enemy, with 
its much superior strength, should threaten 
a serious attack. 

The lecturer discussed briefly the strateg- 
ical and ‘tactical significance of Long Island 
in any operations upon the coast which 
should have New-York as an objective, and 
touched upon such points eoncerning it as 
were not in the nature of official secrets. 
His deductions were made from the studies 
on coast defense carried on at the Naval 
War College as part of the course in the 
science of war. 

These deductions indicated the great value 
of a ** Mosquito Fleet”’ in making it diffi- 
cult for an enemy’s fleet to secure a con- 
venient position for his naval base, without 
which serious occupation, investment, or 
blockade would not be practicable for him. 
Under the circumstances, the valde of this 
fleet would depend almost entirely upon 
that concert of action which can be ob- 
tained only by training and a severe disci- 
pline. Here will be found the key to the 
difficulty. ‘‘ We shall have in the Naval Re. 
serves,” he said, ‘“‘ great intelligence and 
high qualities of leadership, courage, and 
patriotism; but to obtain that abnegation of 
self and perfect subordination which are ab- 
solutely essential to thorough discipline and 
efficiency, is a most difficult. task. Upon 
this all depends, and toward this the work 
of the Naval Militia during peace’ should 
converge.” 

fhe lecturer spoke highly of the valuable 
work now being carried on under the able 
leadership of Commander Miller in learning 
the coast and its interior waters, and in be- 
coming familiar with all the duties of scout- 
ing, signaling, and defending the interior 
channels, 

He repeated that his lecture concerned 
only the Naval Reserve’s field of work in 
coast. defense. He did not doubt: that: in 
time to come there would be other work. 
Without considering the country’s future in 
the Pacific, one has only to look at its geo- 
graphical and commercial position with ref- 
erence to the regions of the South in order 
to see that the Gulf of Mexico, the channels 
of the West Indies; and the coast of the 
Caribbean must soon possess for the people 
an interest which in the.very nature of 
things will be intense and vital. 

Capt. Taylor closed by assuring the Naval 
Militia that -whenever the studies at the 
War College touched upon subjects of inter- 
est to the Naval Militia. he would be glad, 
subject to the Navy Department’s approval, 
to place at its. disposal any of the deduc- 
tions which might bear upon its work, and 
thus assist in directing into the most ef- 
fective channels its valuable and patriotic 
efforts. 

Capt. Taylor succeeded Capt. Mahan as 
President of the Naval War College at 
Newport, which was organized by the Gov- 
ernment for the purpose of providing a post- 
graduate course for naval officers in the 
science of coast defense. 

At the conclusion of the lecture, which 
was highly appreciated by all who heard it, 
a supper was ‘served at which felicitous re- 
marks were made in abundance.. 

Among those present were Admiral Erben, 


Admiral Meade and his staff, Commander 


Sicard, and many officers'from the Navy. 
and the Na Guard of the State. 
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BOARD OF TRADE ON LOCAL REFORM 


Lexow Committee Thanked-—Attitude on the 
(treater New-York Plan—The New 
Mayor Complimented. 


At the meeting of the Board of Trade and 
Transportation yesterday a resolution was 
adopted thanking the Lexow committee for 
its work. G. Waldo Smith proposed that 
the Legislature be asked to empower the 
Mayor to appoint a committee for further 
investigation of the city departments. 

It was decided to ask Mr. Strong if he 
wished such power. 

Resolutions complimentary to Mayor 
Strong and promising him support were 
adopted, 

Herbert Booth King offered a series of 
resolutions regarding Greater New-York 
plans, which the board reduced to the fol- 
lowing: 


Resolved, That the Board of Trade and 
Transportation approves the recommenda- 
tion of Gov. Morton that the Legislature 
authorize the appointment of a commission 
to frame a charter adapted to the needs 
of the Greater New-York. 

Resolved, That a committee of ten be ap- 
pointed by the President, of which commit- 
tee he shall be one, to formulate, digest, 
recommend, suggest, and advocate the pas- 
sage by the Legislature of suitable meas- 
ures rst approved by the board, which 
shall embrace such general plan for mu- 
nicipal consolidation, with such details as 
shall, in the opinion of such committee, best 
conduce to the establishment of a Munici- 
pal Government for such vonsoliilated city, 
founded upon the most advanced and liberal 
principles, with such defined powers and 
with such subdivisions of boards and offi- 
cers as shall best promote economy and 
efficiency of government and the develop- 
ment of the interests of the people of such 
consolidated city. 


Lloyd I. Seaman offered a_ resolution, 
which was adopted, éavoring single Com- 
missioners for each of the city departments. 
The bills in Albany to regulate telephone 
charges were approved. It was announced 
that at the annual dinner of the Chamber, 
Jan. 23, Secretaty of the Navy Herbert and 
Senator Lexow, would be among the speak- 
ers. 

At the election of Directors three classes 
of twelve members each were chosen, to 
serve for one, two, and three years, re- 
spectively. There was no opposition. 


THE PLANS OF EY-MAYOR GILROY 


Finds It Irksome with Nothing to Do 
-—A Trip in Contemplation. 


Ex-Mayor Thomas F. Gilroy visits the 
down-town section of the city every day and 
passes a few hours at the office of his son 
John J. Gilroy in the Potter Building. The 
ex-Mayor has not as yet made any arrange- 
ments to go into business. He finds idle- 
ness very irksome, however, and will not 
long remain out of active work of some 
sort. To a reporter for The New-York 
Times he said, yesterday: 

“TIT cannot say anything about my business 
plazs for the future, for I have none as 
yet. Having been under the strain of con- 
stant work for many years past, I cannot 
get used to having nothing to do, and I do 
not enjoy idleness. I will probably go away 
some time soon for a month or two, and 
after my return I will find something to 
occupy my attention. 

‘“*T would like very much to go to Europe, 
but my plans as to my trip are not settled 
and I cannot say whether I will go South or 
to Europe at this time. I may start next 
week and I may not.” 

Asked as to whether he was going to 
participate in politics, he said: 

“IT will take no active part in politics, 
but, of course, I will always remain a mem-* 
ber of the Democratic Party and of Tam- 
many :-Hall. That goes without the saying. 
But If shall “fio longer engage actively - in 
‘polities. I am getting too old. My name 
may not appear on the next list of Tam- 
many’s General Committee, although, as I 
say, I will always remain with the organiza- 
tion.’”’ 

Mrs. Gilroy will accompany the ex-Mayor 
on his trip. 


BIG STONE FALLS THREE STORIES 


Passers By in Nassau Street Narrowly 
Escape the Big Block, 


A granite blocl® weighing over two tons 
fell from the third story of the American 
Tract Society Building, in course of erec- 
tion opposite The New-York Times Building, 
yesterday afternoon and crashed through 
the three-inch planking covering the bridge 
over the sidewalk. Several passers by had 
narrow escapes from being crushed. 

Just before the block fell upon the side- 
walk Kenyon Stow of Bensonhurst, L. I., 
had passed the spot. He was enveloped in 
a cloud of dust and flying splinters of the 
broken planking. He escaped without in- 
jury. Following behind him was J. A. 
Weisert, a compositor in The Tribune office, 
who also escaped unhurt. A woman who 
was near the spot narrowly escaped the 
descending stone. 

John Brown, who lives at 123 Third Ave- 
nue, was found lying in a dazed condition 
on the sidewalk just after the accident, and 
it was supposed that he had neceived fatal 
injuries. He had been overcome by shock 
and quickly recovered. 

The accident was due to the giving way 
of a grappling iron, used in hoisting, when 
the workmen were about to swing the stone 
into position. 


THE BURGLARS LOCKED THE SAFE 


& Defiance Bank Robbed—The Loss 


Not Discovered for Three Days. 


DEFIANCE, Ohio, Jan. 9.—The Merchants’ 
National Bank of this city was broken into 
by burglars Monday evening and about 
$20,000 secured. The burglars opened the 
combination of the vault, and then blew the 
small safe inside the vault to pieces.

CAPT. MARTENS INTERROGATED 


Assistant District Attorney Lindsay 
Hopes for Ample Evidence of 


the Industry of the 


Jurors, 


Inspector Alexander S. Williams, who 
claimed that he vindicated himself before 
the Lexow committee, was the subject of a 
preliminary investigation by the Extraordi- 
nary Grand Jury yesterday. Before the 


week is out the inquisition will have consid- 
ered all that has been charged against this 
cynically jocose and defiant member of the 
‘Police Department. 

The jury. sat on the first floor of the Crim- 
inal Courts Building, in the quarters intend- 
ed for the sessions of the Tomb Police Court. 
Leakage . of..information. from the Grand 
Jury room: was rendered difficult by man} 
precautions against it. The jurors would 
not countenance any attempt at probing, 
and court attendants and witnesses were 
cautioned to make no revelations. 

District Attorney Fellows sent word from 
his house that he had an attack of grip, so 
there was no change in the representation 
of the people before this Grand Jury. 

Ex-Surrogate Daniel G. Rollins and Austen 
G, Fox went into the jury room, where \was 
Assistant District Attorney John D. Lindsay, 
who had ‘such of the testimony taken before 
the Lexow committee as related to the in- 
vestigation of charges against members of 
the police force and police officials. 

Among the witnesses summoned were L. 
W. Howe, the official stenographer of the 
Lexow committee; Capts. Max F. Schmitt- 
berger of the Thirty-fifth Precinct and F. 
W. Martens of the Twenty-first Precinct; 
Superintendent C. G. West of the Compagnie 
Générale Transatlantique; Louis Streep, who 
alleged that Anthony Comstock received 
$1,000 to abstain from prosecuting a charge 
of dealing in lottery literature; Policeman 
Henry Shill, Capt. James K. Price’s ward 
man in the Twentieth Precinct, and several 
other policemen with station house blotters 
of the Twenty-sécond Precinct. 

_ Although there were many rumors in re- 
gard to these witnesses and the evidence 
they furnished, it was inferred when, at 
1:30 P. M., the Grand Jury adjourned to 
meet at 10:30 A. M, to-day, that only a few 
of them were examined. 

Capt. Schmittberger, when he went away, 
said he had not been before the Grand 
Jury. He had gone over the testimony al- 
ready taken down. and had amended it 
and made additions. 

Capt. Martens was, however, closely in- 
terrogated, and, when he left to answer a 
summons to Police Headquarters, it was 
understood that he was under instructions 
to return to-day. 

Stenographer Howe was called to authen- 
ticate the transcripts of the testimony that 
was produced. Superintendent West ap- 
peared to tell what he knew of the giving of 
$500 to Capt. Schmittberger by Agent For- 
get. 

The presence of Capt. Price’s ward man 
indicated a line of inquiry on the collec- 
tion of assessments; and the blotters of 
Capt. W..R. Haughey’s command that the 
charge that he: protected Matilda Herrman 
wasunder consideration. 

Mr. Lindsay would not say if evidence was 
presented: -on- which. Police: Commissioner 
John C. Sheehan might be indicted for pro- 
tecting gamblers or discuss the course of 
the day’s inquiry. He said that, while the 
public had an intense interest in the doings 
of this Grand Jury, it would be imprudent 
and perilous for any official to give an 
inkling of what was being done. 

He hoped that, as the investigation pro- 
ceeded, there would be ample evidence of 
the industry of the jurors and the represent- 
atives of the people, and that In no case 
had influence to save guilty persons been 
successfully invoked. 


THE UNDERSTANDING WAS MUTUAL 


Shown by Correspondence Between 
the Sub-Committee and Col. Fellows. 


Joseph Larocque, Charles C. Beaman, and 
Horace Porter, composing the sub-commit- 
tee of the Committee of Seventy, which had 
in charge the arrangements for the appoint- 
ment of special counsel to the Extraordi- 
nary Term of the Court of Oyer and Ter- 
miner, gave out yesterday the correspond- 
ence between the committee and District 
Attorney Fellows because of a wish to have 
its position understood. The following let- 
ter was sent to Col. Fellows on Jan. 5: 


Dear Sir: Referring to our conference 
with you on the subject of counsel to be se- 
lected to take charge of certain criminal 
actions and proceedings embraced in the 
resolutions adopted by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Committee of Sevénty Nov. 
16, 1894, we desire to put in writing for 
confirmation our understanding of the con- 
clusions reached. 

By the resoiutions referred to, the Gov- 
ernor was requested to require the Attor- 
ney General to attend in person or by depu- 
ty a Court of Oyer and Terminer, appoint- 
ed to be held in and for the City and Coun- 
ty of New-York on the first Monday of De- 
cember, 1894, and take charge in the said 
court and before the said Grand Jury of the 
Seow criminal actions and proceedings, 
viz.: 

First—All criminal actions and proceed- 
ings involving or relating to crimes com- 
mitted within the City and County of New- 
York against the elective franchise and vio- 
lations of the election laws, and, 

Second—All criminal actions and proceed- 
ings involving or relating to the misconduct 
in office of public officers of every descrip- 
tion in the City and County of New-York. 

These resolutions were presented to the 
Governor and application was made to him 
for the necessary requisition which he ex- 
pressed himself as willing to make with- 
out your concurrence. Upon your attention 
having been called to the situation, you 
promptly gave such concurrence, but before 
our communication reached the Governor, 
charges against you were presented by 
other parties, which the Governor consid- 
ered best to have disposed of first before 
acting on our application. 

These ‘charges were. subsequently heard 
and dismissed by the Governor. On con- 
sideration of the existing situation, we con- 
cluded it to be for the public interest that 
the conduct of the business in question 
should be confided to counsel proposed by 
us, and appointed by you on our nomina- 
tion, and we accordingly proposed the 
names of Daniel G. Rollins and Austen G. 
Fox, both of whom were acceptable to you 
and have been appointed by you as counsel 
to take charge of the criminal actions and 
pusounee embraced in the said resolu- 
tions, and who have consented to act in 
that capacity. 

It is also understood that. Mr. ‘Lindsay, 
one of your deputies, is to be placed at the 
service of these gentlemen in the conduct 
of the said actions and proceedings, and 
that you will yourself give such aid in the 
preparation and trial thereof as the counsel 
may desire. Kindly confirm the correctness 
of our understanding as above expressed. 


Col. Fellows’s reply, dated Jan. 7, is as 
follows: 


Gentlemen: Your letter of the 5th inst. 
received eee is an exact expression of 
the understanding we reached in our per- 
sonal interview. 


CHARGES AGAINST WEST DISMISSED 


Deputy Collector Baldwin Not Willing 
to Help Schmittberger Get Revenge. 


Deputy Collector Baldwin decided yes- 
terday that the charges filed by Police 
Captain Schmittberger’s relative against 
Charles West, Superintendent of the French 
Line of steamships, had not been substanti- 
ated. The case was accordingly dismissed. 

Mr. Baldwin looked inte the motive of

the charges as well as into their accuracy. 
He could not learn why, if Superintendent

SEEMED TO GLORY IN HIS CRIME 


Tuzikewicz, Who Murdered Balen- 
seifer, Said He Slept Well. 


Teufel Tuzikewicz, the murderer of 
Adolph Balenseifer, whom he shot in the 
office of Adolph Lissner, a notary public at 
238 Sixth Street, Tuesday night, seemed to 
glory in his crime as he was arraigned be- 
fore Justice Burke, in the Essex Market 
Police Court, yesterday. 

“TI had a good sleep last night,”’ he said, 
“the best in two months. I used to feel 
something going around in my head, which 
so annoyed me that I used to lie awake 
thinking of the mean way I had been 
swindled.”’ 

Insanity is the plea of the lawyer and 
friends of the prisoner. There seems to be 
evidence that he had planned to kill both 
Balenseifer and Lissner. 

Tuzikewicz paid Balenseifer $700 last Oc- 
tober for a half interest in a bakery at 485 
Third Avenue. The partnership papers were 
prepared by Lissner. Balenseifer took an- 
other partner a few weeks ago, which dis- 
pleased Tuzikewicz. 

The prisoner recovered a judgment for 
$700, but could not collect it, as Balenseifer 
had transferred his propetcy to his wife. 
This was the cause of the murder. 

Two letters found on the prisoner told 
of his wrongs and expressed his intention 
of killing his partner, the notary, and him- 
self. To Acting Capt. Wiegand, Tuzikewicz 
said that he was sorry he had not ended his 
own life. 

Justice Burke ordered Tuzikewicz to be 
committed to await the Coroner's action.

Gen. Duane’s Report on 


Done and in Progress. 


PLANS FOR STORAGE RESERVOIRS 


Work 


When the Croton Dam Is Completed 
There Will Be No Lack of 
Water for a Generation 


at Least. 


James C. Duane, President of the Aque 
duct Commission, handed to Mayor Strong 
yesterday a report showing the work ac- 
complished on the new aqueduct since its 
inception. A more detailed report, with 
maps, plans, and statistics, is in preparation 
and will be ready for publication in about 
three months. 

The first step in the direction of providing 
an increased supply of pure water for New-. 
York City was taken by the Senate, which, 
on Jan. 9, 18838, adopted a resolution au- 
thorizing the Mayor of the city to appoint 
five citizens, who, with himself, should ex- 
amine into a plan for an increased water 


supply and report to the Senate. Mayor 
Franklin Edson appointed Orlando B. Pot- 
ter, John T. Agnew, William Dowd, Amos 
F. Eno, and Hugh N. Camp, who on March 
7, 1883, advised the Legislature to construct 
an aqueduct in the Croton watershed. 

The Legislature on June 1, 1883, passed 
the Aqueduct act, creating a commission, 
consisting of the Mayor, Controller, and 
Commissioner of Public Works of the City, 
of New-York, and James C. Spencer, George 
W. Lane, and William Dowd. Franklin 
Edson was Mayor, Allan Campbell was 
Controller, and Hubert ©. Thompson was 
Commissioner of Public Works. Commis-— 
sioner Lane died on Dec. 30, 1883, and the 
Governor appointed Christopher C. Baldwin 
in his place. 

Contracts for the aqueduct from the Harm 
lem River to Croton Dam were awarded on 
Dec. 13, 1884, and under the Harlem River 
and to the gate house at One Hundred and 
Thirty-fifth Street on Jan. 28, 1886. 

The Legislature amended the Aqueduct 
act on May 13, 1886, by providing that the 
commission should thereafter consist of the 
Commissioner of Public Works of the City 
of New-York, James C. Spencer, C. C. Bald« 
win, and William Dowd,, and three compe< 
tent persons to be appointed within ten days 
after the passage of the act by the Govern- 
or. The Governor appointed as Aqueduct 
Commissioners Messrs. Oliver W. Barnesy 
Edgar L. Ridgway, and Hamilton Fish, 
Jr., who, on May 19, 1886, entered upon the 
duties of their office. The annual salary of 
the Commissioners was reduced from $8,000 
to $5,000 per annum. 

A contract was awarded on Dec. 19, 1887, 
for the construction of a dam on the east 
branch of the Croton River, in the Town 
of South East, Putnam County, N. Y., ta 
be known as “ Sodom Dam,” and a resolu-« 
tion was adopted by the Commissioners on 
Feb. 7, 1887, determining upon the construc- 
tion of a dam near the mouth of the Crotom 
River, to be known as the “ Quaker Bridge 
Dam.” A contract was awarded on May 
16, 1888, to the firm of O’Brien & Clark 
for the construction of the pipe line from 
the gate house at One Hundred and Thirty=- 
fifth Street and Convent Avenue to the 
proposed gate house in the Certral Park 
reservoir. 

The Legislature on July 23, 1888, agaim 
amended the Aqueduct act by providing 
that the commission should thereafter con< 
sist of the Mayor, the Controller, and the 
Commissioner of Public Works of the City 
of New-York, and four competent person@ 
appointed by the Mayor. 

Mayor Abram 8S. Hewitt, on Aug. 1, 1888, 
appointed Gen. James C. Duane, John 
J. Tucker, Francis M. Scott, and Wal- 
ter Howe Aqueduct Commissioners, and 
on that day a meeting was held of 
the commission as reorganized, at 
which were present Mayor Hewitt, Con- 
troller Theodore W. Myers, Gen. John New- 
ton, Commissioner of Public Works, and 
Commissioners Duane, Scott, and Howe. 

The Commission organized by the election 
of Gen. James C. Duane as President, John 
J. Tucker as Vice President, and John C. 
Sheehan as Secretary. Commissioners 
Duane and Tucker have continued to hold 
the office of President and Vice President, 
respectively, ever since that time. Mr. 
Sheehan held office until Feb. 29, 1892. 

The report says: 


This Commission found several matters of 
pressing importance demanding attention, 
which may be stated in the following order: 

First—A serious question had arisen as to 
the allowances to be made to the several 
contractors for the item in their contracts 
known as “ tunnel excavation.”’ 

Second—The discovery had been made of 
defective work on several portions of the 
aqueduct, to such an extent as to create 
serious ee as to the integrity of the 
entire work. 

Third—Although the new aqueduct was 
apparently approaching completion, but lit- 
tle actual progress had been made toward 
providing storage reservoirs in the water- 
shed, only one such reservoir having been 
actually commenced, and no decisive steps 
having been taken toward the construction 
of any other. 

As a consequence of the discovery of the 
defective work, the former commission had 
withheld from the contractors monthly esti- 
mates upon the several tunnel contracts 
then under way, amounting in the aggre- 
gate to $550,722.85. The contractors claimed 
that the withholding of so large sums seri- 
ously impeded them in their work, and that, 
if the commission continued to withhold 
monthly estimates, they would be obliged 
to discontinue work upon the tunnel. 


It was decided to continue to withhold 
$365,500 of his amount. Overpayments on 
contracts were also discovered, but counsel 
advised that the commission should not de- 
duct the total amount of overpayments at 
once, as it would embarrass the contract- 
ors and delay the work, but that a settle- 
ment should be effected when the work was 
completed. 

The defective work was greater in extent 
and. more serious in its nature than at first 
supposed, and, in anticipation of litigation, 
the commission ‘appointed two committees 
of experts who had never been connected in 
any way with the work. The report says: 

One committee consisted of John Bogart, 


then State Engineer, and F. Collingwood, 
now Secretary of the American Society of 
Civil Engineers, and the other of the follow- 
ing practical masons and builders: George 
See, John A. Banta, George R. Brown, 
Chauncey M. Sprague, and James L. Brush. 
These two committees, acting quite inde- 
pendently, made a thorough and careful 
examination of the aqueduct tunnel from 
one end to the other, and kept careful notes 
as to the character of the work as it was 
disclosed. from time to time, as well as of 
the entire operation and effect of the means 
devised and carried out for its repair. 
Equally careful .and minute notes were 
kept, {ndependently, by the engineers of 
the commission. 

This information was to be used in any 
litigation which might arise. B. S. Church, 
chief engineer of the commission, resigned 
on Nov. 21, 1888, and Alphonse Fteley, con- 
sulting engineer, was appointed in his place, 
Mr. Church becoming consulting engineer. 
J. Imbrie Miller, George S. Rice, of the en- 
gineer staff, and Division Engineers Wal- 
brecht, Marvin, Burbank, and McCullah re- 
signed at different times up to Sept. 15, 1893. 


The aqueduct, although not completely 
finished, was put in service on July 15, 1890, 
and has been used ever since, with the ex- 
ception of a few days. It was turned over 
to the Department of Public Works on June 
24,1891. - ; ‘ 

The commission suffered a great loss ia 





ae » the death’ of Commis

Gen. Duane says in his 1 t: 


The work intrusted to the commission is 
ot confined to the building of an aqueduct. 
e law under which the commission exists 
is entitled ‘‘An act to provide new reser- 
voirs, dams, and a new aqueduct, with the 
appurtenances thereto, r the purpose of 
supplying the City of New-York with an 
snerense supply of pure and wholesome 
ater.”’ 


When the present commission assumed 
Office in August, 1888, but little progress had 
been made toward building dams, one only 
having been commenced. The construction 
of the so-called Quaker Bridge Dam had 
been mooted and discussed for many years 
With great warmth. 


The aqueduct was nearing completion, and 
the construction of the large Gam projected 
by the engineers of the commission would 
certainly consume a considerable number 
of years, so that, even if its construction 
Was determined upon and commenced im- 
mediately, there would be several years dur- 
ing which the city could gain but slight 
advantage from the construction of the 
new aqueduct. The Commissioners, there- 
fore, determined that the interests of the 
city imperatively required that an increased 
supply of water, sufficient for its present 
needs, should be provided at the earliest 

ssible moment, and that this could only 

e done by the immediate construction of 
smaller dams and reservoirs, leaving. the 
question of the building of the large dam 
to be considered and determined aiter con- 
tracts for the smaller dams had been let 
and the work thereon commenced. Acccrd- 
ingly, the contract for the construction of 
the so-called ‘‘ Bog Brook Dam,” in ccn- 
junction with the ‘‘Sodom Dam,” was 
awarded Dec. 19, 1888, and the engineers 
of the commission were directed to prepare 
surveys and plans for the construction of a 
dam on the Titicus River, near Purdy’s 
Station, in Putnam County, and of a prin- 
re and auxiliary dam on the west branch 
of the Croton River, near Carmel, in Put- 
nam County, and contracts were’ awarded 
for these dams on Feb, 12, 1890; Sept. 3 and 
Sept. 10, 1890. 


The Sodom Reservoir was put into active 
service July 25, 1891, and Bog Brook Reser- 
voir March 27, 1832. The Titicus Dam is 
practically completed, and ready to Le put 
into service, and the dams at Carmel are 
progressing at such a rate of speed as in- 
sures their use in another year. 

Extensive explorations by means of dia- 
mond drill borings were made along the 
valley of the Croton River, from the pres- 
ent Croton Dam to nearly the mouth of the 
river, which resulted in. the selection by 
the Commissioners of a site for a large 
dam, somewhat higher up the river than 
the proposed “‘ Quaker Bridge Dam” site, 
but so situated as to store very nearly the 
same amount of water that would have 
been stored by the Quaker Bridge Dam. The 
contract for its construction was awarded 
on Aug. 26, 1802. 

This dam, which is officially hiown as 
the ‘‘New Croton Dam,” will be, when 
completed, the highest structure of its kind 
in the world, and, with the other dams re- 
ferred to in this report, will remove, tor a 

eneration at least, all fear cf a water 

amine in this city. 


From the beginning of the work it had 
been in contemplation to build a large stor- 
age and distributing reservoir in that por- 
tion of the City of New-York lying north 
of the Harlem River, and it had been 
@greed, both by the engineers of the De- 
partment of Public Works and by the 
engineers of this commission, that the only 
available site for such a reservoir was at 
or near what is known as the Jerome 
Park, in ‘the Twenty-fourth Ward. The 
Commissioners requested Charles 8S. Brown 
and Hugh N. Camp (in June, 1889,) to ad- 
Vise the commission whether or not, in 
their opinion, the increase in the value of 
said property during the next five years 
would or would not be likely to exceed the 
cost to the city for interest upon the value 
of said property, and for loss of taxes, if 
proceedings for the acquisition of said prop- 
erty were commenced at once. On Aug. 7, 
1889, this committee reported that it was 
manifestly for the best interests of the city 
to acquire the land in the very near future, 
providing it Gould be done at its fair market 
value. Whereupon the commission adopted 
a resolution referring the subject to the 
Mayor, Controller, and Commissioner of 
the condition of the finances of the city and 
Public Works to report whether or not 
the probabie need for the issue of city bonds 
in the near future for other than aqueduct 
purposes were such that it would be best 
for the Aqueduct Commission to locate 
and acquire a site for a reservoir in the 
annexed district at once, or to delay until 
the commission should be prepared to begin 
the construction of such reservoir. Pend- 
ing a report by this committee, the Aque- 
duct Commission, deeming it necessary that 
the construction of this reservoir should be 
proceeded with at once, on Oct. 17, 1894, 
adopted a final plan sheet and property 
maps, showing the property to be acquired 
therefor, and transmitted the same to the 
Counsel to the Corporation for proceedings, 
as provided by law. 

Early in the year 1889, the several con- 
tractors for tunnel sections of the new 
aqueduct, being. dissatisfied with the 
amounts awarded to them by the final esti- 
mates of the Chief Engineer, commenced 
a series of actions against the city to re- 
cover additional compensation for their 
work. The Counsel to the Corporation, on 
Aug. 7, 1889, selected James C. Carter, to 
whom he intrusted the entire charge and 
Girection of the litigations on behalf of the 
city, and with whom were afterward asso- 
ciated Elihu Root, Austin G. Fox, and Wal- 
lace MacFarlane. 

The counsel for the contractors selected, 
for what was practically a test case, the 
action begun by Messrs. O’Brien & Clark, 
contractors for section 6 of the new aque- 
duct. After a protracted trial, the city 
Was entirely successful, and a verdict en- 
tered, upon its motion, by direction of the 
court, was affirmed by the General Term of 
the Supreme Ccurt and by the Court of 
Appeals; so that every point raised by any 
of the contractors, and every attack made 
by them upon the final estimates certified 
by the Chief Engineer and approved by the 
commission, have utterly failed, and the 
position of the city has been sustained in 
every particular. The other actions remain 
as yet undetermined, but it is believed that 
they must necessarily follow the decision 
in the case which has been tried. 

As the work of the commission has be- 
come more concentrated in the area cov- 
ered by its operations, although it is in no 
wise lessened in importance, it has been 
found possible from time to time to reduce 
both the clerical force and the engineering 
force of the commission, and to consolidate 
the duties performed by the several em- 
ployes of the commission. 

The present commission has not found it 
necessary, save in the lower grades of the 
Engineer Corps, to make new appointments, 
but has pursued a policy of selection from 
those whom it found in the employ of the 
commission, and has from time to time pro- 
moted and advanced those employes whose 
services justified such action. 


On March 23, 1893, the Legislature passed 
an act known as the *“ Watershed act,” by 
which large powers were intrusted to the 
Commissioner of Public Works of this city, 
to acquire property in Westchester, Put- 
nam, and Dutchess Counties, and to sup- 
press nuisances so as to insure the sanitary 
protection of the rivers and other water 
courses, lakes, ponds, and reservoirs con- 
tributing to the water supply of the City of 
New-York. 

In pursuance of the authority thus con- 
ferred, engineers have abated about 1,000 
gerious causes of pollution, besides numer- 
ous minor nuisances, and the Aqueduct 
Commission has taken the necessary steps 
to acquire a sufficient protective zone of 
land around each of the reservoirs con- 
structed or projected. 

The work still occupyi 
the commission may be b 
lows: 


Titicus Dam and Reservoir.—This work is 
emcee completed, and the reservoir will 
be filled, feady to be put in service, during 
the present inter. 

Carmel Main and Subsidiary Dams and 
Reservoir.—This work. is proceeding with 
re ae speed and will be completed dur- 
ng the year 1895, so that the reservoir can 
be filled ready to be put in service during 
the Winter of 1895-6. > 

The New Croton Dam.—The contract for 
this work was let Aug. 26, 1892, and, al- 
though a large amount of work has been 
done, the progress made up to the present 
time has not met the expectations of the 
commission. Action has, however, been 
taken which will insure a better rate of 
progress in the future. 

The very  @ areas to be flooded by the 
construction of the several dams projected 
by the commission have cut off and inter- 
rupted many highways, and as substitutes 
it has been found necessary to build and 
provide for the building of a considerable 
mileage of new highway and a number of 
ae of varying engths and sizes. Some 
of ese have already been built, others 
are under contract. 

Muscoot Dam.—It is a part of the plan for 
the creation of the New Croton Reservoir 
to build at its upper end a comparativei 
small dam, to prevent the ajternate flood- 
ape and draining of lew lands, the 

ing of which would affo but little 
additional storage, and the intermittent 
re of which, after flooding, would, it 

is feared, be unhealthful to persons residing 
in the neighborhood. No positive steps 
have been taken looking toward the con- 
struction of this dam, as it will not be 
needed until the New Croton Dam is ap- 


proaching completion.

CONNECTICUT'S FINANCES SOUND 


The Governor's Message Gives a Rosy 
Account of the Condition of 
Nutmeg State and Its 


Prospects. 


HARTFORD, Conn., Jan. 9.—Although 
bright skies greeted Gov. Coffin as he rode 
down Main Street to the Capitol this after- 
noon, the streets were ankle deep with snow 
and slush, making marching for the troops 
very unpleasant. The Governor was re- 


ceived at the Hotel Heublein at 2 o’clock, 
and, with his staff and retiring Gov. Morris 
and his staff, rode in carriages through the 
principal streets to the Capitol... Gov. Cof- 
fin and Gov. Morris rode together, with 
Adjt. Gens. Bradley and Graham and the 
staffs following. : . 

The military escort was composed of the 
First Regiment, C. N. G., Col. C. L, Bur- 
dett, 600 men; the First Company Governor’s 
Foot Guard of this city, Major E. Henry 
Hyde, Jr., 100 men; the Second Company 
Governor’s Foot Guard of New-Haven, 
Major B. E. Brown, 100 men; the First 
Company Governor’s Horse Guard of this 
city, Major F. M. Warren, 75 men, and the 
Second Company Governor’s Horse Guard 
of New-Haven, Major Blakeslee, 75 men, 

Many buildings were decorated, and there 
were large crowds on the streets, but little 
enthusiasm was manifested. A Governor’s 
salute of seventeen guns was fired in Bush- 
nell Park during the parade. 

Upon arrival at the Capitol, at about 3 
o’clock, where both houses were in joint 
session in the Hall of Representatives, Gov. 
Coffin and the State officers were met by a 
joint committee of the General Assembly 
and notified of their election, which had 
been previously declared by joint resolution. 

Gov. Coffin and staff entered the Hall of 
Representatives, and the staff took seats 
facing the Speaker’s desk. Speaker Fes- 
senden announced the presence of the Gov- 
ernor, and Gov. Coffin read his inaugu- 
ral message, which occupied nearly an hour 
in delivery. . 

Gov. Coffin in his message says in pert: 


The funded debt is &8,240,200, of which 
$200, long since due and bearing no inter- 
est, is still unclaimed; $1,500,000 (84@ per 
cent. bonds) will fall due in 1908, and 
$1,740,000 (8 per cent. bonds) in 1910. 

Saving banks have apparently maintained 
their sound condition to a gratifying de- 
gree. The business of the year 1894, ac- 
cording to the report of the Bank Commis- 
sioners, has been entirely satisfactory. No 
large losses have occurred, usual rates of 
interest have been paid, deposits increased 
by the sum of about $3,000,000, and some 
improvement is shown as to several points 
which you will find fully indicated in the 
report. Light losses are probably to be 
suffered by a few banks through the fail- 
ure of private bankers in New-York. The 
Commissioners state that the officers of 
these banks were warned by them in season 
to avoid loss, but the warning was not 
heeded, 

The deposits amount to $136,928,858.49, be- 
sides surplus and accumulated profits of 
$8,944,962.09, giving a total of §$145,873,- 
820.58. The number of depositors is given 
as 337,254, equal to nearly one-half the 
entire population of the State. 

The life insurance ccénpanies of Con- 

necticut are among the very best of their 
respective kinds to be found anywhere in 
the world. There are six so-called old-line 
companies whose total assets Jan. 1, 1694, 
(the latest date to which we have exact 
information,) amounted to $128,162,288. The 
number of companies doing business on the 
new-line, or assessment, plan is seven, and 
their assets amount to $6,167,210. The 
whole amount of insurance by old-line 
companies in force in Connecticut on the 
date named was $91/159,052, an increase of 
over $9,000,000 during that year, and the 
amount carried. by assessment companies 
was nearly $30,000,000, making a total 
of over $120,000,000. The amount done 
by those excellent benevolent orders, a 
rominent feature of whose work ts that of 
nsuring the lives of their members for 
the benefit of their families, not being a 
matter of public report or information, can- 
not be even approximately estimated, but 
ona reaches many millions of dol- 
ars. 

The fire insurance companies of the State 
have fully maintained their well-earned 
position in the front rank of institutions 
of their kind. During the year 1898, 112 
companies, with cash assets of $211,277,954 
were engaged in business in this State, of 
which 25, with cash assets of $34,117,411, 
were home corporations. While the year 
was one of severity to the interests of all 
these companies, their business in Connecti- 
cut showed favorable results—increase of 
premiums and decrease of losses—as com- 
pared with the preyious year. The amount 
of insurance written increased nearly $8,000,- 
000. 

The length of railroad in the State, 
counting by single track, is about 1,650 
miles. The amount of capital stock is 
about $90,000,000, the amount of bonded and 
other iniebtedness about $54,250,000, gross 
earnings a the year about $32,500,000, 
net earnings $9,128,000, taxes paid by ralil- 
road companies to the State during the 
year amounted to about $733,000, or more 
than one-third the receipts of the State 
from all sources. 

During the year ending Dec. 1, 1894, the 
general health of the people of this State 
has been maintained at a little better stand- 
ard than the average of the last five years, 
especial when taking into account the 
growing tendency toward concentration of 
population in cities. The greater attention 
now being given in populous places to ad- 
ministration of public hygiene, improved 
systems for the disposal of sewage, and the 
furnishing of good water supplies, have 
doubtless brought about this improved 
standard. No severe epidemic has visited 
the State during the past year, and, while 
the usual zymotic diseases have prevailed 
in many towns, the mortality from this 
cause has decreased. 

The new system of sanitary administra- 
tion enacted by the General Assembly of 
1893. has in many respects seemed to work 
well and to have been fruitful of good re- 
sults. It is quite probable, however, that 
some modifications and improvements of 
the law will be found necessary. 

The present ballot law enables the voter 
to follow his own preference as to men 
and measures in casting his ballot, without 
allowing any other person to know how he 
votes, while at the same time its provisions 
are such that the vote seller can furnish 
fairly clear evidence to the vote buyer that 
the bargain between them: has been ob- 
served. The evils that have befallen the 
State under the law of 1889 ought to be ren- 
dered impossible hereafter by such action 
during the present session as may be need- 
ful to that end. 

What is known as the “ blanket-ballot” 
system, (for the adoption of which an ear- 
nest effort was made five years ago,) or some 
form of voting machinery, of which very in- 
genious, and, it is claimed, efficient, exam- 
ples are now to be found, may meet the 
requirements of the situation. It is most 
earnestly recommended that you give thor- 
ough consideration to this subject, involving 
as it does the quality and durability of the 
very foundation of free government. 

A bill and two substitutes relating to this 
subject come to you by continuation from 
the last session of the General Assembly. 

Any secret-ballot law, in order that its 
advantages may be fully secured, needs to 
contain or be reinforced by such statutes 
as will provide the surest methods of en- 
forcing its provisions, or inflicting adequate 
penalties for their violation. Efficient en- 
actments have been reported in other States 
and in some other countries covering these 
and other important points relating to elec- 
tions. Two bills on corrupt practices 
at elections come over to you by 
continuation from the last session of 
the General Assembly. Permit :me_ to 
urge thoughtful attention to providing, 
through the adoption of one of these pro- 
posed laws, if deemed adequate, or by a 
new and better scheme, such added safe- 
guards to the purity of the ballot as will 
afford the utmost degree of security now 
attainable. 


After Gov. Coffin had finished reading his 
message, the usual number of copies were 
ordered printed and the joint session dis- 
solved.

CHICAGO PRODUCE MARKET. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 9.—Bradstreet’s report of 
stocks, which showed a decrease in the 
world’s visible supply, was the announce- 
ment that attracted the attention of the 
trade in wheat to-day. After it was re- 
ceived, vaues did not indicate that they 
were particularly affected by it. A moment- 
ary spasm of ‘activity and weakness fol- 
lowed the circulation of the report, due to 
the fact that some had thought a heavier 
falling off should be shown, but the de- 
pression was succeeded by a ready return 
to previous prices. During the early hours 
there was selling on the Thoman report, 
which was mentioned in this review yes- 
terday. The crop-reporting concern, it was 
claimed, would place the feeding .o animals 
at possibly 40,000,000 bushels, and the 
reserves in farmers’ hands about 25,000,000 
bushels, more than at the cor- 
responding time a year ago. As 
these figures were believed to have been in 
the hands of different parties as early as 
last Saturday, the crowd was not so en- 
thusiastically bearish as it otherwise 
might have been. The same authority 
makes the condition of growing Winter 
wheat 94.3, against 94.7 a month ago. Cables 
from Liverpool were steady. Those from 
the Continent were irregular, advances be- 
ing quoted in some instances and declines 
in others. Export clearances from Atlantic 
ports amounted to 251,973 bushels, includ- 
ing wheat and flour. Withdrawals from 
store at Chicago were 10,000 bushels. Re- 
ceipts wexe light, Chicago having but 53 
cars, and the Northwest 210. The Orange 
Judd Farmer, with a new crop-reporting 
service, placed the yield of wheat for the 
year 1894 at 518,000,000 bushels. 

WHEAT—May opened from 58@57%c, sold 
between 58% and 5/5c, closing at 57%c, %ec 
under yesterday. Casn wheat was steady and 
unchanged.

PHILADELPHIA PRICES. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 9.~—The local mar- 
ket was quite active during the first two 
hours. Prices were heavy, the Tractions 
being particularly weak.

but the tone was mixed, 
The drop in Bell Telephone was the special 
feature of the market. The stock opened 
up %, at 194, rose to 1944 for a small lot, 
and then declined rapidly to 191. The reason 
of the decline was the announcement that 
the Directors of the company had voted to 
sell the balance of the new issue of stock 
at auction, 3,300 shares being unsubscribed 
for by the stockholders. The date of the 
sale is not fixed. Other Telephones were 
strong, New-England at 68 and Erie at 53%. 
Dominion Coal was steady at 16. Boston 
and Maine sold off 4, to 164%, and Fitch- 
burg preferred declined 2, to 83. A larger 
selling order than usual was the cause of 
the latter’s decline. The 2,000 new shares 
of Old Colony were sold at auction to-day, 
bringing 178%, the price being so near the 
market encouraged buying, and the stock 
in the regular market sold up to 179. West 
End advanced 14, to 60. This is the point 
which it was said some weeks ago the in- 
siders had determined to put it to. Gas se- 
curities were fairly strong, the first 5s 
seHing at 81, and the seconds advancing to 
58. 

Copper stocks were quiet, with the usual 
exception of Montana, which was active 
with narrow fluctuations. It lost \%, to 
Butte was steady at 11%. The officers 
of the company are reported as claiming 
that dividends can be paid next year with 
copper at a fair price. Calumet was steady 
at 290. Osceola sold at 214%. Favorable gos- 
sip on Copper stoeks in becoming more 
abundant every day.

BELL TELEPHONE COMPANY APPEALS 


Alleged Errors in Judge Carpenter’s 
Rulings About the Berliner Patent, 


BOSTON, Jan. 9.—The American Bell Tel- 
ephone Company has appealed to the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals against the 
decision of Judge Carpenter of the United 
States Circuit Court declaring the Berliner 
patent, No. 463,589, void.

SAID SHE LOANED HIM HUNDREDS 


Miss Evelyn Stedecker Had Been Sorry for 
Caesar L. Pinto, Whose Arrest for 
Forgery She Caused.

She said, in the Jefferson Market Court, 
when the defendant was arraigned, that 
She had knows him for many years, and 
that for the last year she had been lending 
him large sums of money. One loan was 
$75, of which $70 was in cash and $5 in a 
check in her favor and indorsed by her. 

She alleged that Mr. Pinto took the check 
and wrote above her signature, ‘‘ Pay to 
the order of Barto, Pinto & Co. for value 
received.”’ 

‘He has,’’ she said, ‘“‘ borrowed sums of 
from $2 to $200 from me. Many a time he 
has come to me and said if he didn’t have 
money at once he wouldn’t be able to pay 
his rent, and his .wife and child would be 
put out in the street. I have taken the 
money I was saving to pay my own rent 
and given it to him, taking the risk of 
being put out myself in order to save him. 
I have been sorry for the man, as he 
seemed to have heavy burdens.’’ 

Mr. Pinto did not seem to be disturbed 
by his arrest. He said the charge was 
ridiculous and that the check had been 
given him in the ordinary course of busi- 
ness and not as a loan. 

“What have you got to 
charge?” said Justice Taintor. 

“‘ Nothing,” said the prisoner, calmly. 

“Do you wish an exantination?” asked 
the Justice. 

“Why, of course,’ was the reply. 
did you think I would want?” 

The Justice held him in $500 for examina- 
tion next Monday. Bail was furnished by 
Joseph Mora.

PROPOSED CHANGES ON THE CANALS 


Improvements Suggested by the State 
Engineer and Surveyor, 


ALBANY, Jan. 9.—The annual report of 
the State Engineer and Surveyor will be 
presented to the Assembly next Monday. 
It will be one of the most important re- 
ports ever sent out of that department. It 
vill contain many points of great commer- 
cial interest, and also important sugges- 
tions for changes in canal improvements. 

The first improvement considered is the 
deepening of the canals, thereby greatly 
increasing the carrying capacity of the 
boats, 

Probably the most interesting to the boat- 
men themselves are the proposed changes 
in the system of lockage in many rflaces. 
The greatest benefit will be the doing away 
with the ‘‘ Sixteens’”’ above Cohoes, which 
are sixteen locks, one after the othar, in 
order to accomplish the great change in 
grade. <As has been announced, the rew 
System will consist o7 one steel lifting 
lock in place of the present number of the 
old kind, the time required for the opera- 
tion being proportionately reduced, besides 
shortening the distance about three and 
a half miles. The lift-lock system will be 
recommended for Lockport and Newark, 
in addition to Cohoes, but the appropriation 
asked for will simply cover plans for that 
work and the demonstration of the princi- 
ple at Lockport, 

The report will also recommend the in- 
vestigation of an electrical towing device, 
and cuts and a description of the scheme 
will be shown. The idea ignores the trolley 
scheme, and consists of a twenty-horse- 
power electric motor, which runs on an 
elevated track of one rail over the towpath. 
The motor is connected with the boat by a 
rope, and is controlled by a cord reaching 
from the boat. One of the features of the 
idea is contained in the fact that it does 
not interfere in any way with any process 
of towing now in vogue. 


DEFENSES OF NARRAGANSETT BAY 


Electrical Apparatus for the Torpedo 
Equipment Now in New-York. 


NEWPORT, R. IL, Jan. 9.— Word has 
been received here that the electrical ap- 
paratus for the equipment of the torpedo 
defenses of Narragansett Bay has arrived 
in New-York, where it will be allowed to 
remain, as the climate here is considered 
too damp and of a character, generally 
speaking, which would probably cause it 
great damage, and render it unfit for use 
in. an emergency. It will be - carefully 
stored in New-York on Government ground, 
and in the care of Government officers, and 
when, if ever, it is wanted, with fast dis- 
patch boats, such as the Cushing and the 
Stiletto, the whole mechanism can be 
brought here in a few hours. 

As it rests in New-York it is all ready to 
be set up. Were it to be stored here it 
would require constant care, and very like- 
ly would only become destroyed. It is cal- 
culated that were it ever to be required for 
actual use, this fact would not become so 
suddenly evident that time for getting the 
apparatus here would not be available. 

The armament for the fortifications will 
be ten twelve-inch guns, six ten-inch, and 
four eight-inch, mounted on disappearing 
carviages, and eighty-two twelve-inch mor- 
tars. Similar fortification of other impor- 
tant harbors and bays is expected to fol- 
low.

10 PROTECT THE AUTHOR 


International Copyright as Discussed 
by the American Guild. 


THE PLAN SUGGESTED BY MR. CONWAY 


Registry for One Year to Act on Be- 
half of Forster Writers as a 
Prohibition—Outlook for 
Reduced Postal Rates. 


It was announced yesterday at the regu- 
lar meeting of the American Authors’ Guild, 
which looks after the business interests of 
literary folk, while the Authors’ Club is 


their social organization, that Postmaster

be reduced as soon as the change can be 
made. Manuscripts will then be subject to 
the same rates as newspapers. 

The guild also discussed informally the 
international copyright law, but took no 
action looking toward a change, which it 
was the unanimous sentiment of the mem- 
bers should be made. 

The meeting was held in the Bible House, 
and the President, Gen. James Grant Wil- 
son, presided. Among those present were 
Moncure D. Conway, Albert Matthews, 
Henry Hardwick, Dr. Titus M. Coan, C. L. 
Betts, Hunter MacCulloch, Dr. George T. 
Welch, William J. Bott, Mrs. Ellen Hardin 
Walworth, Mrs. Mary Rice Miller, Miss 
Helen M. Pratt, and Miss Emily Hoppin. 

The announcement of .the almost certain 
change in the postal rate on manuscripts 
was made by President Wilson, as soon as 
the meeting opened, and the members piain- 
ly showed their satisfaction. Gen. Wilson 
said he had personally seen the Postmaster 
General, and was obliged to make very lit- 
tle argument to show the justice cf his 
request. 

The discussion of the international copy- 
right law was started and conducted vig- 
orously by Moncure D. Conway, who an- 
nounced that he was to sail for Hngland 
about Feb. 1. He expected to meet many 
authors in London, and wanted to be able 
to tell them the sentiment of their Amer- 
ican brethren in regard to the copyright 
law, 

“As things stand now,” said Mr. Con- 
way, ‘‘there is no protection from piracy 
of the works of any but the greatest of 
foreign authors, those who have a name 
to command publishers or those who have 
money. 

“A case in point, that gives a perfect 
illustration of what I say, was the publi- 
eation in this country of ‘Ships That Pass 
in the Night.’ It was taken to a London 
publisher by Miss Harraden, who was ut- 
terly unknown as a writer. Her friends 
saws its merit. So did the publisher, and 
the book leaped into fame at once. Miss 
Harraden had no money at the start to 
get the book copyrighted here, and it was 
pirated at once, and so she was cheated 
out of thousands of dollars. 

“You know that under this law it is 
necessary that publication here and abroad 
must be simultaneous. But the work of 
the foreign author must be manufactured 
in this country. The plates must be made 
here, and the book must be printed here, 
and, to my mind, this is a very dear mar- 
ket. * 

“It is different when an American seeks 
a @epyright in England. He can have all 
his work done here, and is only required to 
file a certain number of copies in designated 
places in England at the same time he puts 
his book out here. 

“This copyright law was a compromise 
law, and was made entirely in the interest 
of the typographers and publishers. It 
compels that the work on foreign books 
that it is desired to copyright here shall be 
done here.”’ 

In response to questions as to what he 
thought the best remedy Mr. Conway 
suggested that a foreign author would be 
protected if on the publication of his book 
abroad he be allowed to register it here. 

“Then,’”’ he continued, ‘‘this registry 
should act as a prohibition against piracy 
for a year. At the end of the year, if the 
book sheuld be a success, it could be copy- 
righted in this country. The author, if 
poor at first, would then be able to stand 
the expense of having his work manufact- 
ured here, and justice would be done.” 

Dr. Coan spoke of the fight of the authors 
to get even as much as they did in opposi- 
tion to the typographers, and then Mr. Con- 
way reverted to the subject of cost here 
and abroad. In Glasgow or London, he 
said, he could get his plates made for nearly 
35 per cent. less than they cost here, but the 
law is absolutely prohibitive. 

Mr. Conway, at first, wanted to have the 
guild express its opinion by vote as to 
desirable changes in the coypright law, but, 
as there seemed to be a desire not to inter- 
fere with the work of the Copyright League, 
he deferred his motion for the present. 

On the question of copyright in Washing- 
ton there was also a discussion, the point 
being made that irresponsible publishing 
houses frequently stole the works of well- 
known authors, got them copyrighted under 
other names, and avoided discovery for 
years, and sometimes entirely. 

As a remedy it was suggested that the 
Librarian of Congress should require for 
the copyrighting of every book a sworn 
declaration from the author or an affidavit 
given to him by the publisher, and that 
piracy should be made a criminal, instead 
of a civil, offense.

EYTON WILL CASE ENDED 


The Husband Consents to a Com- 
promise with the Executors. 


SETTLES ON INCOME FOR FIVE YEARS 


He Had Been Cut Off from Sharing 
Mrs. 
Peyton—The Terms of 


in the Big Estate by 


the Agreement. 


The Peyton will contest is at an end. 
William K. Peyton, who under the terms 
of the will of his wife, Josephine L., was 
cut off from all participation in her estate, 
valued at about $4,000,000 for ‘‘ conduct 
unbefitting a husband,” has withdrawn his 
action to set aside the will. 

Mr. Peyton has accepted a compromise 


by which the executors bind themselves to 
pay him the income of $100,000 for five years 
from the date of his wife’s death. 

Surrogate Arnold yesterday signed an or- 
der ratifying the settlement and authorizing 
the executors to carry out the provisions 
‘of the will as executed by the testatrix, 
with the exception of the paragraph relating 
to her husband. 

Until their separation, some time ago, 
Mr. and Mrs. Peyton lived in the fine house 
at 16 West Severtieth Street. Here Mrs. 
Peyton died on Nov. 7, 1894. She left real 
property in this State valued at $3,000,000, 
and real estate in New-Jersey and Alabama 
estimated to be worth about $300,000. In ad- 
dition to this there was personal property 
valued at $225,000. 

Mrs. Peyton left almost all of her prop- 
erty to her daughter by her first husband, 
Mabel R. Sherman, who is seventeen years 
old. Under her will, Mrs. Peyton also left 
about $30,000 to charity, mainly to churches. 
For many years she had been a member of 
the Sixteenth Street Baptist Church, and 
was largely interested in church work. 
She was about fifty-five years old at the 
time of her death. 

Mr. Peyton was her second husband. He 
is a Methodist and about sixty years old. 
Mrs. Peyton acquired her fortune from her 
father. By the provisions of her will she 
left, among other bequests, a trust fund of 
$100,000 for the benefit of her husband, who 
Was to receive the income of it during his 
life. After his death the principal of the 
trust was to become part of the residuary 
estate. The residue of her fortune, Mrs. 
Peyton provided, should be held for the 
benefit of her daughter, Miss Sherman, until 
whe became twenty-five years old, and when 
that time arrived she should receive one- 
half of it, and the remaining half to be held 
for her children, or, in the event of her 
dying childless, then it was to be divided 
among twenty-five charitable institutions. 

Under the second codicil the husband was 
to receive real property in this city of the 
value of $50,000, and also in New-Jersey and 
Alabama of the value of about $50,000. The 
third codicil revoked all bequests and pro- 
visions for her husband, for “ conduct un- 
befitting a husband,” and also revoked his 
appointment as trustee and executor of her 
will, and as guardian of her daughter. She 
@ppointed as her executors and trusteees 
Edward P. Schell, Sylvester Pope, and Will- 
jam L. Condit. James C. McEachon was 
appointed guardian of the daughter, Mabel, 
pending the contest. 

A few weeks after the filing of the will 
and codicils, Mr. Peyton began a contest 
over the codicil mainly, which disinherited 
him, alleging undue influence and mental 
incapacity on the part of his wife. Before 
@ny steps were taken in court, efforts were 
made to bring about a compromise. In the 
meantime the executors and trustees were 
appointed temporary administrators of the 
estate. 

An agreement of compromise and settle- 
ment was reached on Dec. 24 last between 
the executors and trustees and Mr. Peyton, 
his stepdaughter consenting to it. By this 
agreement Mr. Peyton has withdrawn all 
objections to the will and codicils being 
admitted to probate, and he stipulates that 
he will not seek to revoke the probate. He 
also renounces all right to any property or 
moneys or bequests under the will and 
codicils, and also as executor and guardian 
of his stepdaughter. The agreement pro- 
vides that $100,000 is to be held by the 
trustees and invested, and the net income 
paid to him for a period not longer than 
five years from the date of his wife’s death. 
It is to terminate at any time sooner in the 
event of his death. 

The executors deem this settlement for 
the best interests of the estate, as they de- 
clare that a contest would entail expenses 
of at least- $50,000, and a long litigation, 
which would prove a financial loss to the 
estate. Miss Sherman made an affidavit 
stating that, after consultation with her 
relatives and friends, she considered the 
settlement was the best thing that could be 
done. 

The executors, in their statement to the 
Surrogate, said that it was the intention of 
Mrs. Peyton, in her lifetime, to make pro- 
vision for the support and maintenance of 
her husband, but she was prevented from 
making such arrangement and proyision by 
her death, although for a short time prior 
to her death she had paid to him an allow- 
ance. 


AWARDS FOR UP-TOWN PROPERTY 


Controller Fitch’s Action Respecting 
Holders Along the Harlem Railroad. 


Controller Fitch has obtained from Justice 
Barrett of the Supreme Court a writ of cer- 
tiorari directing Commissioners Daniel Lord, 
Daniel P. Hays, and James, M. Varnum, 
who were appointed by Mayor Gilroy some

While the certiorari refers to but one case, 
in which the Controller seeks to obtain a re- 
view of the award by’ the Commissioners, 
yet the proceedings seem to attack the 
validity and constitutionality of the act and 
the amendments to it under which the Com- 
missioners were appointed. 

The case particularly referred to is that of 
Rachel Purdy, to whom was awarded $2,500 
as damages to her property occasioned by 
the change of grade. The Controller says 
the act and its amendments are void, for 
various reasons, among others because it 
Was contrary to the law requiring that “‘ no 


private or local bill shall be passed by the 


Legislature which shall embrace more than 
one subject, and that shall be embraced in 
the title.” 

Mr. Fitch also says that the award was

WILL PUNISH ALL THE CLUBBERS 


What Recorder Goff Says of Police- 
men Who, Treat Prisoners Cruelly. 


Recorder Goff means to make it warm for 
policemen who use their clubs, whenever it 
lies in his power. 

This fact was made apparent yesterday, 
when Philip Lamont, accused of stealing a 
watch, valued at $47, from Adolf Krull, was 
arraigned for pleading before’ the Recorder 
in Part I. of General Sessions. Lamont 
told the Recorder that after his arrest an 
officer of the Twentieth Precinct clubbed 
him into admitting that he had stolen the 
watch. 

The Recorder looked at the prisoner a mo- 
ment, and said: ‘‘ Your statements are un- 
supported and I do not believe you. You 
are in a position here that makes it im- 
possible for me to take your word. How- 
ever, I wish it understood right here that if 
any case of a policeman’s brutality in club- 
bing a prisoner comes before me in a proper 
Way, supported’ by evidence, I will take 
upon myself the duties of a committing 
magistrate.”’ 

Lamont at first pleaded not guilty, but a 
few minutes afterward withdrew his plea of 
not guilty, and admitted taking the watch. 
The Recorder learned that the prisoner was 
an old offender, and sentenced him at once 
to seven years and six months in State 
prison. 


BANK CLERK CARTER SENTENCED 


To Serve Six Years and Six Months in 
Kings County Penitentiary. 


Another bank clerk, Edward R. Carter, 
Was yesterday sent to the Kings County 
Penitentiary to keep Seely, the National 
Shoe and Leather Bank robber, company. 

Carter was sentenced for six years and 
six months. 

He was transfer clerk of the National 
Bank of Commerce of 29 Nassau Street, 
and pleaded guilty to the indictment 
against him for embezzling the bank’s 
money, before Judge Benedict, in the 
United States Circuit Court. Carter's total 
defalcation was $30,000. 

His counsel, Stephen C. Baldwin, in en- 
tering the plea of guilty, asked the Judge 
to be as lenient with the prisoner as he 
consistently could. 

Carter took his sentence coolly, and re- 
mained silent and sullen. His wife had 
a long conference with Judge Benedict in 
his chambers, in company with Mr. Bald- 
win, before the Judge went into court. She 
did not see Carter, and was not present 
in court when sentence was passed. * 

Carter was taken back to Ludlow Street 
Jail by a Deputy Marshal. He will not be 
transferred to the penitentiary until the 
end of the week. 


WILLIAM E. TREADWELL’S WILL 


Bequests to a Cemetery and a Church 
—Provisions for His Relatives. 


The will of William E. Treadwell, the 
wealthy cracker manufacturer, was filed for 
probate yesterday in the Surrogate’s office. 
There is no petition filed with the will giving 
the amount of the property, but from the 
bequests there must be a great deal of it. 

The only charitable bequests are a gift of 
$5,000 to the Marble Cemetery, and the gift 
of his pew in the Church of the Incarnation 
to the church corporation. 

Mr. Treadwell leaves various pieces of 
property on Front, Warren, Washington,and 
Pearl Streets to relatives and friends, and 
$50,000 in various sums of money to friends. 
He leaves seven hundred shares of Sugar 
stock to distant relatives. The residue of 
his estate goes to his sister Rachel Hustace. 
He directs that his stock in the Winchester 
Repeating Arms Company, and his home in 
Tarrytown be Kept in the family as long as 
possible.

The referee finds that $12,000 a year is 
unnecessary for the support of Mr. Jones, 
and that his income above this sum should 
be paid to his wife and applied to the set- 
tlements of the judgments that she holds 
against him, until they are fully paid. 


Complaint Against Sistare Dismissed. 


The Grand Jury yesterday, dismissed the

the United States Supreme Court. 


THE LONG AND SHORT HAUL CLAUSE 


Power of the Commission to Make 


“ Maximum Reasonablieness ” 


Rates— What Is Known as 
the Social Circle Case. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—The United 
States Supreme Court to-day heard the be- 
ginning of the argument of what is common- 
ly known as the “ social circle” case—the 
Cincinnati, New-Orleans and Texas Pacific 
Railway Company, appellant, vs. The Inter- 
State Commerce Commission, appellee. It 


will afford the Supreme Court an oppor- 
tunity fully ‘and finally -to construe the 
meaning of the long and short haui clause 
of the inter-State commerce law. 

The case arose before the commission on 
the complaint of a Cincinnati buggy com- 
Pany against the Cincinnati, New-Orleans 
and Texas Pacific, the Western and At- 
lantic, and the Georgia Railroads, of greater 
charges on buggies for the shorter distance 
from Cincinnati to Social Circle, Ga., than 
for the longer distance through Social Circle 
to Augusta, Ga. There was also some 
question of the reasonableness of the rate 
charged from Cincinnati to Atlanta. The 
rate from Cincinnati to Atlanta was $1.07 
and the rate to Augusta was also $1.07 per 
hundred pounds. The rate to Social Circle, 
a point between Atlanta and Augusta, was 
$1.37. The rate to Atlanta was a joint rate 
between the Cincinnati, New-Orleans, and 
Texas Pacific, and the. Western and At- 
lantic roads. The rate to Social Circle was 
made up of the joint rate to Atlanta added 
to the 30 cents local rate of the Georgia 
Railroad. The rate to Augusta was a joint 
rate, participated in by all three of the 
roads. 

The Georgia Railroad, which extends 
from Atlanta to Augusta, is wholly within 
the State of Georgia. This road claimed 
that it acted merely as a local carrier from 
Atlanta to Social Circle, but admitted that 
it participated in the through rate over the 
longer distance to Augusta. Traffic to 
Social Circle, the shorter distance point, or 
to Augusta is billed through and is taken 
by continuous carriage over the connecting 
roads. 

The commission held that the greater 
charge for a shorter distance to Social Cir- 
cle than for the longer distance to Augusta 
Was a violation of the long and short haul 
clause of the law, and it also held that the 
Tate to Atlanta of $1.07 was unreasonable 
and should not exceed $1 per 100 -pounds, 
and ordered that these errors should be 
corrected, 

The carriers refused to obey the order and 
the commission brought suit in the’ Circuit 
Court of the Northern District of Georgia 
to compel them to do so. The United 
States Circuit Court sstained the carriers 
and refused to enforce the commission’s 
order, but this decision was reversed by the 
Circuit Court of Appeals, sitting in New- 
Orleans, and the carriers were directed to 
comply with so much of the order of the 
commission as directs the carriers to charge 
no more to Social Circle than to Augusta. 
Both parties appealed. 

The two main points in the case are, first, 
whether the commission has authority to 
prescribe ** maximum reasonableness ”’ 
rates, and, second, whether the carriers.can, 
under the fourth section, charge more for 
the shorter distance than for the longer 
distance over the same connected lines ‘of 
Tails because of the existence of compe- 
tition of any sort at the longer distance 
point, without having’ first applied for and 
obtained the permission. from the commis- 
sion, provided for in the proviso clause to 
the fourth section. 

The argument to-day was by ex-Repre- 
sentative N. J. Hammond of Atlanta, for 
the commission, and by Mr. Edward Bax- 
ter for the railroad companies. The case 
will be closed by ex-Senator Edmunds for 
the commission. 


NICKEL PLATE PRESIDENCY. 


8S. R. Callaway of the “ Clover Leat” 
Will Succeed D. W. Caldwell. 


S. R. Callaway, for many years President 
and now receiver of the Toledo, St. Louis 
and Kansas City Railroad, has accepted an 
offer from the Vanderbilts of the Presidency 
the New-York, Chicago and St. Louis Rail- 
road. The last mentioned office will be re- 
linquished by D. W. Caldwell, whose new 
duties as President of the Lake Shore/ will 
require all of his time and energies. The 
election of Mr, Callaway as Mr. Caldwell’s 
successor will probably occur at a meeting 
of the Nickel Plate Directors the latter part 
of this month. 

Mr. Callaway is a Canadian by birth, and 
he received his early training in railroad- 
Ing in various departments of the Grand 
Trunk Road. He entered the service of that 
company in 1863. From 1874 to 1878 Mr. 
Callaway was superintendent of the Detroit 
and Milwaukee Railway. Subsequently he 
was the General Superintendent of the De- 
troit, Saginaw and Bay City Railroad, and 
from 1881 to 1884 he was General Manager 
of the Chicago and Grand Trunk, and Pres- 
ident of the Chicago and Western Indiana 
and Belt Line Railway. In September, 1884, 
he was elected Vice President and General 
Manager of the Union Pacific lines, and 
served in that capacity under President 
Charles Francis Adams until June 30, 1887. 
He then went to Europe for the benefit of 
his health, and upon his return in the Fall 
of that year he was elected President of the 
Toledo, St. Louis and Kansas City Road, a 
position which he resigned some months ago 
when he became receiver of the same road, 
He will now resign his receivership. 

The fact that the Vanderbilts tendered to 
Mr. Callaway the Presidency of one of their 
railroads is ample proof.of his high standing 
as a railroad man. He is conservative in 
his judgment, upright in character, and 
amiable in disposition, although energetic 
in the pursuit of his calling. He has demon- 
strated his ability to manage a railroad, and 
if he succeeds with the Nickel Plate as well 
as Mr. Caidwell did he will give complete 
gatisfaction to his employers.

Agninst the Consolidated. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Jan. 9.—The Su- 
preme Court has rendered a decision in the 
Fairfield Avenue injunction case against the 
Consolidated Road. Error is found in the 
decision of Judge Shumway in not dissolv- 
ing the injunction, and the decision is re- 
versed, thus permitting the Bridgeport Trac- 
tion Company to cross the railroad near 
the station. Chief Justice Andrews and 
Judge Hamersley filed a dissenting opinion. 


Canadian Pacifie Force Cut Down. 


MONTREAL, Jan, 9.—Five hundred em- 
ployes of the Canadian Pacific have been 
suspended indefinitely, and more dismissals 
are expected, The reduction in the working 
force will apply to all departments.

NEEDS OF THE SOLDIERS’ HOME 


The Legislature Asked to Increase 
the Appropriation This Year. 


ALBANY, Jan. 9.—The report of the New- 
York Soldiers and Sailors’ Home of Bath, 
Steuben County, for the last fiscal year has 
been submitted to the Legislature. The total 
number of members at the close of the year 
was-1,411, of whom 1,017 were present. The 
average number present during the year 
was 1,015, being an increase of 97 over the 
preceding year. 

The amount expended for maintenance 
was $154,045.78, leaving a deficiency of §$3,- 
701.04, for which it will be necessary that 
the Legislature provide. The appropriation 
having been based on the attendance of 
the previous year was insufficient to meet 
the requirements of an increase in the’ 
average attendance of more than 10 per 
cent., while the increase in total expenditure 
was only a little over 4 per cent. The cost 
of purchased rations was 132-3 cents per 
day. The cost of clothing was $16.64%4 
per year for each member. The average 
total cost for each member, based on the 
entire expenditure for every purpose, was 
$151.77. 

The increasing attendance shows that the 
appropriation for the current year will 
be insufficient, and that unless it is in- 
creased a deficiency of at least $10,000 will 
be unavoidable. The Trustees recommend 
that the Legislature make an appropria- 
tion of $160,000 for maintenance for the 
year ending Sept. 30, 1896, an increase 
of $10,000 in the appropriation for the 
year ending Sept. 30, 1895, an appropria- 
tion of $3.791 for the deficiency in the ap- 
propriation for the year ending Sept. 30, 
1804, and $10,000 for repairs and improve- 
ments of buildings and grounds. 

There are now hundreds of deserving vet- 
erans desiring admission to the home, which 
has sufficient accommodations for only 
1,200 members, while there are over 1,400 
names on the rolls. An increase in accom- 
modations is urgently required. 

The dining room affords facilities for 
seating only 400 men; as a consequence 
the tables must be set three times for 
each meal. Those served at the second 
and third tables cannot have their food 
warm and in proper condition. The kitchen 
and cooking facilities are inadequate, be- 
sides being antiquated and worn. An ice- 
house and cold storage room are indis- 
pensable. It is believed that the cost of 
these additions and improvements will not 
exceed $150,000, and an appropriation of 
this amount is urgently recommended.

A New Theatre and a Music Hall to 
‘be Built. | 


OSCAR HAMMERSTEIN TO BE OWNER 


He Buys a Block Front on Broad- 


way, Between Forty-Fourth and 
Forty-fifth Streets—The Cor- 


ner Below Also Sold. 


Another new theatre and a music hall are 
to be erected in this city. The owner will 
be Mr. Oscar Hammerstein, who has al- 


ready built more places of amusement than 
any man who ever lived in this city. The 
place of the new ventures will-be the block 
front on the east side of Broadway, be- 
tween Forty-fourth and Forty-fifth Streets. 
This property was bought yesterday after- 
noon by Mr. Hammerstein of Mr. Robert 
Trimble Ford for $900,000. The brokers 
were Messrs. J. Romaine Brown & Co. 

The plot measures 203.7 feet on Broadway 
by 114.8 on Forty-fifth Street by 200.10 in 
the rear and 80.2 on Forty-fourth Street, 
and has an addition on Forty-fifth Street 
20 by 100.5, on which there is a four-story 
brownstone dwelling. On the Broadway 
plot there used to be for many years a se- 
ries of stores on the ground floor. Above 
was the armory of the Eighth, and subse- 
quently of the Seventy-first, Regiment. 
Afterward the Salvation Army occupied 
part of the upper story. A fire more than a 
year ago emptied the premises, excepting 
the corner of Forty-fourth Street. 

The Broadway front, including ten lots, 
was bought in 1869 by Mr. Ford from 
George Sloane for $325,000, and the addition 
on Forty-fifth Street was acquired in 1891 
for $27,000. In the widening of Broadway 
above Thirty-fourth Street, carried out 
nearly twenty-five years ago, a large slice 
was taken off the original front, and Mr.

From The Syracuse Courier. ; 

The Salt Springs of Onondaga County 
will undoubtedly be offered for sale before 
the close of 1895. The people spoke em- 
phatically in favor of the sale in Novem- 
ber, and the salt men who lease the State 
land are quite ready for the land to be 
advertised for sale, claiming that the salt 
business is no longer profitable. .

The Hohenlohe Family.

Vanding—Minister Willis on 
Walker's Recent Com- 


munication. 


WASHINGTON, Jan.,9.— The President 
sent to Congress to-day some correspond- 
ence on Hawaiian affairs, with the following 
message of transmittal: 


To ine Senate and House of Representa- 
ves: 

I submit herewith certain dispatches from 
our Minister at Hawaii and the documents 
which accompanied the same. 

They disclose the fact that the Hawaiian 
Government desires to lease to Great Brit- 
ain one of the uninhabited islands belonging 
to-Hawaii.as a station for a submarine tel- 
egraph cable to be laid from Canada to 
Australia, with a connection between the 
island leased and Honolulu. Both the Ha- 
waiian Government and the representatives 
of Great Britain in the negotiation concede 
that the proposed lease cannot be effected 
without the consent of the United States 
for the reason that, in our reciprocity 
treaty with the King of Hawaii, he agreed 
that as long as said treaty remained in 
force he would not “lease or otherwise dis- 
pose of or create any lien upon any port, 

arbor, or other territory in his dominion, 
or grant any special privilege or right of 
use therein to any cther power, State, or 
Government.” 

At the request of the Hawaiian Govern- 
ment this subject is laid befcre the Congress 
for its determination upon tne question of 
so modifying the treaty agreement above 
recited as to permit the proposed lease. 

It will be seen that the correspondence 
which is submitted between the Hawaiian 
and British negotiators negatives the ex- 
istence on the part of Hawaii of any sus- 
piction of British unfriendliness or the fear 
wf British aggression. 

The attention of the Congress is directed 
to the following statement contained in a 
communication addressed to the Hawaiian 
Government by the representatives of 
Great Britain: 

*“*We propose to inform the British Gov- 
ernment of your inquiry whether they 
would accept the sovereignty of Necker 
Island, or some other uninhabited island, on 
condition that no subsidy is required from 
7 As we explained, we have not felt at 
iberty to entertain that question ourselves, 
as we were definitely instructed not to ask 
for the sovereignty of any island, but only 
for a lease, simply tor the purpose of a 
cable.” 

Some of the dispatches from our Minister, 
which are submitted, not only refer to the 

roject for leasing an uninhabited island 
elonging to Hawaii, but contain inter- 
esting information concernin recent oc- 
currences in the country, and its political 
and social condition. This information is 
valuable, because it is based upon the ob- 
servation and knowledge necessarily within 
the scope of the diplomatic duties which are 
intrusted solely to the charge of:this in- 
telligent diplomatic officer, representing the 
United States Government at Hawaii. 

I hope the Congress will see fit to grant 
the request of the Hawaiian Government, 
and that our consent to the proposed lease 
will be promptly accorded. It seems to me 
we ought not by a refusal of this request 
to stand in the way of the advantages to be 
gained by isolated Hawaii, through _ tele- 
graphic communication with the rest of the 
world, especially in view of the fact that 
eur own communication with that country 
would thereby be greatly improved without 
apparent detriment to any legitimate Amer- 
ican interest. GROVER CLEVELAND. 

There are four or five accompanying doc- 
uments, but the two of chief importance 
relate to the Walker report and the British 
Project to land a cable on Hawaiian soil. 

Minister Willis, under date of Sept. 29, re- 
plies to a dispatch from Secretary Gresham 
of Aug. 31, 1894, inclosing a copy of Admiral 
Waller's ‘very remarkable dispatch’ 
dated at sea, Aug. 17. Mr. Willis says: 

After a lengthy statement seriously re- 
fiecting upon the late British Minister and 
commanding officer of the Champion, and ex- 
pressing such apprehension touching the 
political situation there, as necessitated the 
detention of the Philadelphia, the Admiral, 
in the eleventh paragraph, says: 

“ Before reaching this conclusion [to post- 
pone the Philadelphia’s departure] I con- 
sulted with the United States Minister, 
whose views entirely coincided with my 
own.”’ 

Your dispatch indicates that these words 
of the Admiral have been given a wider 
meaning than could have been intended by 
him. A brief recital of the facts may there- 
fore be proper. 

On the Sth day of August I was in- 
formed by the Admiral that he would leave 
with the Philadelphia on the 8th. On the 
6th, the British M-nister, Major Wodehouse, 
having been succeeded by Mr. Hawes, 
made his farewell official visit to this 
legation, during which he mentioned the 
fact that the Champion had intended to 
leave on that day, but some of the English 
residents had become nervous when they 
heard that the Philadelphia also was to 
leave, and, yielding to their request, the 
Champion would remain until the Hyacinthe 
arrived. Upon the same morning I made a 
Parting cali to the officers of the Philadel- 
phia, when the Admiral told me that sev- 
eral citizens had expressed their regret at 
the departure of the Philadelphia before the 
arrival of the Charleston, which vessel was 
daily expected. He also expressed some sur- 
prise at the change of plans of the Cham- 
pion. In view of these facts he asked my 
opinion in regard to the detention of the 
Philadelphia. I replied that as che steamer 
Australia was due here Aug. 11, at 8 
A. M., which would probably bring correct 
advices as to the Charleston’s movements, 
I saw no reason, if not in conflict with his 
orders, (as to the nature of which I was not 
informed,) why the Philadelphia should not 
wait until then. When the Australia ar- 
rived, I immediately notified the Admiral 
that no news warranting his further stay 
had been received. He left the next morn- 
ing. It is this conversation and the unim- 
portant result following it with which the 
Admiral connects me, 

The statements as to the conduct and 
sentiments of the British Minister and 
Captain of the British cruiser, and especially 
as to their purpose to land troops for po- 
litical advantage, and the dangers resulting 
therefrom to American interests, I cannot 
confirm, either from personal knowledge or 
reliable information. If called upon to ex- 
press an opinion, I should be. con- 
Strained to say that during the last six 
months, and especially since the proclama- 
tion of. the republic, the presence or ab- 
sence of British war vessels here ought 
to have been regarded with indifference by 
our Government, as it is now by this Goy- 
“"The “" petiti 

e “petition of citizens,” referred to b 
the Admiral, I did not receive until the any 
after our conversation. The conditions here 
for many months had been extremely order- 
ly and peaceful. As stated by the petition 
itself, there was ‘‘no reason to doubt the 
ability of the Government of the Republic 
of Hawaii to support and sustain itself 
and furnish full protection to the lives and 
property of all residents in its territory.” 

n this opinion even the enemies of the 
Government concurred. Furthermore, on 
the day after receiving the petition, Mr. 
Hatch, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, ex- 
pressed to»me his regret that it had been 
sent, as those he represented welcomed the 
opportunity to prove to the world that they 
were able to take care of themselves. 
These I deemed sufficient reasons for not 
forwarding the petition. 


Mr. Willis reports on Oct. 19 the depart- 
wre of the English officials who had been 
visiting the islands in the interest’ of the 
cable between Canada and New-Zealand, 
stating that they would visit Washington 
on their way home and probably submit a 
proposition relating to their mission. He 
adds: 

On Oct. 15 Mr. Verlaye, the French Com- 
missioner, requested that Secretary Gresh- 
am’s attention be called to the fact that 
his countrymen had just completed a cable 
to New-Caledonia, and would probably de- 
ire to extend it to Tahiti, the Hawaiian 
slands, and the United States. For this 
reason he hoped that the United States 
ment would not be hasty in the mat- 

The other important communication, 
@ated Dec. 3, relates to the proposition for 
the abrogation of a clause of the United 
States-Hawalian reciprocity treaty, to en- 
able the British company to lease one of 
the Hawaiian Islands as a cable station, 
thereby gaining a foothold in the islands. 
Mr. Willis, after referring to his earlier dis- 
patches calling attention to the proposi- 
tion which had been made to the new re- 
public by Commissioners representing Great 
Britain, Canada, and Australia, involving 
the use of one of its uninhabited islands 
as a station for a transpacific cable from 
Canada to Australia, and in consideration 
of such use and such subsidy as might be 
agreed upon, the connection of Honolulu to 
the main line by a branch cable to the

This matter is now, therefore, at the re- 
quest of this Government, submitted to the 
consideration of our Government, upon the 
question of its willingness to nullify the 
treaty of reciprocity by exempting Necker 
Island, French Frigate Shoals, Nihoa (Bird 
Island) from the operation of Article IV. of 
the treaty, which reads as follows: ‘It 
is agreed on the part of his Hawatian 
Majesty that so long as this treaty shall 
remain in force he will not lease or other- 
wise dispose of or create any lien upon any 
port, harbor, or other territory in his do- 
minions, or grant any special privileges 
or rights to use therein to any other pow- 
er, State, or Government.” 


There is also inclosed a copy of the propo- 
sition of the British Cable Commissioners, 
Messrs. Mercer and Flemming, in which 
they make this interesting statement, ad- 
dressed to Mr. Hatch: 


We propose to inform the British Gov- 
ernment of your inquiry, whether they 
would accept the sovereignty of Necker 
Island or some other uninhabited island on 
condition that no subsidy is required from 
you. As we explained, we have not felt 
at liberty to entertain that question our- 
selves, as we were definitely instructed not 
to ask for the sovereignty of any island, 
but only for a lease simply for the purpose 
of the cable. 


Minister Hatch, in reply, submits the 
whole matter to th2 United States, saying: 


The Hawaiian Cabinet do not feel dis- 
posed to enter upon any considerations of 
2 verbal nature touching the extent of and 
scope of the above-quoted article. Its intent 
is so clear that they feel it would be im- 
proper for them to enter into any agreement 
in regard to the suggested lease of an island 
until the consent of the United States has 
been obtained. 

The matter will at once be submitted to 
the United States Government. Upon ob- 
taining the approval of the United States 
and a waiver in this instance of the article 
above quoted, reference will be made to 
the Hawaiian Legislature. of the proposi- 
tions submitted by Messrs. Mercer and 
Fleming, which are emboaied in the draft 
memorandum hereto annexed. 

With such approval no possible objection 
by the Legislature is anticipated to a lease 
of Necker Island or any other uninhabited 
island of this group upon condition that 
Honolulu is put into telegraphic connection 
with the main line, and that fair rates, not 
out of proportion with the general tariff 
determined upon, be given. The question of 
financial aid is exclusively within the prov- 
ince of the Legislature. Upon this point it 
need only be said that the Cabinet feel 
confident that the Legislature will meet the 
matter in a spirit of liberality which its 
great and unquestioned importance to the 
country at large demands.

AN INLAND TRIBE OF ESKIMOS 


Interesting People Found by Surveyor 
Tyrrell on the Kazan River. 


WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Jan. 9.—J, B. Tyr- 
rell, Dominion Government Geological Sur- 
veyor, reached the city last night, after an 
absence of six months on a journey to the 
shores of Hudson Bay. The Surveyor left 
Fort Churchill exactly forty days ago, and 
walked almost the entire distance to Winni- 
peg, nearly 2,000 miles. Speaking of the 
new territory surveyed Mr. Tyrrell said that 
he had been able to locate several timber 
areas, and note the existence of many “ in- 
teresting rocks,’’ but he would not say 
whether or not he had discovered any min- 
erals. 

On the Kazan River Tyrell fell in with a 
tribe of Eskimo, who have become separ- 
ated from their brethren on the coast, and 
have become an inland tribe. They subsist 
mainly on reindeer meat, of which they can 
obtain an abundant supply with but little 
effort, as reindeer run through the region 
in vast herds, 

The Eskimos kill the reindeer by spearing 
them when the animals are crossing a lake 
or river. They remain in hiding until the 
animals begin swimming. Then they dart 
out swiftly in their light skin kiacks and 
spear them to death. Mr. Tyrrell says they 
execute this feat with wonderful dexterity, 
and he considers it one of the most skillful 
performances he has seen any of the north- 
ern aborigines accomplish. 

These inland Eskimos have not intermixed 
with the Indians, but live by themselves, as 
a general rule, and they do not pursue the 
hunt for barter, being satisfied to live on 
the food that the chase furnishes. They use 
the skins of the reindeer for clothing. 


Mayoralty Contest in Mount Vernon. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 9.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Hancock gave a hearing to-day on the 
application of Edwin W. Fiske that he be 
allowed to bring an action to test the title 
to the office of Mayor of Mount Vernon, 
now held by Edson Lewis. Fiske claims to 
have received a pluralty of votes and to 
have been counted out. Roger M. Sherman 
of New-York City appeared in his behalf 
and Joseph S. Wood, Corporation Counsel, 
for Mayor Lewis. Decision was reserved.

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TO REORGANIZE THE DOCK BOARD 


A Bill to Legislate the Present Com- 
missioners Out of Office. 


_ 

ALBANY, Jan. 9.—Assemblyman Lawson 
of New-York to-night introduced in the 
lower house a bill providing for the reor- 
ganization of the Dock Department of New- 
York City. The bill was prepared by the 
prominent dock builders in that city. The 
principal changes from the present laws are 
as follows: 


The Board of Docks shall consist of three 
persons, who shall be known as Commis- 
sioners of Docks, and who shall be residents 
of the said City of New-York, und one of 
whom shall have been for at least ten years 
prior to his appointment a practical wharf 
builder, and actively engaged in that busi- 
ness for at least ten years prior to his ap- 
pointment. The term of office of each of 
said Commissioners shall begin upon his 
appointment and qualification, and shall 
expire at the same time that the term of 
oftice of the Mayor, who shall make the 
appointment, expires; but each of said Com- 
missioners may hold office until his suc- 
cessor shall have been appointed and qual- 
ified; and the Mayor is authorized upon 
the passage of this act, without alleging any 
cause therefor, to immediately remove from 
office the three persons at present consti- 
tuting the Board of Docks, and to appoint 
in their places three persons, in compliance 
with the provisions of this act. 

Said department shall also nave the man- 
agement, supervision, and control of the 
erection of any and all sheds or covering 
over or upon said wharves, piers, cr bulk- 
heads, and may regulate the kind and na- 
ture of such sheds, and the manner of con- 
structing the same, exclusive of any power 
or control of the Building or Fire Depart- 
ment over the same; provided, that new 
sheds shall not be constructed cf wceod. 
And the powers hereby granted are exclu- 
sive of any and all power now possessed 
by any other city department. 

And said department is hereby directed to 
sell at public auction all machinery, tcols, 
implements, and materials, except granite 
and cement blocks used in the construction 
of sea walls of every kind and description 
now owned by the City of New-York, and 
heretofore used by the Board of Docks for 
the construction of bulkheads, walls, 
wharves or piers, or other structures, or 
for dredging, or for any other purpose 
whatever; also all such tools, implements, 
and machines and materials (except gran- 
ite and cement blocks, to be used on con- 
struction of sea walis,) which may he de- 
livered in the future pursuant to existing 
valid contracts. 

And all contracts for dredging, the erec- 
tion or construction of whafves, piers, 
bulkheads, or any other structure adver- 
tised, let, or entered into by the said de- 
partment, pursuant to Section 714, shall re- 
quire all the materials to be furnished by 
the person with whom the contracts are 
made necessary for the execution of said 
contract, and the furnishing by said con- 
tractor of all tools, implements, and ma- 
chinery used in the performance and execu- 
tion of said contracts. 

The Department of Docks, by and with 
the consent and approval of the Commis- 
sioners of the Sinking Fund, may change 
the plans already made for the construction 
of the bulkheads and sea walls, and the 
nature, kind, and quantity of the materials 
therefor, whether the said bulkheads are 
made of stone or otherwise. 

All leases (other than for districts appro- 
priated by said department to special com- 
mercial interests) shall be made at public 
auction, to the highest bidder, after adver- 
tising the time and place where said sale 
will fe made daily for six week in The City 
Record, and twice each week in six other 
daily morning papers published in the City 
of New-York; provided, the city may ad- 
journ said sale or abandon it whenever, in 
the judgment of said department, the 
amount bid for said lease shall be insuffi- 
cient. 

The Board of Dock Commissioners shall 
appoint a Chief Engineer, Secretary, and 
such subordinate officers—engineers, clerks, 
agents, and Inspectors—as shall be neces- 
sary to assist said board in the perform- 
ance of its duties and the exercise of its 
powers, and may fix the compensation of 
all persons so appointed, but all such per- 
sons so appointed, with the exception of 
engineers and the Secretary, shall be sub- 
ject to civil service examination, and the 
Inspectors shall be examined by the Board 
of Examiners under the civil service law in 
reference to their capacity, ability, and 
knowledge of the kind and nature of work 
over which they shall be appointed Inspect- 
ors. Said Board of Dock Commissioners 
shall appoint six Collectors, who shall col- 

lect all money which shall be due for the 
use of unleased city property under control 
of said Department of Docks. Each of said 
Collectors shall: daily make returns, and 
written reports to the department of all 
moneys collected, the sources from which 
eollected, and of all moneys due and un- 
collected, and the reasons for not collect- 
ing the same, and the names of the persons 
or vessels owing the same, together with 
such other information as the department 
may require. Each of such Collectors shall 
give an undertaking in $5,000, with two suf- 

cient sureties, for the faithful discharge of 
their duties and against negligence on their 
pert, which undertaking shall be approved 

the Controller as to its form and effi- 
ciency; each of such Collectors shall be 
paid a yearly salary of $1,500. But the an- 
nual expenses of said department, exclusive 
of salaries of Commissioners, for rent, fur- 
niture, supplies, and compensation of Sec- 
retary, Collectors, and subordinate officers, 
clerks, agents, and Inspectors, shall not ex- 
ceed in the aggregate the sum of $70,000, 


Mr. Lawson said to-night that he himself 
favored a single-headed commission. He 
has been in conference with representatives 
of the Committee of Seventy, and will in- 
troduce a bill next week which will be pre- 
pared by the committee. Mr. Lawson is of 
the opinion that this bill will call for a re- 
organization of the New-York City Dock 
Department under a single-headed commis- 
sion. 


A CONFERENCE IN VIRGINIA 


The Populists Ask the Other Parties 
to Discuss Reform Together. 


RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 9.—J.- Haskins 
Hobson, the Chairman of the Populist State 
Committee, has asked the Chairmen of the 
Democratic, Republican, and Prohibition 
ommittees to attend a conference with him 
on Jan. 22 in this city. Each Chairman is 
asked to bring two other representatives 
of his party. The object is to discuss the 
means for securing improved election laws. 
Gen. Mahone, the Chairman of the Repub- 
lican State Committee, and W. W. Gibbes, 
the head of the Prohibition organization, 
will probably send representatives to the 
proposed conference. 

It is hardly likely that Mr. Ellyson, Chair- 
man of the Democratic Committee, will do 
so. This gentleman and the other Demo- 
cratic leaders deny that there is any need 
of the radical reforms that are demanded. 
If these reforms are needed and have to 
come, the Democratic managers propose 
that they shall be made by their party and 
without the assistance of Mahone or other 
outsiders. 


Will Have to Sue Mr. Paff. 


HEMPSTEAD, L. I, Jan. 9.—George N. 
Paff, one of the trustees of Uniondale school 
discharged Miss Jennie Patterson, a teacher 
a@ year ago because she refused to do work 
that she thought the janitor should do. The 
State Superintendent, when appealed to, 
epheld Miss Patterson and ordered her re- 
instatement, 

Mr. Paff in the meantime had engaged a 
Miss Abbott to take Miss Patterson’s place, 
and had paid her out of his own pocket. 
The taxpayer’s refused to reimburse him for 
this amount, $150, as they had been obliged 
to pay Miss Patterson while she was idle. 

Mr. Paff threatened to sue, but now it ap- 
pears that the district will have to sue if 
any suing is done. 

It has been found that Mr. Paff reimbursed 
himself from the district funds, and then 
the latter being $150 short, gave a teacher 
a note for that amount for her salary. This 
note the district will have to honor and re- 
cover from Mr. Paff. 


Will Consolidate the Ofiices. 


Mayor Strong has concluded that a war- 
rant clerk and an assistant warrant clerk, 
each at $1,500 per year, are not necessary in 
his office, so he will consolidate the two 
places. 

The Mayor’s plan is to have one clerk do 
this work at a salary of $2,000 a year. It 
is thought probable that Mr. Alexander, the 
Mayor’s private stenographer, will be ap- 
pointed warrant clerk. The present war- 
rant clerks are John H. Nagle and John J. 
Reagan. As yet they have had no notice to 
resign.
